[With national role models like ABBA , 
I find this hard to believe! ;-) - C] It 
isn’t necessary to be married to get 
residency here) so it was a different 
thing to do at the time (4 years ago), 
although a few other punks have 
jumped on the bandwagon. It was a 
damn good party. 

KERKQ Our wedding was the best 
party I’ve been to. We rented this 
little campsite in the forest for three 
days, and punks came from all over 
Europe. MEANWHILE played (or 
tried at least), BURNING KITCHEN, 
IMPERIAL LEATHER, ABDUCTEE 
S.D. and ZOMBIEFIED played. 
SCUMBRIGADE were all there, but 
didn’t bother playing in the end. As 
for marriage - it’s like any relation- 
ship. It’s what you do with it. They 
can be extremely empowering if you 
do it right. I guess we should add 
that this was not a Christian event at 
all, a female council worker from the 
socialist party held the ceremony. 


DABnrr Yeah, it was the best 
wedding party I’ve ever been to as 
well, and I’m married too. My wife is 
not in the band yet, but I’m working 
on having both her and our son join. 
There are some problems that we 
have to solve before that - like the 
problem with most infants, they just 
can’t keep quiet between the songs 
at practice. And that goes for some 
ex-members too!

AMYL I have always written this way. 
Something I read, hear or expe- 
rience spins on itself. It is what 
comes natural for me, but now, 
yes IMPERIAL LEATHER do have 
a style to the lyrics. Not everyone 
may relate to it, but there isn’t much 
that relates to everyone. I think that 
if even one person can feel like “shit 
I understand that exactly”, or smile 
or feel anything about an incident 
that we sing about, then it has been 
effective. 

KENEQ I’d like to see IMPERIAL 
LEATHER as DIY punk entertain- 
ment. We know the crazy characters 
that are our lyrical target audience, 
so therefore the lyrics are pretty 
quirky, introverted little stories about 
life for punks by punks. It was never 
our intention to become an explic- 
itly political band, although politics 
we do have. There are many other 
bands that do that so much better, 
even bands that we are or were in! 

Several years ago we 
learned that Amyl had 
been slashed In the face 
after refusing someone’s 
drunken sexual advances* 
Can you tell us about 
the incident and what 
ever happened to the 
perpetrator? Aside from 
physical soars 9 how 
does something like 
this change your life? 

AMYL I was at a party in Brook- 
lyn (September 11, 1999) when a 
woman asked me for help escap- 
ing the advances of a man. I went to 
talk to him and he was pretty unre- 


ceptive to say the least. During our 
“conversation” he groped me and 
when I got upset over this, he asked 
me to “come out front”. I took him up 
on this followed by a good handful 
of punks. When he saw the group 
of people he told me he wanted to 
speak to me alone. I said no go. So 
back inside we went. Shortly there- 
after I was standing by the door to 
the kitchen when he came by and 
shoved, I immediately realized I 
was bleeding profusely but I didn’t 
understand that I had been slashed 
across the face. My response was 
to start punching the shit out of him. 
He ran out of the house. Someone 
from the house was holding me so 
I couldn’t get after him (he said he 
was trying to stop further violence). 
Julian (PUBLIC NUISANCE) and 
Sara (SPIDER CUNTS) were trying to 
explain to me the bad shape I was in, 
but I was so outraged. I didn’t want 
to go to the hospital until we got this 
guy. They finally got me into a cab 
and the cab driver gave us a free 


ride to a better hospital in Manhat- 
tan. I got 54 stitches through three 
layers of skin, fat and muscle on the 
left side of my face. I couldn’t sing 
for 8 months. One millimeter lower 
I would have lost control of the left 
side of my mouth; 5 inches lower 
I could be dead. The perpetrator, 
Thomas French, aka Ducky, went 
back to California, where he beat up 
the couple he was living with using 
a skateboard. He tends to hang out 
with younger punks (imagine that), 
although he must be in his 40s now. 
He has a Cochrane tattoo on one of 
his arms. I firmly believe he will get 
his if he hasn’t already. 

It is frightening to realize how fragile 
we really are. I consider myself to 
be pretty tough, pride myself on 
the strengths of my friendships 
and I firmly believe that I live a 
better quality life within the punk 
scene. However, despite toughness, 
friends, and punk, I could have been 
killed at a “punk” party. At first I was 
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so angry that every time I looked 
in the mirror I had to think of the 
guy who slashed me. I thought that 
would continue forever. It hasn’t, but 
his violence has touched me and 
violence is like the plague or a good 
punk tune: very “catchy”, and this 
was not the first time violence in the 
scene has intimately affected me. I 
work to overcome feelings of ven- 
geance that steep below the surface 
and to straighten out the difference 
between sadness and anger, but I 
have experienced 100 times more 
happiness and support within punk 
than I have violence. This is my 
home; those who attacked me were 
intruders. 


Sadly, this is not an 
isolated incident and 
there are several other 
widely known (and who 
knows how many unknown} 
incidents of sexual 
assault, riolence, rape 
and/or murder within 
the punk movement# With 
all of our lofty goals 
and ideals, how is it 
that we are not able 
to prevent this? 

AMYL Because so many perpetra- 
tors are in “great” bands and are 
“great guys”! I’m gonna puke! Our 
fear of judging perpetrators encour- 


ages assholes to join and remain in 
the scene, while it makes the scene 
a very uncomfortable place for sur- 
vivors and victims. The opposite 
should be true. Our scene is not a 
haven for assailants. They should 
be uncomfortable, no matter whom 
they are. Friends of the perpetra- 
tors must take responsibility as well. 
“What are friends for”, as the saying 
goes. Friendships, collectives and 
bands may break up, but what is the 
point of our friendships, collectives, 
and bands if they support a culture 
of abuse. We weaken any attempt 
at “lofty” goals by not immediately 
taking action when an assault takes 
place. 


One part of Punk is our acceptance 
of all the “fuck-ups” and a huge 
ok to alcohol and drug abuse. We 
need to have parameters for what 
is acceptable behavior. We need 
to ensure safe spaces. The “freaks” 
that fuck shit up for the rest of us 
need to be confronted. They can 
not be tolerated. They must take 
responsibility for their actions, get 
help, or get out. 

KE17KQ There was recently an 
assault in our local scene. The 
man has been confronted and 
it was made clear that he must 
seek therapy or he will not tour in 
our scene, stay and play with our 
friends, and endanger other punks. 

Quite a few people met up to talk 
about how to deal with this particu- 
lar incident, and this led to regular 
meetings on how to be prepared 
for future violence in our scene, 
because it will happen again, no 
doubt.

AMYL I was reading the lyrics to 
“This is Boston Not L.A.” last week, 
and they made me laugh. There are 
some violent lyrics there and this 
is part of what I grew up with. But 
times are different now. A usual 
interview question is “can Punk 
really change anything?” After 
reading those lyrics I could say with 
a smile, yes. Punk itself can change 
and has and continues to. We are 
part of a large community putting 
theory into practice everyday, but 
we need to be angry, militant and 
non-violent. 

Amyl is known to many 
American punks as the 
singer for the SPIDER 
CURTS and the Swedish 
side of the band has a, 
pretty major “all star" 
cast as well* What 
other bands were members 
of IMPERIAL LEATHER 
in, and which bands are 
still active today? Has 


all this star power 
made it easier to do 
things as a band, or 
do you prefer to get 
recognition strictly on 
the merit 8 of what you 
do as IMPERIAL LEATHER? 

KEXTKO Of course learning things 
along the way got us where we are 
today, but people who expect us 
to sound like all our former bands 
at one time will be deeply disap- 
pointed. “Star power” or not, it’s 
been quite rough for IMPERIAL 
LEATHER so far, especially the live 
bit. People seem a little puzzled at 
what we’re trying to do, so maybe 
it’s about the expectations they 
have. We haven’t been pushing the 
former band thing at all since the 
first demo CD, where we made a 
point of mentioning every band we 
were ever in, but people who set up 
gigs and stuff have used it quite a 


bit which is fine if more people show 
up. 

In this context it’s important to 
realize that Sweden’s total popula- 
tion is only the same as that of New 
York City, so sooner or later people 
will reoccur if you keep playing in 
punk and hardcore bands. Person- 
ally, I joined NO SECURITY when 
I was 16 and now I’m 32, so it’s 
only natural to have been in a few 
bands.

(And the questions 
everyone wants to know 
the answer of but are 
afraid to ask «««) When are 
you going to re-issue the 
NO SECURITY discography? 

DANNY Communichaos Media only 
releases good bands! 

KENKO Communichaos Media is 
something we do in the wee hours 
of the morning, after work, after 
band practice, after walking dogs 
and changing diapers - so as a 
band member it feels good to hand 
it over to a label with much better 
distribution and promotion. 

Communichaos are not lazy though, 
we have got releases with SIGNAL 
LOST, ABDUCTEE S.D. and ENDRO- 
PHOBIA coming up during fall and 
winter. 


History also proves that it’s very 
easy for us to let our own record- 
ings lay around for a year before 
we actually do put them out. When 
you release material by other bands 
you know they’re very keen to get 
the record out, so it gives us more 
motivation. 

DANNY In a weird way it’s a bit of 
a confirmation to have somebody 
else release it... Like, “Hey, we’re 
actually not the only ones believ- 
ing in what we’re doing!” And then 
of course, we can use the Com- 
munichaos money to release other 
stuff. 

KENKO Oh yeah, the NO SECURITY 
discography - Ben Armageddon is 
doing that one. And Feral Ward is 
releasing nine BURNING KITCHEN 
tracks recorded in 1997 that are 
yet unreleased. Hmmm, talk about 
Communichaos giving their own 
bands low priority... 

Speaking of NO SECURITY, 
with so many of you 
coming from backgrounds 
heavily steeped In d-beat 
mythology (NO SECURITY, 
DISCHANGE, WOLFBRIGADE, 
etc*) why is the style 
of IMPERIAL LEATHER so 
different in that it 
pulls its sound from 
much more traditional 
punk rock origins? 

KENKO “Heavily steeped in d-beat 
mythology”! Wow, I think I’m going 
to suggest that as a title for the 
upcoming WOLFBRIGADE discog- 
raphy! 

Well, as sweet as the d-beat is, I per- 
sonally would get bored if I was only 
playing that style (which I guess is 
also related to the pretty strict view 
I have on how it should be carried 
out). However, with Imperial Leather 
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the songwriting is much more playful 
and there’s a much wider spectrum 
of sounds to be influenced by, since 
we can throw pretty much any- 
thing between rock’n’roll and punk 
and hardcore in and (hopefully) get 
away with it.

more in the center of the activist 
JOHNNY Thanks for this extensive political punk scene there? What 
interview. We are Erick (drums), Julia made you want to move there? 
(guitar & vocals) and Johnny (bass 
& vocals). “@PATIA NO” started in 
1996 after we had made a fanzine 
with that name. The first years we 
had changes, but the last five years 
we’ve just had one change. In 1996 
we started playing with four people, 
at one time we even had two guitars, 
but after 2000 we had just three 
people left playing. This is interest- 
ing, because we could consolidate 
the work that we had been doing. 


JULIA Actually both scenes are very 
different and I could not tell you which 
is the center of activism, ’cause each 
has their own; in my point of view 
it’s like in Europe the movement is 
older and economically stronger, the 
spaces and everything are already set 
up just for being used. While on the 
other hand, in Latin-America, it takes 
a lot of sweat to organize some activ- 
ity. That’s why it does not happen 
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Our position is always 
gonna be against 
the government and 
against the state!!! 
So we can’t lie to 
ourselves, supporting 
these kind of false 
hopes for changes. 


CJ I know that you - Johnny 
wT Em and Julia - have had 
problems with getting yourselves 
legalized in Europe visas, perma- 
nent resident to the country, etc... 
can you talk about the difficulties 
as being from Latin America to 
settle in another country? Lawyers, 
cops, money, etc... the reason for 
calling your tour with COLERA from 
Brazil “No Human Is Illegal”? 

JULIA Well, to stay here actually I 
didn’t have any big problems like the 
boys (Johnny and Erick) had. I think 
an important factor is that we’re not 
staying in the same city. Normally 
things in Freiburg, this small city in 
Southern Germany where I am, are 
very relaxed. But I have to renew my 
visa in a year, and I don’t know how 
things are going to be. 

JOHNNY I ’ve stayed momently living 
in a city that has aprox. 100,000 
immigrants from a lot of countries 
like Turkey, Morocco, etc. and here 
conditions for immigrants are very 
hard. I had to go through a process 
of almost eight months to get the 
visa. They rejected my papers; they 


didn’t give me visa for study. There 
are some organizations that are sup- 
posed to help immigrant people, but 
the only thing they do is demoralize 
you, saying things like it is “impos- 
sible” that you can stay, with no 
papers find that sort of situation. I 
always tried to get the visa for all the 
possible reasons and it was always 
denied. After a lot of paper work, 
lawyer recommendations and people 
more serious in the business, I could 
get the visa for one year. Then, when 
a friend got caught and incarcerated 
for not having papers, the police 
pulled addresses from the letters 
we wrote him and came to my house 
and took me for being helpful towards 
people “without papers”. Days later, 
the German state revoked my visa 
because of this situation, and some 
other stuff. Here were another four 
months without a visa, until last April 
I could again get again a visa for ten 
more months, which it will lasts until 
February of 2006. It is hard to tell the 
details of everything in this printed 
medium, because you know how 
the things are and that “Big Brother” 
does exist. I hope you understand 
what I want to say... 



PE You were questioned by the 
cops, when they caught [our friend 
from Colombia] on tour in Europe 
without legal papers. Can you tell 
me what happened with this, and 
the European solidarity efforts to 
help out such cases? What pro- 
cedures work best in response to 
these situations? 

JOHNNY Yes, I talked about his 
case casually in the last answer. The 
salvation in this case was the great 
solidarity from a lot of friends. Every- 
body mobilized and coordinated 
activities, to pay the lawyers and get 
their comrade out of jail. They raised 
about 5,000 euros to pay for the legal 
expenses and his return plane ticket 
to Colombia. The case lasted around 
2 months, and after he returned to 
Colombia, the German state sent a 
fine for approximately 1,800 euros for 
not having valid papers. They threat- 
ened him, saying that he couldn’t go 
back to Germany if he didn’t pay. Due 
to a great solidarity again, everything 
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was paid, and now he doesn’t have 
any further stipulations. He can go 
back to Germany anytime he wants. 
The best response for this kind of sit- 
uation is to remain calm. I do believe 
that the communiques we put on the 
internet asking for help\ and the e- 
mails that we received from friends 
worked to raise the money. But that 
also worked for the police to search 
for addresses, information, etc. 

PE @PATIA NO is a political anar- 
chist punk band. Your records often 
have great explanations on politi- 
cal situations in Venezuela, South 
America, and libertarian ideals in 
general. Do you believe in “ making 
punk a threat again”? What are you 
views? 


ERICK Yes we do believe it, and of 
course we want to make the punk 
a real threat!! For that, we will keep 
on doing our DIY releases - mixing 
the rage, music and libertarian ideas 
inside; it’s our way to make politics... 

JULIA Actually nowadays punk, for 
me, is nothing but style, the political 
part for me is something separate, 
that has mixed with punk, for being 
the way that I am. And I vindicate 
political punk as an alternative choice 
for the youth that normally follow 
empty tendencies - which contribute 
only to the support of this system. 

JOHNNY The content of our music’s 
lyrics is the most important thing for 
us. As “young people” we have a lot 


to say and contribute, of course. Punk 
without politics can be okay for a few 
people, but that is not our thing. For 
us, punk, on top of being a little bit 
of fun, is also political, and through 
our music we communicate our point 
of view. 

PE As anarchists, what do you 
think about the big voting move- 
ments there were these last years 
between the lesser of two evils like, 
the choice between “Bush vs. Kerry” 
or “Chirac vs. Lepen”? There are 
these movements like Punk Voter 
in the U.S. and certain French anar- 
chist journals calling for anarchist 
to counter fascism by voting Chirac 
of the French right wing party. What 
do you think of this?

The circumstances of the moment 
should decide what would happen 
in each case. I still can’t imagine 
anarchists voting, but this has actu- 
ally been happening in Venezuela in 
recent years. Some “anarchists” are 
supporting the Chavez government, 
claiming that it is the “better of the 
worse” and that if Chavez is not in 
power, they argue like it will return 
to those who stole from Venezuela 
during the past 40 years. The “right 
wing” will be back in charge, and 


even that, “they will bring the Ameri- 
can marines.” In Latin America at the 
moment, there do exist sparks of left 
wing governments. In Venezuela for 
example, the government, in spite 
of making some interesting efforts, 
has not done anything but centralize 
deeply on the populism, militarism, 
nationalism - and even has created 
a messianic image, that logically 
is Chavez. The people swear that 
Chavez will deliver them from their 
misery, when really it is the people 


themselves that are responsible for 
their own destinies. We believe in 
working from the popular basis, but 
horizontal, with no authoritarian gov- 
ernments and less military. 

PE / recall the time when Chavez 
(the Venezuelan president) got into 
office and there was that “coup d’ 
etat,” which lasted only a day or 
so - people were protesting and 
the military helped him get back 
into office . Have things changed 
since he has been president of 
Venezuela? Is he supported by the 
population? Can you give any back- 
ground on his history? 

@PATIA NO Well, to remember a 
little of political history - Chavez 
was a lieutenant colonel, in a lead- 
ership position among other military 
people who supposedly weren’t so 
comfortable with the government of 
the so-called Venezuelan democracy. 
The Venezuelan democracy started 
in 1959, after the fall of the last Ven- 



ezuelan dictator to govern Venezuela: 
Marcos Perez Jimenez. This was a 
military government, with perhaps 
the most political prisoners in the 
history of Venezuela. There was no 
freedom of expression; all modes of 
communication were manipulated by 
the government and the streets were 
run by the military. The Perez Jimenez 
administration was characterized as 
having added the largest quantity of 
infrastructure that any government 
had ever made. They built stadiums, 
highways, bridges, great urbaniza- 
tions, with a lot of buildings for the 
people, which some credited as 
offering a better way of life. Caracas, 
around those years, was a city where 
crime was nonexistent. Many older 
people remember that time nostalgi- 
cally. They say that they could sleep 
with the doors open, and that the dic- 
tator had a very strong hand, and got 
things accomplished. 

PE Venezuela has a big reserve of 
petroleum. Are there any tensions 
between the USA and Venezuela 
because of this? What are the 
consequences for Venezuela, as 
one of South America’s richest 
countries? 

ERICK Well, Venezuela is one of 
the countries richest in petroleum 
resources. A big consequence of 
this has been to allow the bigger, 
more important countries above Ven- 
ezuela to take all this richness, and 
that includes the U.S! Throughout 
this time of supposed democracy, 
with different presidents who have 
always been bad administrators, and 
this actual government, many agree- 
ments have been made with a lot of 
different big multinational companies 
to exploit all the oil fields... for more 
than 30 years. This means all Vene- 
zuela’s wealth is still going away to 
dirty hands in other countries, that 
the devastating consequences con- 
tinue with each bastard president 
- more than 80% of the population is 
still poor and unemployed, but many 
of them keep on trusting the lies from 
the bastard government!!!! 

JOHNNY Yes, specifically, Venezuela 
is among the five biggest producers 
of petroleum. The latest tensions 
between the Venezuelan govern- 
ment and the Bush administration are 
precisely because of this. The Ven- 



ezuelan petroleum industry is a state 
property; which was nationalized in 
1975, and means that the state gets 
51% of the petroleum and the other 
percent comes out from the multina- 
tionals as Chevro, Texaco, Repsol, 
and many others that are operating in 
Venezuela. Chavez has made a lot of 
contracts for many years with these 
multinationals. 

PE Back to the band. What kind of 
the other things are you invested 
in politically, in Germany and 
Venezuela? I’m thinking about El 
Libertario, squatting, protesting, 
your label, etc ... 

JULIA For me, one of the things that 
makes me feel so good, is my new 
label “La Bruja Records,” which I 
started out of the need to make a 
compilation to benefit the indigenous 
people of Venezuela. I also started a 
distro and, thanks to Johnny’s help 
and some other friends, it was pos- 
sible. My intentions are to make and 
distribute independent libertarian 
stuff. The protests and activities just 
happen all the time, which is normal 
isn’t it? I don’t know what else I can 
say about this subject. 


JOHNNY I think that there’s a bit of 
everything. Besides the band, I also 
run the label “Noseke Records”(www. 
geocities.com/nosekerecords/), 
which has almost 40 releases, mostly 
from Latin America. For the people in 
Latin America, it is harder to make an 
original release, so for that reason I 
specialize more in Latino American 
stuff to help my partners. “El Lib- 
ertario” is the journal of the C.R.A. 
(Comision de Ralaciones Anarquis- 
tas) that we help distribute and once 
in a while we write some article, and 
logically we give help for its existence. 
It has existed since 1995, comes out 
every two months, prints 2000 copies 
and has 16 pages each time. To date 
there has been 43 issues. About the 
protests, the same that Julia says, we 
participate in what is possible for us... 
It is important to say that in Caracas 
we have a Social Center (CESL) that 
was opened in October of last year. 
We now count more than 3000 book 
titles (in the library) and this center 
works for gathering and aiding activi- 
ties of anarchopunk/anarchist stuff 
as well. At times we have also helped 
a little with tours for bands that are 
our friends. 
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PE Julia , how do you feel about 
being woman in the punk scene? 
I mean , do you feel there are more 
woman in the punk scene in Burope 
than there are in South America? 
Do you ever take any sexist shit 
from this male-dominated move- 
ment, and what keeps you going? 
Any situations where you have been 
harassed or anything? Why do you 
think there are less woman in this 
movement than there is in pop or 
techno, or in discotheques? Will 
these things change? 

JULIA Ha!! At this point it is clear that 
machismo is even here in the scene; 
mean comments at many opportuni- 
ties at shows or the eternal boredom 
for being a girl in a band, they start 
to “overvalue” you like: “Wow, a girl 
in a band”, what the fuck?, is that 
perhaps playing in a band is a phe- 
nomenon? I could say that the scene 
here with girls is bigger, but in many 
instances it seems very strange to 
me - the tendency to go to the other 
extreme and repeat the machismo 
in female version is very strong in 
some European places. It is clear 
that sometimes I want to be arpund 
girls, the same thing happens with 
boys, but many times these girls are 
discriminatory with men and that has 
made me feel bad a few times. I’ve 
been on tour and they have invited 
me to places where my best friend 
Johnny has been treated badly, only 
for being man. I recognize differ- 
ences that there are between men 
and women without any one of them 
taking over the other. Uhmm!! This 
society is patriarchal and dominant, 
the beauty concept is created to 
favor “Shakira” or “Britney Spears”, 
the media invades our brains and your 
mammy tells you that you have to be 


pretty, obedient and to do house- 
work... I think that these are enough 
reasons for us to realize why there 
aren’t more girls in this movement. 

PE In what ways has being part of 
the international DIY conspiracy 
changed your lives? 

@PATI It really has changed our lives 
in that, for many years now, we have 
been involved directly with all the 
DIY concepts, each of us has been 
playing in bands and doing varied 
different things and activities. Our 
place of living has changed, but our 
ways of life are still the same. Since 
we have moved to Europe, not forever, 
it has been a great way to get more 
knowledge from all the diferent cul- 
tures and scenes from this part of the 
world, to make contacts and friend- 
ships, and to keep on doing our part 
against the system - it doesn’t matter 
where we are. 

PE How is the punk scene in Ven- 
ezuela, past and present? Bands, 
fanzines, collectives, etc ... 

@PATIA NO In the past the scene 
in Venezuela has had many phases, 
maybe the first time was very 
“destroy”, the second one built on 
what existed - a lot of punk bands 
with communist ideals and where also 
started the anarchopunk, until the last 
time of punks where the scene grew 
up a lot. At present there exists many 
bands, many of them with websites, 
etc. and there’s also many webzines. 
In a few cities exist a few working 
collectives such as C.R.A. (Caracas), 
Valencia Rebelde (Valencia), Union de 
Colectivos Alternatives (Maracaibo), 
and so there is some of everything 
at the moment. 
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PE You are probably the most 
well-known Venezuelan band in 
the DIY scene. Do you think that 
putting out records out on Skuld 
and also doing a split 7 " with SIN 
DIOS helped out a lot? What are 
your views on why South American 
punk has become trendy nowadays 
but was kind of left aside by Europe 
and the US a few years back? Have 
you ever felt like outsiders? I have 
had refusals of trading records with 
other labels because the bands on 
my label [Fight for Your Mind - ed] 
are from South America under the 
excuse that no one will buy them. I 
believe that South American punk 
has always been inspirational - and 
often way better - than a lot of 
northern hemisphere bands. Are 
things changing now? 

@PATIA NO Maybe, but in Venezu- 
ela there are a lot of good bands, it 
might be that people know @PATIA 
NO, because we have made some 
tours and have released some 


on. Maybe the mentality is changing 
a little and now many labels will dis- 
tribute music from Latin America, but 
I really say much in reality. In most of 
cases we are currently trading more 
with people from Latin America, USA 
and Japan. 

PE You have toured Europe a few 
times as well as Mexico and some 
countries in South America. Would 
you like to tour the USA and Japan? 
Is that going to happen? 

@PATIA NO Naturally we would like 
to go to the USA. We wanted to go 
three years ago, and to Puerto Rico, 
but we couldn’t get the visas. It is 
very hard for us to get a visa for USA; 
we haven’t gone because of that. To 
Japan, we’ve already been talking 
about it lately. There things are a little 
different, so we might go. 

PE Okay... what are @PATIA NO’s 
next plans, and is there anything 
else to add? 


Since we have moved 
to Europe, not forever,

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About the history of the album fL J J 

"El Ruido de Antes... 


Contra los Opresores de Siempre" 


It was at the beginning of February, 
2003, when I was going to the train 
station of Renningen [Germany], 
where my colleague Kleister was 
to pick me up and help complete 
the finishing touches on a record 
that was first thought of more than 
two years previously. 



In English, “El Ruido de 
Antes ... Contra los Opresores 
de Siempre” translates into 
“The Noise from Before... 
Against Lifelong Oppressors”. 

In those years (at the end of 
2000), John Castaneda, a friend 
from Colombia who was visiting 
Germany at the time, told us about 
the possibility of publishing the old 
songs of APTATIA NO as an LP by 
an independent record label known 
as Skuld Releases. At the time 
there was no access to our mate- 
rial in Europe and this label had the 
promise of distributing it very well. 

I like the idea, but after relating it 
to the other members of the band 
(Miguel and Julia), we thought it 
would be a waste of time to publish 
the same sound again, especially 
since the band had changed some 
members. In the end we agreed to 
rewrite these old songs and record 
them for this LP that is now in your 
hands. 


But then other things happened... 
When we told our friend John 
our idea of rewriting, he insisted 
that it would be better to use the 
old tracks. This was problematic 
because of the different formats: 
DAT, cassettes, reels, CDs, etc. 
We continued to think about it, but 
could not do anything, because we 
lacked the money to either rerecord 
or even remix everything again. 
The was resurrected again in 2002, 
during our European tour, one day 
in April at a concert with CONTRA 
LA CONTRA. There we were to 
meet up with a friend, who had 
greatly helped us, named Timo. It 
was then the idea was brought up 
when he asked, “What happened 
to the LP?” We told him we didn’t 
have the money to record it and 
he said he could help, because 
he also had a record label, called 
Alerta Antifascista, and, with Skuld 
Releases, would launch the project 
again. After returning to Venezuela 
in May, we began the process of 
recording this LP. 

In October of 2004 we received 
the financial help to record. We 
then went to the Studio Micros, 
run by a guy named Cesar, where 
we had recorded all of our mate- 
rial for more than four years. The 
recording took an entire week and 
then three weeks later we returned 
to mix it down. Those days were 
exhausting, because of the number 
of songs (28 all together, plus some 
that we even created there), but I 
think it was worth doing it. 

It’s both easy and difficult to make 
a record, because you have to think 
about how you can reach people 
so that they understand the ideas, 
messages etc. For this reason we 
took very seriously the process of 
this production and worked with 
people who thought the same 


way. The title of a record is always 
a problem, because there is never 
a consensus over this. With this 
new title, we wanted to explain 
that the songs on this record are 
the same old ones, but with a new 
sound and lyrics that are more 
current than before, even though 
they were originally written many 
years before. They now focus on 
the current problems that we’ve 
been living through in Venezu- 
ela, in which a “weak” opposition 
is involved in a bitter struggle to 
attain power, and where the one 
who has it now is a “populist” 
president, but with military and 
authoritarian dogma. 

The record comes with a small 
book with lyrics and articles about 
the current situation in Venezuela. 
We would like to point out that if 
someone wants to know more 
about theses events, they can visit 
the El Libertario web site, where 
information is updated every day: 
http://www.nodo50.org/el liber- 
tario/. It is also really important 
that translations this LP. There is 
nothing else to say at this moment, 
but thanks to everybody who con- 
tinues to help us as well as tries 
to make this world a place where 
everyone can live together in 
harmony. This record is dedicated 
to all of your. From the heart...— 
Johnny, February 2003 

The above text is excerpted from 
the LP packaging for “El Ruido 
de Antes... Contra los Opresores 
de Siempre” - the 2003 album on 
Skuld Releases , through which 
many of us were first introduced 
to APATIA NO. G 
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RUIN rose from the ashes of DOOM/ 
DISAFFECT/ SCATHA/ DEBRIS and 
various other punk bands down the 
years. They are Brian-Guitar / Andy- 
Bass / Stick-Drums / Neil-Vocals. 
Interviewed via email by Dan PE. 

PE The band seems to be evenly 
divided with half of the members 
living in Bradford, England, and 
half living in Glasgow, Scotland. 
How is it that the band formed and 
how does it affect you being spread 
over such a distance? Would any of 
you consider re-locating yourselves 
for the sake of the band? 

BRIAN Well there is no argument 
that being divided between two cities 
does have its downfalls, such as 
traveling up and down the motorway 
and basic things such as organising 
rehearsals and doing gigs. Every band 
has its drawbacks but RUIN rehearse 
no less than bands I’ve previously 
played in that were based in the same 
city. We got together when myself, 
Neil and Andy wanted to do something 
that was a bit more in the vein of short 
fast political D-Beat. We couldn’t find 
a drummer then Stick (probably after 
a few bottles of Budvaar) offered his 
services - and the band was born. 
In the view of re-locating ourselves, 
I can’t see it happening in the near 
future, although you never know what 
is in store, so never say never. For the 
moment, it’s working out pretty good. 


STICK I don’t know about forming, 
more congealing. I was only asked 
to join as a stand in (or sit in?) I think 
they’re still trying to replace me, I’ve 
seen them talking in that huddle in 
their strange talk. Did I mention my 
paranoia is getting worse..? 

I’d relocate if the canals went as far 
as Glasgow (I’m living on a boat at the 
mo..). 

NEIL What Stick doesn’t realise 
is that once you are in that is it - no 
escape, no turning back. He couldn’t 
bear to be without us now anyway. 
Distance is no problem if you care 
enough about what you are doing. It 
is hard financially but we make what 
we can of the time we manage to get 
together. 

PE Every member of RUIN has a 
history of involvement with other 
bands. What makes the DIY punk 
band such a short-lived entity and 
what point (if any) should a band 
break up? (Ha ha!! - In how many 
other bands have members of 
RUIN already been interviewed for 
Profane Existence?!) 

BRIAN It is true I suppose that a lot 
of DIY punk bands break up after a 
short time. I can only speak for bands 
that I have played with in the past 
and although the average time span 
was probably 3 years for each band 
none of the bands made conscious 
decisions to break up after that time. 
In the most part outside influences 


such as members re-locating to dif- 
ferent countries, or just a simple lack 
of enthusiasm for playing in the band 
were the reasons for disbanding. I 
can’t ever see myself not being in a 
band and it frustrates me when I’m in 
a lull from one project to the other. For 
me, playing music is what I do, I’ve got 
a job ‘n’ shit that pays the bills, but 
that’s not me I play in bands with my 
mates, travel about and have a great 
time whilst doing the band. If for some 
reason that changes in the process 
then maybe its time to stop, re-shuffle 
and start again (Glasgow was all very 
incestuous). I’ve never played in a 
band that has come to an end due to 
petty arguments or bitter ends of rela- 
tionships. I’m still mates with these 
people, granted some I don’t see as 
much as others, but we had a bloody 
good time doing the bands when we 
were together, sparked up friendships, 
raised debates through the lyrics and 
for me that’s what it’s all about. 

NEIL There are plenty of bands that 
should have broken up years ago. A 
few bands that decided to ‘expand’ 
their musical direction come to mind. 
Not that I am saying it’s wrong to 
change style - but when attitudes 
change and people start to become 
the people they once despised and 
couldn’t understand, its time to take 
a long hard look. With RUIN the idea 
was simple - four punks going back 
to their roots and playing the style of 



punk that did and still does inspire that much in common with and more versity tutors, health workers, care 
us. When it stops working or when with people who are definitely not in workers, charity workers, wholefood 
someone has had enough that will be the punk circle.

or what I don’t know; only they can 
answer that. What I can answer though 
is that, as Andy already mentioned, 
most of these people are still kicking 
about with the exact same ideologies 
that they had when they were involved 
in the ‘scene’ just doing it in a different 
medium. Rest assured when I attend 
demos etc I will see more supposed 
drop out punks than the alleged new 
breed of the DIY hardcore movement. 

NEIL Aye, I think we all agree on 
this on everyone is an individual and if 
your political and social views are lib- 
ertarian then you need to respect their 
autonomy. Sometimes it’s sad to lose 
contact with people that were good 
friends but more often than not it was 
more than just the punk scene that 
held people together. Lots of people 
retain their politics and beliefs even 
when they drift away from the ‘scene’, 
and many more non-punks are part 
of the wider collective scene and live 
their lives built on strongly held com- 
munitarian beliefs and values. 

PE Is ‘ dropping out ’ a natural part 
of the punk ‘cycle’ or should we 
be trying to hold onto to our older 
members rather than leaving it up 
to the ‘kids’ to fill out the ranks? 

NEIL This is something that has 
just hit me lately. The DIY scene 
rallies around the just political causes 
- we fight against racism, sexism and 
homophobia but when it comes to age 
that seems to be a different matter. 
More and more I have noticed ageism 
on the scene - especially since we are 
all ‘old fuckers’. It may seem trivial to 
a lot of people and I certainly don’t 
give a fuck what people think about 
me personally, but when those atti- 
tudes are extended by punks, not just 
across the scene but across society 
in general, it makes me wonder. I also 
get disheartened when I see lots of 
young idealistic and energetic punks 
becoming jaded when they realise it is 
a lifetime struggle against the major- 
ity of society. If you take the example 
of RUIN - we have a combined age of 
about 160 - it doesn’t matter a fuck, 
we still care about the disenfranchised, 
the impoverished, the members of 
society who are forced to live at the 
margins. It seems strange to think 
that we are becoming less and less 
empowered by society because of 
our age and that this capitalist driven 
ideology pervades the punk scene. 
Old = unproductive. For me attitudes 


like that are the reason punk emerged. 
It was interesting to read a web-blog 
written by some young ‘punks’ in 
Scotland (who not surprisingly were 
only using the DIY scene as a potential 
stepping stone to indie label success) 
discuss that ACTIVE MINDS were due 
to play in Aberdeen and that they were 
just some old punks who would prqb- 
ably sing songs about the war in Iraq. 
Braindead fucks. The next generation 
of wannabe upper middle class bigots 
without a political thought in their tiny 
fuckin’ minds. I will never lose my 
beliefs, but it is up to us to encour- 
age younger members of the scene 
and not stand apart - the central 
issue of DIY punk is collective action. 
Sex doesn’t matter, ethnicity doesn’t 
matter, sexual orientation doesn’t 
matter and age doesn’t matter. What 


matters is that the people involved 
give a fuck. 

ANDY I don’t think dropping out of 
the punk scene is part of any kind 
of natural order. People come and 
go for different reasons. Some lose 
interest in the music, others disap- 
pear for personal reasons, some have 
major breakdowns in relationships 
with one or more other people from 
the same scene but, in my experience, 
the main reason for people dropping 
out seems to be ‘burn-out’. In the UK, 
there’s a tendency to let one or two 
individuals in any scene do most of 
the work. What I mean is, if people 
see that a hardcore of individuals are 
prepared to do lots of stuff (organis- 
ing gigs, writing fanzines etc etc) 
then the majority seem quite happy 
to sit back, let them get on with it 
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and never offer any help or make any 
attempt to become directly involved 
themselves. This often leads to the 
people doing all the work to become 
increasingly resentful of the fact 
that they’re busting a gut while most 
others are sitting around ‘waiting for 
the next gig’! In turn, this often leads 
to people becoming burnt out and 
eventually dropping out of the scene 
altogether. I’m sure this isn’t just a 
problem in the UK but other scenes 
in other countries experience it too. 
The moral of the story is.. .don’t just sit 
back and expect other people to keep 
your punk scene running. If you see 
people doing stuff like organising gigs 
etc. ..Offer them some help and ask if 
there’s anything you can do. Maybe 
we’ll get less people burning out that 
way and disappearing forever. If we’re 
looking to the kids to come and fill 
places vacated by older punks drop- 
ping out, then I think the punk scene 
is pretty much fucked. The majority 
of ‘punk’ kids in the UK are products 
of corporate punk (nofx, green day, 
blinkl 82, slipknot etc) and have little 
or no interest in politics. 

STICK It’s an individual’s choice. 
Some people drop out of sight and 
re-appear. Everyone’s got a different 
story. 

PE What are the benefits of having 
us old fucks around and what are 
the incentives for us to stick around 
year after year? 

STICK This is one I definitely can’t 
answer!! 

BRIAN I stick around for the same 
reasons that I got involved in the first 
place. This DIY punk thing is my life, 
can’t help it, it’s just got to be a part 
of me, or I reckon I’d go crazy (some 
would argue this is already too late). 
Yes, this does sound cheesy, and 
working in a non-punk environment 
where most people think I’m hanging 
on to my youth and it’s time to get a 
grip on reality. My response to them is 
- fuck you! I’ve met so many amazing 
people through the DIY punk scene 
and without a doubt my best friends. 
It’s true to say that the UK punk scene 
is mostly made up with all these 
apparent ‘old fucks’ so the benefit has 
to be that if these individuals stopped 
there would be a massive decrease in 
the numbers of people attending gigs, 
doing bands etc. Having said that 
there is still an element of younger 
people that are getting involved and 
doing stuff such as organising gigs 
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etc. I know that Andy mentioned that 
a lot of the young kids are only into 
mainstream bands such as Green Day 
etc, and I don’t deny this is true. But I 
think of my background and how I got 
into punk (through metal) so I would 
hope that an element, no matter how 
small, of these kids would get involved 
in the political aspects of DIY punk 
and I think it’s up to all of us ‘old fucks’ 
to encourage rather than dishearten. 
Neil: Sums it up for me! 

PE / recently read in a large punk 
magazine (based out of London) one 
of the reviewers claimed that there 
was never a ‘crust’ following in 
England (by crust, they were refer- 
ring to another band that played 
similar music to yours). What is 
your response to this claim? Does 
the fact that your LP and CD were 
released in other countries give cre- 
dence to this view and that perhaps 
this statement is truer today than 
ever before? 

ANDY This is a bizarre question... 
the first bit anyway. I can’t really 
understand why this reviewer would 
want to make such a claim. However, 
what I will say is that if he / she thinks 
there was / is no crust following, back 
in the 1990s especially, he / she was 
either blind or didn’t get out much. My 
memory of gigs at that time was of 
most of the audiences having dread- 
locks and ripped up, stinking clothes. 
The odour of patchouli oil and filth 
combined was part and parcel of a 
gig in the late ’80s / early ’90s. The 
fact that our releases are on record 
labels from other countries is purely 
down to a distinct lack of decent DIY 
labels in the UK these days. In fact, 
the only DIY punk label I can think of, 
off the top of my head, in the UK is 
‘Crime Scene’ in Bristol. This is prob- 
ably the worst aspect of the UK punk 
scene these days... the label / distro 
situation is the worst I’ve ever seen it... 
it’s really hard to get new records/cd’s 
by non-UK bands because there are 
very few labels/distros left who bring 
new releases to the UK. I know that, 
here in Bradford, to get new releases, 
you usually have to wait until a foreign 
band comes on tour and brings a 
distro with them. I know, the solution 
is to sort a label/distro out ourselves 
but both myself and Neil ran our own 
record labels / distros in the past and, 
personally, I don’t have the energy to 
start mine back up again... maybe 
Neil will??? 


STICK I haven’t read that and wonder 
where a statement like that would 
originate. Obviously from someone 
who never came to the Mermaid pub 
in the ’80s when the AMEBIX or the 
likes were on!! 

NEIL Don’t know the magazine you 
are talking about, but that’s bullshit. 

I ran Panoptic Vision label/distro 
for years in the late 90s/early 2000s 
and was involved in putting out stuff 
by QUARANTINE, CRUEL FACE, 
SUBCUT, TOLSHOCK, DISAFFECT, 
and DEBRIS and distributed mainly 
crust shit all over UK for years - I 
stopped due to being too busy with 
other stuff. Distros like Flat Earth and 
Looney Tunes still do. The reason that 
RUIN releases are on ‘foreign’ labels 
is solely because we know and trust 
these people and there is no label in 
the UK really dedicated to putting out 
and distributing shit as widely as the 
labels that offered to put out our shit. 
That doesn’t mean that there is no, 
or waning, interest in crust in the UK. 
And as Andy, hints at - there might 
be a resurrection of Panoptic Vision 
sometime in the future - who knows! 
Supply follows demand ha ha!!! 

PE There is a vast amount of punk 
rock that has been influenced by 
anarchist ideologies, yet punk 
has never fully participated in the 
non-punk anarchist movement in 


Europe and North America. Do you 
think there are certain incompati- 
bilities between punk and non-punk 
anarchism? 

ANDY I disagree with you here. I think 
there is a strong interaction between 
punk and non-punk anarchists. Living 
in Bradford, I’ve been heavily involved 
with the ‘1 in 12’ club that, contrary 
to popular belief in some circles, 
is NOT a punk club. The club has 
always been used and worked by a 
really mixed bag of people. Obviously, 
there’s the punk element but there’s 
also ‘straight anarchists’ (for want of 
a better description), socialists, even 
some religious people and people who 
aren’t overtly political at all but recog- 
nise the clubs openness to all kinds 
of people (as long as they adhere to 
the ideologies of the club itself). Also, 

I think back to all the major demon- 
strations / political struggles over the 
years. ..anti-BNP demos. ..anti-poll tax 
demos. ..fox hunt sabotage etc etc... 
All were attended by punks and non- 
punk anarchists and people of other 
‘left wing’ political beliefs working side 
by side do defeat common enemies. 
There are definitely a few individuals/ 
groups who will refuse to work with 
other groups of theoretically the same 
anarchist beliefs because of the way 
they look or because they believe in 
different means to the same end. This 
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is, obviously, counterproductive but 
I believe these groups/people are in 
the minority. 

NEIL I agree completely with Andy 
here, but, unfortunately there are 
“schisms” in every political movement 
and at the end of the day anarchism is 
a political ideological mindset that by 
very definition leaves itself wide open 
to petty disputes and squabbling at 
all levels. Look at the disagreements 
between Bakunin and Marx - who at 
the time both followed Utopian ideas 
of non-state existence and equality 
of distribution of necessary goods, 
but disagreed irretrievably over what 
Bakunin saw as the ‘authoritarian- 
ism’ of Marxist ideology, even though, 
interestingly, they both argued the 
need for a temporary ‘dictatorship of 
the proletariat’ after the overthrow of 
capitalism. It could be argued that the 
origins of this apparently foundational 
ideological separation was based on 
personality clash rather than deep- 
rooted ideological differences. This 
division and others like it still provide 
the basis for division between anar- 


chist and Marxist groups (it is also 
interesting that Bakunin’s ideas of 
individual primacy included anti- 
Semitic and anti-German attacks on 
Marx (who could not be accused of 
religious or national definition - but 
whose own racial stereotyping can 
easily be brought into question when 
discussing his anti-anarchist stance) 
- perhaps a prediction of disparities 
in ideological paradigms that were 
to follow within the anarchist move- 
ments, and which are possibly more 
evident today than ever in someways. 
But, we must stay strong and talk up 
the positive side and not bemoan the 
negative aspects of anarchist/punk 
struggle. When people can overcome 
their petty divisions the world is there 
to take back. 

PE Do you think we should work 
towards building up a federation of 
anarcho-punks like has started in 
Latin-American? Do you think that 
being from privileged (i.e. ‘ First 
World 1 ) backgrounds (and taught 
in schools, etc. to look out for our- 


selves) actually hinders our ability 
to work together cooperatively? 

NEIL There is no doubt in my mind 
that the individualistic norms and 
values taught within capitalism is a 
mindset that we as individuals strug- 
gle to break free from. I have seen this 
so many times on the so-called DIY 
scene, from the political in fighting on 
the ‘scene’, the request/demand for 
guarantees from bands, right down 
to people scamming in on gigs, steal- 
ing shit at gigs from non-profit stalls 
- where’s the collectivism in that. At a 
more structural level, there is a ten- 
dency for those in the First World to 
be stuck in a mindset of hierarchical 
organisational assembly. Grass roots 
organisation is alien to industrialised 
countries and this ideological trip- 
wire is unfortunately internalised by 
most in First World countries. As far 
as the collectivism and organisation 
of anarcho-punks in Latin America 
goes, I am not really in a position to 
comment as I have no first hand expe- 
rience of the situation there and can’t 
make any comparison. 



BRIAN I truly believe that First World 
capitalism is responsible for the lack 
of co-operation between individuals 
be they anarchist or not. It’s difficult 
to talk about federations when the 
majority of us don’t even live in a so- 
called community. Okay one could 
argue that there is the punk commu- 
nity, however, as Neil has mentioned 
above in relation to scamming into 
gigs for free etc, even this is open to 
debate. It’s becoming increasingly 
more difficult to develop relationships 
when you don’t even know who is 
living next door to you. Capitalism has 
bred individualism and for the most 
part everyone is out for themselves. If 
you went round your neighbourhood 
and asked how many of them do a 
simple thing such as recycling, a big 
proportion of the response would be 
that they don’t, its too much hassle, 
they can’t be bothered. Capitalism 
in the First World has created such a 
throw away society, and I argue this is 
the same for how individuals interact 
with each other on a larger scale. I’m 
alright jack, couldn’t give a shit about 
you. In relation to Latin America, I 
don’t know, maybe there is more of a 
community spirit than there is in the 
‘First World’. What I do know is, we’re 
a long way from building anarcho-fed- 
erations in any realistic formats unless 
we can recapture the spirit of the col- 
lective rather than the individual. 

PE What are some of the ideals 
held by the DIY punk movement 
that have spilled over into every 
day life? Is it safe to say that it is a 
complete set of ideals and not just 
a music style? 

STICK The animal rights side was 
definitely straight from my punk 
involvement, the distrust of big busi- 
nesses, the thought that there is a 


network of friends I can tap into to see 
the world all comes from my being a 
part of the DIY thing. 

BRIAN The whole ethics of DIY as 
a counter culture in general, whether 
this was started within the punk com- 
munity or not has seen a lot of ideals 
manifested into everyday life. Organi- 
zations such as Reclaim the Streets 
for example, were grassroots orga- 
nizations that evolved from groups 
such as punks and ravers. There are 
also more localized examples such 
as people who set up soup kitchens 
or creche’s from a grassroots level 
without profit being the objective. I 
think DIY is something that is not 
exclusive to punk but as to a certain 
ideology be it anarchist, Marxist, 
socialist or what. For example, my 
parents run a soup kitchen as well 
as do drop in drug counseling, yet I 
can safely say that they have never 
been made aware (except for my 
involvement) of the ethics of DIY punk 
movement. So to answer your ques- 
tion; No, it’s not a music style - it’s a 
life style or life choice. 

NEIL Music is a vehicle for our 
politics and our resistance and DIY 
culture has spilled over into that, but 
the politics of resistance and DIY 
culture predate punk - e.g. in Scot- 
land (as in many countries) there is a 
proud history of working class political 
organisation, agitation and struggle 
when Scottish workers first became 
unionised and heavy industry was at 
its peak. It is easy to romanticise what 
was a fucked up time for workers but 
their resilience and fight should still be 
an example to us all. DIY is a cultural 
attitude and expression which per- 
vades all areas of society and should 
be celebrated as such. 


PE / have heard it said many times 
that it’s nearly impossible for a DIY 
punk band to tour in England, due 
to high costs and low door takes. 
Do you think this to be true and 
what (if anything) can be done to 
change it? Do you think that most 
punks are still living in the 80 ’s as 
far as what they’re willing to pay for 
gigs or records / CDs? 

STICK I think some bands could 
tour and not be out of pocket, but in 
general it’s a bit of a nightmare. There 
are a few havens to play, usually run 
by people who have experienced 
touring in the UK and mainland 
Europe and have seen the differences. 
The problem is that usually it’s a gig in 
a pub with a hired PA, so by the time 
the expenses are covered there’s pre- 
cious little left for travel money. The 
solution is to eliminate venue and PA 
cost, i.e. squats peopling their own 
PAs. I don’t think there’s one easy 
answer. 

NEIL I am sure Andy is more than 
happy to offer his views on this one. 

ANDY Ah... good question. I could 
write a book on this subject, and have 
often been on punk forums arguing 
my case on this issue. Firstly, I should 
state that I think you are right and you 
hit the nail on the head by saying that 
punks here are ‘still living in the eight- 
ies’. Also, I should make it clear that I 
have personally organised dozens of 
gigs in Glasgow and Bradford over the 
years and have toured the UK several 
times with bands I’ve been in, so I feel 
I’m more than qualified to express 
an opinion on this subject. Yes, I feel 
ashamed for foreign bands touring 
the UK. Firstly, people still haven’t got 
it in their heads in the UK that touring 
bands NEED TO EAT! Some promot- 
ers do make the effort to feed bands 
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but most don’t. A few years ago, 
when Stick and me were playing in 
THE DEVILS, we toured the UK with 
UNHOLY GRAVE from Japan and TFD 
from the US. I think it wasn’t until the 
4th gig when we were eventually given 
a hot meal... pathetic! If two bands 
from opposite sides of the world 
come to your country to play, it’s not 
too much to ask for the promoter to go 
and spend a fiver on some vegetables 
and a bag of pasta or rice and make 
a quick meal. Touring bands mostly 
can’t afford to eat from chip shops/ 
supermarkets on tour. Promoters... 
FEED TOURING BANDS. Also, yeah, 
it’s 2005 - not 1985... £2.50 admis- 
sion to a gig doesn’t work anymore. In 
this day and age, I reckon gigs should 
be at least £5 on the door and more 
depending on where the bands have 
come from. Also, advertising. It’s 
not enough to put one poster up in 
the venue a week before the gig and 
expect it to be packed on the night. 
Get it advertised weeks/ months in 
advance. Get posters up in all your 
local record shops/ pubs/ cafes etc 
etc, use internet forums to advertise it, 
hand out fliers at other gigs. It sounds 
obvious, but so many people putting 
on gigs don’t bother their arse doing 
the advertising properly. Like I say, I 
could write a book on this subject 
but I won’t bore people any further 
on here. Maybe I should write some 
kind of pamphlet on how to organise 
a gig and get it posted up on the net 
somewhere? Maybe the Profane Exis- 
tence website would be interested in 
putting it up? [Of course we would! 
— PE webslave]. I know a lot of what 
I’ve said sounds like common sense 
and I know there’s people reading this 
who organise gigs and do it well but, 
believe me, especially here in the UK, 
there’s people that don’t have a clue! 
However... this is not to say that bands 
shouldn’t evercome to the UK on 
tour. There is a small network of reli- 
able promoters who will treat touring 
bands with the respect they deserve 
as human beings. My advice to a 
band thinking of touring the UK is not 
to look at coming for 2-3 weeks but 
come for 7-10 days... play 5 or 6 gigs 
in England (London, Bristol, Leeds, 
Bradford and one or two other towns 
all have good venues with sound pro- 
moters) then a couple in Scotland 
(Glasgow, Edinburgh and Fife are the 
main 3) and then there’s the possibil- 


ity of going to Ireland for a couple of 
gigs. Touring the UK this way means 
that the cost is lower because there’s 
less traveling around the country, and 
you’ll be playing in the places I con- 
sider to have the best scenes in the 
UK. 

PE Punks everywhere seem to 
be very divided over the subject 
of having/raising children - either 
being adamantly for or adamantly 
against. Where do you stand and 
why? 

ANDY Well, as the father of a 7 year 
old boy, I’m adamantly for. I think the 
main reaction we experienced when 
our son was born was people were 
mostly happy for us but there were 
definitely some people who were 
‘less than approving’ shall we say. I 
think there was a few of our friends 
who thought that now that we were 
parents, we’d have to completely 
drop out of the punk scene and ‘raise 
a child in the way society expects’ or 
some shit like that. Of course, 7 years 
later, those people have realised that 
we’re ‘in it for life’. I know a lot of 
people with children these days and I 
can say that ‘punk kids’ are definitely 
among the most well-adjusted, intel- 
ligent and happy kids I’ve met. The 
issue of people being pro or anti kid 
is, of course, down to the individual. 
If someone wants to be a parent then 
that’s up to them, but if someone is 
‘against kids’ and starts critiscising 
others for having a child of their own, 
then they can get fucked. It’s fuck all 
to do with them. If you’re a parent who 
has a ‘friend’ who gives you grief for 
being a parent, maybe it’s time you 
started thinking about crossing that 
person off your list of friends 

NEIL I laugh at this one. On one 
hand its wrong to have kids because 
of social over-population. Malthusian 
arguments about over-population 
posing a threat to society are rooted 
in capitalist ideology, rolled out every 
time there is an apparent ‘surplus’ of 
productive individuals in society or at 
least a predicted surplus. Again, many 
of those who comment on this issue 
fail to break free from the restraints of 
their ideological indoctrination, choos- 
ing to take one side in this debate 
rather than looking at the foundations 
of why this debate has arisen in the 
first place. This idea of it being ‘wrong’ 
to have children spans the spectrum of 
social class and political ideals - from 


‘upper class’ to ‘underclass’, from lib- 
ertarianism through pragmatism to 
ecocentrism. However, at the other 
end of the spectrum there is the pres- 
sure many feel to have kids - pressure 
from their parents, other parents from 
the Church or the social norms of the 
time. Now it is ‘normal’ to have 2 kids. 
This figure isn’t arbitrary or neutral 
and will change with the requirements 
of society as it expands and contracts. 
Anyone seen to be swimming against 
the tide at any time is often held up to 
ridicule and criticism. Having children 
is a personal issue and should never 
be seen as a public trouble. 

PE In light of Oil War 2, it seems 
that all these years of singing anti- 
war songs has done nothing to 
prevent the latest bloodbath. Do 
you think it is appropriate to say 
that our message has been inef- 
fectual or do you think that the 
entire anti-war movement was just 
not strong enough to stop the tidal 
wave of war frenzy? 

ANDY Mere words and peaceful 
demonstrations will never be enough 
to stop wars. The biggest demonstra- 
tions ever seen in the UK were held in 
opposition to the Iraq war but the gov- 
ernment/ capitalists/ military couldn’t 
have given a shit. The decision had 
already been taken that Hussein had 
to go to protect America’s economy. 
The only thing governments under- 
stand or will take notice of is full 
scale rioting. This was proven by the 
poll tax riots 15 years ago in London. 
Governments shit themselves when 
rioting occurs because any govern- 
ment whose policies lead to that level 
of civil disorder are gonna lose a ton 
of votes at the next election and could 
potentially lose power completely. 
And, let’s face it; the main priority for 
any government is to stay in power. 

NEIL Yes, France recently woke up 
to the reality of what happens when 
people can take no more shit. I agree, 
the only way to stop the war on Iraq, 
or at least to get the Government to 
take notice, is by direct action. As 
thousands die, the UK government 
is hell bent on kau tauing to the Bush 
administration, blindly following even 
now when it is obvious Blair has lost 
the political will to continue in Iraq but 
is too scared to fracture the UK’s rela- 
tionship with the US and jeopardise 
the potential profits it will bring as the 
oil flows west. 
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PE Just after the September 11th 
attacks, the right was quick to intro- 
duce very repressive laws (Patriot 
Acts I and II) which they obviously 
had sitting on the shelves waiting 
for such an excuse to implement 
them. Has the same thing hap- 
pened in Britain after the London 
bombings? What makes Britain dif- 
ferent from Spain, where there was 
a radical change of foreign policy 
against supporting the war in Iraq 
after the Madrid bombings? 

NEIL As regards the UK’s dif- 
ference from Spain - see my last 
answer. While many in the govern- 
ment disagree with the war and while 
the opposition parties fall over each 
other to make political capital, the 
government retains a mandate to 
remain the lapdog of the US, holding 
its hand as secret torture camps are 
set up, as rape rack slaughter occurs, 
as Iraqi civilians are brutalised and 
dehumanised - all in the name of 
Western democracy and the pursuit 
of the capitalist expansionism. Until 
the UK divorces itself from the US, 
and liberates itself from the doctrines 
of US foreign policy there will be no 
change in the UK’s stance on Iraq and 
the ‘evil axis’ of Islamic fundamental- 
ism. The bombings in London served 
as nothing more than an excuse for 
the UK to tighten immigration control 
and attempt to enact racist legisla- 
tion in the form of the Terrorism Bill 
2005-06, which criminalises anyone 
who takes a stance against the domi- 
nant political ideology in the UK - if 
this legislation is passed we will come 
closer to living in a police state than 
we could ever have imagined. 

BRIAN The bombings in London 
have, similar to the US, sparked major 
knee-jerk reactions under the guise of 
the ‘War on Terrorism’. Fear is a valu- 
able weapon and along with media 
manipulation is very easy to indoc- 
trinate the general public. It must be 
said that there can be no justification 
for the murder of innocent people 
by so-called ‘extremists’ or indeed 
the British government and its mili- 
tary. Before the bombings there was 
a great deal of scepticism, amongst 
the British public as to why Blair and 
his government went to war in Iraq. 
However, Britain post 7th July has 
seen an increase in reiterating that fear 
with the argument being that these so 
called terrorists threaten ‘our’ very 
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way of life and what western society 
stands for. If Blair is referring to that 
way of life which imposes restrictions 
on poorer countries so that they cant 
trade as openly as their richer coun- 
terparts, or that we will blow up every 
Tom, Dick and Harry that doesn’t abide 
by our so called ways of democracy 
and free thinking, then he can keep 
his way of life. If people would start 
questioning foreign policy of the West 
instead of pointing the blame at immi- 
grants and asylum seekers, it would 
open a whole new can of worms, that 
rest assured the government wants 
tightly kept shut. 

PE With so many punks using 
MySpace™ (on the internet) as a 
marketing and networking tool, do 
you find this hypocritical in the light 
it was recently purchased by Fox 
network’s own Rupert Murdoch? 
What are some alternatives we have 
available? 

BRIAN The internet is an important 
part of modern society, for those who 
have access. I wasn’t aware that Fox 
bought over My Space, nor have I 
used the site. However, I think it’s vir- 
tually impossible to remain free from 
participating in the corporate take 
over of society. Even if you are not 
using some web site that is owned 
by Rupert Murdoch you are still using 
BT or Telewest to connect you on to 
the World Wide Web and therefore 
contributing to the profits of some fat 
cat. However, that is not to say that 
we should discourage the use of the 
internet, indeed we should use it to 
our advantage. Websites such as 
Soulseek and (no plug intended) the 
community pages on the Profane 
Existence site have opened doors to 
individuals that previously may have 
not been there. So yeah it may be 
hypocritical to embrace such things 
that put money into the powers that 



be, but we can use it to our own 
advantage. 

PE Do you have any new releases 
in the works, and is there a particu- 
lar focus you are working on for the 
lyrical message? 

NEIL We have just recorded a new 7" 
that will come out soon on Putrid Filth 
Conspiracy Records from Sweden. 
Hopefully, we can start working soon 
on a second 127CD which will be 
released on Agipunk/MCR like the 
‘Ghost of the Past’ 127CD. The new 
7" is called Distort/Confuse and all 
the songs are related to the distor- 
tions and confusions of social truths, 
and how we ourselves manipulate 
them and are manipulated by them 
to justify and accept the dominant 
ideas that powerful society creates 
and maintains especially in light of the 
proposed ‘Terrorism Bill’. Suffice to 
say it is D-beat destruction. Ha ha!! 

PE Anything to add? 

ANDY Everyone with a pc get con- 
nected to the internet - download 
the software for Soulseek, and get 
your old/rare punk records onto your 
shared folder. Make them accessible 
to all and make record collectors/high 
prices a thing of the past www.slsknet. 
org. My user name is kosdoh, send 
me a message when you’re online and 
I’ll put you on my user list. 

BRIAN Cheers for giving us the time 
of day and some interesting questions.

THE FUCKIN' BONE! 



PE SICK TERROR has been going 
on for a while now and has put a 
bunch of records out on various 
labels such as Sin Fronteras, Insane 
Society, UPS, Trujaca Fa la, etc... 
How did the band first start out and 
what other bands do you guys play 
in? 

ST We started in August 2000, when 
our ex-singer, Fabio Altro, ex-PER- 
SONAL CHOICE’S singer, called me 
to try to re-start his band, called BAS- 
TARDS IN LOVE, together with Pingo, 
ex-NEGATIVE CONTROL’S Drummer, 
and Marcelo Verardi, on guitar. I played 
bass and 2nd voice, and at that time, 
I was singing for ULSTER. But we had 
some problems with the name, so we 
decided to start a new band, this time 
called SICK TERROR. For one month 
we rehearsed, and wrote our first 7", 
called PESTE CATOLICA. This 7" 
was released in Germany, by Na Und 
Records, and we made a Brazilian 
press in the mini-CD format, that sold 
2000 copies in two months! It was a big 
surprise, and then we started to tour 
Brazil. The line up had some changes, 
last August, when our former singer 
left the band, together with our guitar- 
rist, to keep 100% dedicated to their 
other band, called DANCE OF DAYS. 
Good luck! Now, SICK TERROR is 
Barata (Drums), Marcao (vox, singer 
of LOBOTOMIA), Douglas (guitar, also 


in LIFE IS A LIE), and me, Fabio do 
Valle, RK Bass and vox. 

PE Brazil probably has South Amer- 
ica’s largest punk movement, tons 
of great bands constantly come out 
of there: COLERA, AGROTOXICO, 
ARMAGEDDOM, ABUSO SONORO, 
OLHO SECO, etc. Is the DIY punk 
that big and how did it all start 
out? Any big separations between 
anarcho punk, crust, grind, straight 
edge, etc...? 

ST Yes, the Brazilian scene is huge, 
especially if you also consider 
melodic hardcore or emo, inside the 
punk scene. The Brazilian movement 
was always strong, since the begin- 
ning, but had a boom in 1981. The 
big motivation behind it was, for sure, 
the big international trade tapes that 
happened at that time, keeping the 
Brazilian movement up-to-date with 
what was going on around the world. 
Brazilian bands became famous in lots 
of countries, as many foreign bands 
got bigger also in Brazil, especially 
bands from Finland, England, Sweden 
and the United States. In more than 25 
years of the Punk Movement, we had 
lots of problems, between groups, 
and with skinheads. The scene nowa- 
days goes through a good moment; 
we are not so divided, there is more 
cooperation between scenes. There 


are some SXE shows, with more than 
1000 punks, mixing bands and differ- 
ent styles. There’s like 10-15 foreign 
bands touring Brazil each year, which 
makes the scene stronger, bring- 
ing different styles and influences 
to our music. And of course, lots of 
amazing bands!! I love all the bands 
you mentioned, but check out other 
great Brazilian bands, like GRITOS 
DE ALERTA, LIFE IS A LIE, SOCIAL 
CHAOS, AQAO DIRETA, LOBOTOMIA, 
D.E.R., DISCARGA, I SHIT CYRUS, 
AJAX FREE and many more... 

PE Brazil is a huge country. Do 
you get to play in a lot of different 
places there? Is the turn out at gigs 
usually good? 

ST We couldn’t play so often, because 
the side band of our x-members was 
always busy, but now we are going 
to change it, we will play more, but 
not so much. With the new line-up, 
we will support FORCA MACABRA 
and KUOLEMA, from Finland, in 
their Brazilian tour, in December, in 
one big show in Sao Paulo, together 
with COLERA And ARMAGEDOM. 
For the first time, we will play in Rio 
de Janeiro. We have played only in 4 
Brazilian states so far, but it is really 
expensive to travel inside the country. 
Usually the gigs are really good and 
we are quite popular. 



PE SICK TERROR has very nihilis- 
tic and sarcastic lyrics, what do you 
think of the political punk scene 
and DIY in general? Is society and 
humans as pathetic as described in 
ST lyrics? 

ST Yes, we are very sarcastic and 
nihilistic, but we try to put all of our 
nihilism in our lyrics and in music. In 
the past few years in particular, I’ve 
been too nihilistic, and this was not 
so good in some aspects. This can 
be a deep hole, hard to get out!! But 
surely, we will keep all the criticism in 
our lyrics. 

I see really good attitudes inside the 
punk scene, especially in Europe, and 
we are a DIY band, for sure. And of 
course, what makes us really pissed 
off is how human beings can be 
such stupid, selfish, miserable, arro- 
gant pricks (Hi, Carolina). Our lyrics 
attack these aspects more nowadays, 
because it’s something that really 
gets to us. 
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PE Can you tell us about your other 
activities apart from the band? 
Labels? What do you do to make a 
living? 

ST I also play bass in HOW THE GODS 
KILL, an international band, formed 
with friends from Brazil and Holland, 
from bands such as CATHODE, LIFE 
IS A LIE, MAKILADORAS, ARMAGE- 
DOM, KRIEGSTANZ, D.E.R., etc... 
We play some dirt d-beat, with the 
great vocals of my friend Mark. 

I also participate in the RIISTETER- 
ROR project, together with RIISTETYT 
guys. Perttu is my pummie. 

I also run my label, USINA DE 
SANGUE RECORDS, that releases 
great bands as RIISTETYT, TERVEE 
T KADETT, FORCA MACABRA, 
KAAOS, SELFISH, VOMIT FOR 
BREAKFAST, DOG SOLDIER, SEE 
YOU IN HELL, ARMAGEDOM, and 
more... I have already released like 25 
records. I organize tours in Brazil, too. 
Brazil’s waiting for the great bands! 
Get in touch! 

PE What do you think of Lula’s gov- 
ernment in Brazil? Has his being 
president of your country changed 
anything for the better? What about 
the Porto Alegre project where 
people like Jello Biafra and Noam 
Chomsky went to do spoken words 
and actions? What do you think of 
that? 


ST I couldn’t stay so well informed in 
the last 6 months, because I was living 
in Holland, but for sure, he is shitting 
on the poor classes; the social side 
is completely fucked up, especially 
healthcare systems, and in the last 
months, lots of corruption in the high 
government was made public; lots 
of investigation is going on now, the 
same shit as ever. This is the first left 
wing government, but in some areas, 
what’s really working, it is acting more 
right wing than conservative gov- 
ernments. It’s the same money and 
people behind it, I think. 

PE Brazil has an amazing number 
of slums from Rio de Janeiro to 
Sao Paulo and everywhere else 
from north to south, east to west. 
Do punks do anything to help out 
people from the streets? Are there 
any libertarian groups or any Food 
Not Bombs campaigns or any such 
things going on there? 

ST Yes, there are punks involved in 
combatting poverty, punks that run 
assistance homes for kids whose 
mothers have to work. The SXE 
Festival, always makes donation cam- 
paigns. We have also played in some 
benefit shows. But unfortunately the 
help is a lot less than it should and 
could be. Young people in Brasil, in 
general, are not very politically or 


socially involved and the Punk scene 
is still small. 

PE This year was dedicated to Brazil 
in most countries around the world 
to present the culture, politics, 
society, etc.... What do you think 
of these kinds of demonstrations? 
Does this make anyone sensitive to 
what Brazil is like or what Brazilians 
face on a day to day basis? Is this 
just a masquerade for the investors 
to make big business and bring rich 
tourists to consume there? 

ST This is partly a masquerade, to 
bring more tourists and companies to 
do business in Brazil. But if you only 
show the shitty side, tourists don’t 
come, dollars don’t come and the 
government can’t help the needy part 
of society. The masquerade is neces- 
sary. 

PE Brazil is the only country in South 
America where people speak Por- 
tuguese. Does that cut Brazil from 
the rest of South America politically 
or socially? Does it isolate the punk 
scenes? Do you get to go around to 
Argentina, Uruguay, etc...? Do you 
have a lot of contact with the rest of 
the South American movement? 

ST Beside Brazil I’ve only been to Peru 
so I don’t have a strong opinion about 
that. But, for sure the language gets 
in the way, it can be similar but it’s 
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not the same so you need some time 
to start making it out. There are also 
social differences, different customs. 
This is true in Brazil, as well, because 
of its continental size. Politically, as 
the strongest power in the area, Brasil 
does play a leading role. There’s a tra- 
ditional dispute between Brasil and 
Argentina, because of stupid football 
rivalry. In spite of this, we are in touch 
with some labels/bands in Argentina, 
Chile and Peru, though the punk sce- 
nario is not so strong there. We’re 
looking into an invitation for a tour in 
Chile. Let’s wait and see. 

PE Did doing Terrotten Records 
help you to do records around the 
world and get yourself on the map? 
How did relations with UPS , Insane 
Society or WORLD BURNS TO 
DEATH start out? Is DIY an essen- 
tial part of SICK TERROR? 

ST Yes, for sure, Renan from Terrot- 
ten Records together with Richard 
from UPS Records, are our biggest 
partners!! Thanks a lot!! They’ve been 
working together with us for years and 
it’s been a great partnership! As I said 
before, were are a DIY band, that only 
works with DIY friends / labels / bands! 
So we will keep this way! With Trujaca 
Fala, he was our driver and booker in 
our second European tour, he did a 
great job! With Insane Society, I did 
some trading, and he co-released one 
of our records!! With WORLD BURNS 
TO DEATH, Jack Control wrote me to 
organize their Brazilian tour, and I did 
it ! I had a great time, one of my favor- 
ite bands, and great friends!! 

PE Brazil also has the only pressing 
plant left for vinyl in South America 
after the one in Medellin, Colombia 
shut down in the ’90s. Does vinyl 
get around easily in South America 
or is it more of a rich kids passion or 
for western civilization consumers? 
Are you mostly on vinyl or CDs? 

ST No, people of all classes love vinyl 
here, not only the rich! After the CD 
boom in ’92, lots of people sold their 
collections, to buy the future. Bullshit! 
Of course, it is not easy to sell vinyl 
here, especially because of CDs and 
MP3s. But, of course, there is a loyal 
public that consumes them. 



PE Rio de Janeiro is well known 
for its carnival and often in Europe 
people have the image of beautiful 
men and women, transvestites, drag 
queens, and homosexuality quite 
free in Brazil. Is this a cliche or is 
Brasil a very open-minded country 
towards individuals’ sexuality? Is 
Brazil as religiously conscious as 
the media try to make us believe? 
ST It may seem paradoxical that a 
country be open-minded about sexu- 
ality and, at the same time, deeply 
religious. But THAT’S BRASIL! Bra- 
zilians respect people’s individuality 
in every respect: sexual, religious, 
racial, musical... The only thing we 
don’t tolerate is intolerance! As for 
carnival, the image sold to tourists is 
not false, but it’s mostly part of the 
show, not of everyday life. In some 
aspects Brasilians are more conser- 
vative than Europeans. But believe 
me, there are lots of awesome men 
and women here. Come, check and 
bring your euros! However, spend 
them on the right things, not on 
juvenile prostitution, which is a con- 
sequence of poverty, especially in 
the poorer regions of the country. The 
image of sun, free sex, drinking and 
sensual dancing is a product sold by 
the media. You choose what you buy! 
But let’s combat sexism!! 


PE Any last comments, any good 
Brazilian bands, labels, collectives, 
veggie recipes to communicate? 

ST We’re writing our new full length, 
to be released in middle of 2006, keep 
one eye open. The new Sick Terror for- 
mation is just amazing, the best ever, 
in my opinion!!! Trash ’80!! Check 
our up coming 7", a split with MIGRA 
VIOLENTA. We will also appear in a 
625 Thrash compilation about Brazil. 
Brazil is a big and friendly country, 
with a great punk scene, with great 
persons!! Come and visit us!! And 
thanks Flox and Profane Existence for 
the interview!! See you on the road!

labels as Malarie, Insane Society, 
Day After, etc... do you think the 
international diy movement tends 
to not pay much attention to the 
Czech Republic punk scene and 
Eastern Europe in general? Why? 
BOHDAN Important to say that bands 
like TELEFON, RADEGAST, POR, 
MRTVA BUDOUCNOST (uahh, you 
are probably first man who wrote their 
name correctly!), L&D, DREAD 101 
are not active anymore! I don’t think 
that people from the world pay so 
much attention to the Czech Repub- 
lic. For example, me (as I do the distro 



and shit like that), I am in contact with 
people from all around the world. I 
don’t mean just overseas countries 
like Japan or the States, I also know 
some people from countries like Thai- 
land, China etc, that’s really fucking 
cool. 

Labels you are talking about: Insane 
Society, Malarie, Day After - I think 
they are the oldest Czech labels or 
distros, but Czech is full of other good 
labels or bands, but they are not so 
old, or they don’t do so cool records... 
so that’s why they are not so famous. 
So, here you have some other czech 
goodies worth mentioning: 

BANDS: BASTO, FESTA DESPERATO, 
RISPOSTA, GUIDED CRADLE, 
DEMARCHE (all of them are cruel crust/ 
d-beat hell), LYCANTHROPHY (grind/ 
fastcore with m/f vox), MALIGNANT 
TUMOUR (sure you must know, they 
are together over 10 years), HOMO- 
CONSUMENS (MOB 47 / WRETCHED 
style on speed), many good punk rock 
bands from north like CO-CA, AD 
CALENDAS GRAECAS, KONFINDENT, 
YARVAR COCHA and some others. 
LAHAR, RABIES, NOT, NEEDFUL 
THINGS (all good extreme hc/grind 
stuff), BALACLAVA, DEZINFEKCE, 
SVINE!, IDIOTI NOVE DOBY, LAND- 
MINE SPRING, ANYWAY (good 
hardcore/punk bands) and some 
others. Sure you must check them 
out! 

LABELS: Beer Is Not Drink (records by 
WOJCZECH, MERDA, TASTE OF 
FLESH, SPACE TO BEING, OPSTAND), 
Ultima Ratio (ultimate punk/hc label 
with some awesome releases by AD 
CALENDAS GRAECAS, VIIMINEN 
KOLONNA, KONFIDENT), Phobia 
(records by HELLSHOCK, BLOWN TO 
BITS, KOMPLEX VINY, DODSDOMD 
AKA 365 DAGAR AV SYND), Rage Dis- 
rechords (DESASTRE, NOT and others), 
Out Of Control Records (BLOOD I 
BLEED, UNHOLY GRAVE, FUCK ON 
THE BEACH, YACOPSAE), Psycho- 
therapy (grind label of Otto from 
NEEDFUL THINGS), Obscene (bigger 
label, a little bit like smaller Relapse but 
it’s good / fair guy and good label who 
releases records from bands like 
PHOBIA, INGROWING, ISACAARUM 
and he’s doing a big festival every year, 
called Obscene Extreme test), Samuel 
Records (LANDMINE SPRING, K 10 



PROSPECT, IDIOT SAVANT etc), 
Pohoda Records (people from DEZ- 
INFEKCE band) and many other 
smaller/DIY labels like Vesky Core, 
Project Prod, Garfield, ACV (it’s an col- 
lective doing records, zines, concerts 
etc), Templetton, Soja Milk. 

JAKUB Thanks for approbation or dry 
explanation, hehe? It’s true that in ex- 
eastern block of Europe is good and 
bands coming here come for more 
than one show (like in Czech, many 
bands just wanna play in Prague). It’s 
good they come for more gigs ’cause 
usually a lot of people are coming to 
shows, we have some good places 
to play and bands usually get all they 
need. So it looks good over here (of 
course it depends on the posibilities) 
or solid, but I think it’s a question of 
time when it dies in apathy, and to be 
raised again later... I think it’s an ordi- 
nary cycling. Sometimes more people 
are interested and later they will quit... 
sure we are not in Japan where you 
can find bands, playing over 15 years 
and with the same line-up. Sure, you 
must get noticed, or not? 

TOMAS That’s true that Czech bands 
are usually on the Czech labels, but 
I think that international working 
relationship between Czech and the 
world is on a good level. It’s not such 
a big problem to get czech records 
and bands in foreign countries. 

4) / remember touring 9 days in 
Czech Republic in ’ 98 with a band 
I used to play in and it was one of 
the most outstanding places I have 
ever been to. How do you guys feel 
and what do you think of the end of 
communism in Czech that ended 
only around 15 years ago? How has 
it changed in your lives? Do you 
remember the situation before? 
BOHDAN Okay, I also remember you 
very well when you were touring with 
PRIMITIV BUNKO in the Czech, and 
some other MGP members do also, 
because some of them did one show 
for you guys... Hehe. 

I mean for you, it was a good experi- 
ence at that time. One year ago, MGP 
toured southest Europe, countries like 
Serbia, Bulgaria, Turkey and I think 
it’s very similar to what you are asking 
about. When I was entering these 
countries, I did not know what to 


expect, I had heard a lot of bad things 
and did not have any experience. It’s a 
little bit like small exotic trip... 

What do I think about the end of com- 
munism? Ok, I think communism 
has never stopped here! We have 
something that’s called a democratic 
system, but it doesn’t work and we 
can clearly see that every day here. It’s 
always a dictature. Not a dictature like 
under communist regime, but it really 
is. Now it’s a dictature of European 
Unity, the bad policy and economy 
of the state. I think it’s not the same 
as 15 years ago (anyway, at that time 
I was 11 years old), but it’s similar and 
the principles are the same. It’s like 
the communist regime transfered into 
capitalist regime under the post-com- 
munist reign. And I can’t stand for the 
government who uses the showing 
of power instead of showing of intel- 
ligence. Fifteen years ago it was a 
communist dictature, the situation 
now, 15 years later, has changed but 
is but similar. You can go to prison or 


be beaten by cops because of your 
opinions, hair, clothing or whatever 
else. I know one good proverb: “Who 
wants to beat a dog will always find 
the hammer”. 

JAKUB I was 1 0 years old when the com- 
munist regime fell, and it’s not an age 
when you can think about things like 
politics, but I did not see any change 
at that time - maybe in school, where 
we’ve changed the learning of foreign 
languages from Russian to German. 
Maybe there were some economic and 
political changes, but I think that peo- 
ple’s minds did not change. Always I 
see and hear so much bullshit, that 
nothing has changed, that here it’s 
always the same shit, everything is 
stolen or gone... but when you see all 
these people, they are too lazy to lift 
even one finger to change anything, 
what’s probably very hard. And what I 
think about fall of the communism? As 
in one INNOXIA CORPORA lyric “Well- 
planned resignation”. 
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TOMAS I don’t remember the situa- 
tion before 1989 very well, because I 
was 6 years old. But I remember long 
bread-lines for bananas and oranges. 

I know it just from the stories which 
older people told me and they said it 
was real shit. I know that my parents 
and grandparents suffered a lot and 
my uncle was also in jail. I am really 
happy these times are gone and hope 
will never come back. Anyway, I also 
know people who wish the return of 
this (fuck the communism). 

5 ) Tell us your thoughts about the 
Czech Republic being a part now ot 
the EU . What do you think about the 
United States of Europe? Is having 
the euro going to change anything 
for the better? 

BOHDAN I dont think it has many posi- 
tives. They say you have free traveling 
and other privileges, but the tax you 
pay is not so acceptable. In Czech 
you have cops on each border (surely 
some foreign bands have some 
“good” stories about them). And EU 
brings the norms and standards from 
the States of EU which are used for it 
or where is it so called “daily bread”. I 
see EU as a system to make central- 
ized control easier for the European 
state, and I am afraid that 100 years 
or later it can transfer into system of 
United States of America, preaching 
and doing everything in the name of 
God. I am not a patriot and I don’t 
stand for nationality and shit like that. 
What I stand for is to stay my own 
person, and for freedom. Freedom 
and respect of each other. Yes, things 
are gonna to change for the better... 
but just for “somebody”. 

JAKUB I think that canceling of borders 
is good, but what’s going on here? 
Europe is opened to all EU states, but 
closed to all of the others. Maybe one 
economic system is good thing, but 
probably after Czech starts using 
euro money it won’t be okay. I joined 
the referendum about EU and I voted 
against it, but in my opinion this vote 
was the day after the others made 
their solution. 

TOMAS I don’t care so much about this. 
I think that, from the time when the 
Czech Republic joined the EU, not 
many things were changed. Maybe 
just easier crossing of the borders, 
but that is not always true. 


6) Many factories in France , Germany, 
Italy, Holland, etc., are being moved 
to Eastern Europe. Multinationals 
and big bosses are hiring workers 
of these poor countries (Lithuania, 
Latvia, Poland, Belarus, etc..) for 
really cheap, to make more profit, 
while leaving thousands of people 
in Western Europe unemployed 
- which creates more racism, clas- 
sism, exploitation, etc... What is the 
global view of these kinds of things 
from Czech, which is kind of between 
Western and Eastern Europe? 

BOHDAN I see the situation the same 
as you describe here. Czech is really 
not a rich country, in my opinion, but 
also not poor - I see it somewhere in 
the middle. But the Republic is full 
of multinational companies and shit 
like that, full of “cheap” products for 
good consumer prices. The same as 
everywhere else. I think this is a mirror 
of European Union policies and goes 
hand in hand with it. 

JAKUB It’s what you said. After Czech 
joined the EU, many such multination- 
als moved to the east. Always they 
will come with offers of jobs, but they 
pay minimal salary, and later they go 
cheaper and cheaper. Suck and throw 
it away, am I right?? 

7) When I was on tour in Czech 
Republic I remember a show that 
was attacked by nazi boneheads 
throwing rocks through the windows, 
fighting with punks, knives waving 
around and even bats and a gun! 
They had stopped the show and 
locked everyone inside. A crazy 
and tense situation and even more 
when you don’t understand the 
local language. Are there still alot 
of problems with nazi boneheads 
in Czech? I remember also in Brno 
seeing macho anti -racist redskins 
treating punks like shit (spitting on 
them, insulting them, fighting them) 
are there any problems with them 
as well? 

BOHDAN I don’t know this situation - or 
I wanna to say, I have no experiences 
like this. I have another one, some 
punks at the show think that I am the 
nazi and they wanna beat me up! But 
it’s a funny and old story... Situation 
now. There are always nazis, but not 



like years ago, when you saw tons 
of these bastards on the streets and 
must be afraid for your health. Now it 
has changed, they are smarter now, 
and they try to transform from “street- 
fighters” to political sides and try to 
influence the whole population. But 
Czech has a strong anti-fascist move- 
ment and they do (sometimes) good 
promotion of anti-fascist things to the 
public. Anti-racist skins are one single 
chapter. Usually they call themselves 
anti-racist and blah, blah, blah... But 
it’s usually stupid idiots and 4 or 5 
beers is for them enough to attack 
the people who has different opinions, 
hair, look different or whatever else. 
There aren’t many problems with them 
(maybe in the localities where they live 
in), instead of my personal problem 
with these anti-racist bones from 
Brno. I wrote in one zine, they are like 
fascist idiots (because they are) and 
now they wanna thrash me up! 

JAKUB Yes, there are some, but today 
they are more into politics (I mean, 
official political level), now it’s not so 
much about street-fights, but as you 
know stupid nazi boneheads always 
wants to kick your ass. In this way, 
this is more into skins and hooligans, 
because they are about violence only 
and they don’t fucking care who’ll be 
attacked by them. Brno is full of such 
idiots, especially. 

TOMAS In Czech it’s easy to have some 
troubles with nazi-skinheads and hoo- 
ligans. It’s that I still did not have any 
fight with them. It’s generally depends 
on the place where you live. In the 
city where I live, there aren’t many of 
them; they have no chance here. A 
few weeks ago a small group of skins 
came to attack some people but their 
asses got kicked. What a shame this 
doesn’t happen all the time. 
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8 ) Prague has a long history of rev- 
olutionary activism. Can you talk 
about 1968, and also a bit about the 
demonstrations that went on when 
there was the G8 summit there? 
And more recently, I heard about 
the Czechtek Festival where cops 
brutalized a lot of people and you 
told me you were there. How did that 
happen? Like the rest of Europe, is 
Czech Republic is becoming a total 
police state? 

BOHDAN I was not in Prague in 1968 
(because I was not born yet) and I was 
not demonstrating against G8, but 
I was on the Czechtek 2005! Maybe 
Czech is becoming a police state, 
maybe not. I think what police do, is 
just what governments wants. Espe- 
cially with Czechtek, this massacre 
was on so called “political orders”. 
The Czech Minister Of The Interior 
said This party must be over’... in the 
middle of the night the police had a 
free for all. This was the most brutal, 
violent and bloody police massacre I 
ever seen. Police tried to excuse this 

because of crime, they said 

that party people are in 
an illegal area. It’s true a 
little bit (part was legal, 
part was illegal) but 
in any case I don’t 
see it as reason to 
use 1,200 cops, 


armed with tanks, water cannons, gas 
bombs (tear and nervous gas) and 
beating the dancing people (boys, 
girls, children... With no difference). 
It was the most cruel thing I have 
ever seen. Police did two attacks at 
this party. One in the afternoon, but 
they did not have it under control 
very well and people were defending 
themselves. This attack was also very 
violent and people from the party took 
a lot of the pics and videos and they 
were published in newspapers and TV. 
The second police attack was at night, 
they encircled the party and waited 
for the darkness, when it was not pos- 
sible to take any pics or videos. When 
darkness came, they started to beat 
the people. Twelve hundred robocops 
with hidden faces and without iden- 
tification numbers! People were not 
fighting or defending very much (it 
woudn’t have made sense... how you 
can defend yourself if you are just a 
man in shorts and a t-shirt with bare 
arms against a robocops in plates, 
armed with guns?), just sitting on the 
ground or dancing and police 
used so many gas bombs 
that it looked like a gas 
TV-Bk chamber, and they’d 
started to beat the 
r W people. I saw many 

* * * broken hands and 

legs, thrashed faces... 



screaming, insanity, panic, explo- 
sions! Just night, cops, party people! 
Police closed the highway and all the 
area around the party. No public, no 
pics... just cruel and bloody massa- 
cre!!!! I was in the center of all that 
shit and must tell you that I was not 
afraid for my health, but I was really 
afraid for my life. Police pigs did 
what they wantrf. If the people didn’t 
wanna leave the place they beat them, 
crashed their cars... whatever they 
wanted. They’ve gotten an direct 
command - to stop the party and use 
whatever resources!! And the most 
shitty thing of all, everybody (includ- 
ing me) pays for this shit from our 
own money, everybody who pay the 
taxes, has payed for this!!! This cost 
31.4 million Czech crowns (1 usd = 26 
Czech crowns, try to figure it out by 
yourself). After this violence, Czech 
was full of protest actions against 
this. Young, old people, man, woman 
or child... thousands of people took 
part in the protest acts against this 
and demanded an explanation of this, 
but police and government just lied 
and lied. They lied about the people at 
the party, they lied about the reasons 
for their attacks, they lied about it all. 

I felt really sad and full of pity about it 
all. More information can be found at 
www.policejnistat.cz where you can 
read about all of this and see videos 
and pics. Be sure check it out!! 

I’m not (or I dont call myself) anar- 
chist, but I am also not for this so 
called democratic system, but I am 
totally sick of these bloody politics 
and police games. The worst shit is 
that everybody pays for this shit with 
their taxes. The government always 
said they don’t have enough money to 
invest in the educational system and 
health services, but they do have the 
money to pay for the show of power. 

I really wish for them to die in such 
a gas chamber as they created and 
carried out on the Czechtek! 

JAKUB My father will tell you more about 
1968, because it’s 11 years before I 
was born. I demonstrated against G8, 
but didn’t attend the biggest protest 
acts. Maybe Bilos from MALIGNANT 
TUMOUR can tell you more because 
he was in the middle of these protest 
actions, hehe. Anyway, it was really 



great to see how many people came 
and joined these protests. 

I am not a CZECHTEK fan, because I 
really hate the music, but I totally sym- 
patize with this subculture. Bohdan 
told you more. 

JAKOB'S FATHER After Mr. Novotny left 
his position as leader of the political 
party and his presidency, Mr. Dubcek 
became the leader of the political 
party and General Svoboda was voted 
in as the president of Czechoslovakia. 
New leaders started a dialogue with 
the public and included people in all 
the levels of public life. Censorship, 
prohibition of assembly, and the like 
were cancelled. Also, the economic 
policy was more progressive. But Bre- 
zhnev and his KSSS SSSR didn’t like 
it, and on the last meeting of Warsaw 
pact they said they didn’t want it. The 
night of the 20-21 st of August, 1968, 
the Army Of Warsaw Pact (instead of 
Romania) occupied Czechoslovakia. 
It was about 600 thousand soldiers. A 
few months later a small part of army 
left, but soldiers of the SSSR stayed in 
the country till the 1990s. Throughout 
the country there were many protests 
and demonstrations, and when the 
army began their occupation about 
90 people died. As you see, this was a 
long occupation. All the “Communists 
of Prague’s Spring” were replaced 
by conservatives and in April 1969 
Gustav Husak was voted president of 
the country. People who did not agree 
with this kind of policy and occupation 
were kicked out of the political party. 
And as usual, people were so lazy that 
this situation endured until 1989. 
TOMAS Back in 1968, armies of Warsaw 
Pakt alienated our country because 
there were attempts to reform the 
country, and Moscow didn’t like it. 
That created a lot of the protests, and 
later, hard repressions. What happened 
at Czechtek - it’s a clear show of what 
Czech police are capable of. 

9) Coming to a more musical DIY 
question, are there still a lot of 
good places to do gigs at? Is the 
007 club, the Vrah and Londronka 
squat still in activity? What about 
the squatting scene in general? 
BOHDAN Ladronka is closed for the 
years. Vrah and 007 works. And 
just one squat which is still working 


is Milada in Prague. I don’t know 
about any others, I think it’s the last 
one in Czech Republic. If we (me, 
and friends) set up the concerts, we 
use the normal pubs and clubs, or 
garages or whatever else is useable! 
Or now in summer we do the open 
air parties, for example in my friend’s 
garden, etc. It’s not so hard to get a 
place for the show in the pub or club, 
but to have my own place (like squat 
or club) is like dream which will never 
come true. But doing shows in pubs is 
okay. I have done concerts since 1997, 
and from that time I have changed so 
many places, cities or villages. 

JAKOB Ladronka doesn’t work 
anymore! Split 7" EP of DREAD 101/ 
FASTARD on Insane Society records 
is dedicated to this place. Only one 
squat, which is still on, is Milada squat 
in Prague, so that’s why we can’t talk 
about any squatting scene. About 
the concerts, instead of the places 
which you’ve mentioned, shows are 
generally in cities like Brno, Vsetin, 
Jihlava, Pardubice, Zdar nS, Chomu- 
tov, Teplice and over here (Otrokovice, 
Uherske Hradiste, Straznice, Babice) 
where my friends and I do the shows. 
TOMAS Vhah and 007 clubs also works, 
but Ladronka has been closed for 
years. I think only one Czech squat is 
Milada in Prague. But there are a lot of 
good places for shows and concerts, 
like in pubs, garages etc. I don’t think 
location is the most important thing, 

I think functional organization and 
people at the show are much more 
important. 

10) MASS GENOCIDE PROCESS 
has put out a few split 7" EPs, the 
latest being a split with SEE YOU IN 
HELL and a split LP with VISIONS 
OF WAR. Do you guys get the 
chance to play alot out of Czech 
Republic and do people pay alot of 
attention to crust punk now a days? 
What makes you do splits with 
these bands , politics, good friends, 
etc...? 

BOHDAN Split with the SEE YOU IN 
HELL is the newest one. All the split 
records we did - we decided for the 
bands who are good friends of ours. 
We don’t (or I don’t care) so much what 
kind of music they play, the friendship 
is more (or the most) important thing

at all. Uh, we have played a lot outside 
of Czech. If I don’t count Slovakia, 
so we toured countries like Germany, 
Holland, Belgium, Hungary, Austria, 
Serbia, Turkye, Bulgaria, Greece, 
Italy, Slovenia... etc. I don’t care if the 
people are into crust/punk.... I like 
it if the people enjoy the show. That 
always makes a good party! 

JAKUB It’s different dealing with the 
bands on the splits. Some of them we 
dealt with on the concerts (splits with 
DRESCHFLEGEL, COMA, VISIONS 
OF WAR) or in the pub (split with 
ALAMOGORDO, SEE YOU IN HELL) 
and these guys are friends of ours, or 
we have similar opinions, or we like the 
same kind of music. We have played 
a lot outside of Czech and I hope we 
also will play more. In September we 
prepare for a small tour in Poland and 
Germany with BORN/DEAD, so we 
will see. But I don’t know how many 
people like the crust or not, some like 
it, some don’t... 

11 ) You also do Impregnate Noise 
Laboratories, the label . Do you feel 
it important to put out your own 
material and work with other inter- 
national DIY labels? Your thoughts 
on earning a living through hard- 
core punk? 

BOHDAN I’ve released 90% of MGP 
records, but not because MGP is the 
main band on my label. I’ve released 
a lot of other stuff, but generally I try 
to concetrate on my friend’s bands, 
Czech bands and bands who are 
not so popular. It’s not like unknown 
bands send me demos and I put it 
out, I prefer to know the people from 
the band at least. Usually I do some 
crust, he, grind, punk stuff, but I am 
open to whatever else. I work with 
many people, labels or distributors 
from all around the world, but I prefer 
to keep it smaller and more in control. 
The label is not my job and I dont earn 
any money for myself. Usually I have 
a normal, serious job (slavery). Now I 
am unemployed, but it’s the first time 
in the last 7 years.

12 ) What bands and labels from 
Czech Republic deserve more atten- 
tion right now? 

BOHDAN Check my answer in question 3. 
JAKUB LAHAR, HOMOCONSUMENS, 
LYCANTRHOPHY, YARVAR COCHA, 
GOSPEL OF THE FUTURE, MORE BAD 
NEWS, MALIGNANTTUMOUR, KOBRA 
XI (live), BASTO, FESTA DESPERATO, 
GRIDE, RISPOSTA (the youngest crust 
band in the mid-Europe!), NEEDFUL 
THINGS, SHEEVA YOGA, DISREKCE, 
DEGENERACE, DEMARCHE, 
ALAMOGORDO, NON-COMMITALand 
GUIDED CRADLE, the bands who reign 
over all the euro crusties! 

TOMAS Bands: GUIDED CRADLE (metal- 
lic crust), FESTA DESPERATO (raw 
crust), MALIGNANT TUMOUR 
(rock’n’roll crust), LYCANTHROPHY 
(grindcore), BASTO (raw punk), SEE 
YOU IN HELL (he, crust) and many 
more. Not just hardcore bands, but 
also death metal bands etc. 

13 ) What are the topics in your 
lyrics that you try to get across? 
Is there a message through what 
MGP is doing? 

BOHDAN Topics are different, but 
usually not very nice or kind. I wrote 
some of them, Jakob and Tomas 
wrote some others... Message? Okay, 
the message can be that “What the 
people are doing, what they do to 
themselves, what they do to others, 
what they do to the earth... they 
destroy everything” - this is a MASS 
GENOCIDE PROCESS. 

JAKUB Fear, misery, hopelessness and 
life. It shadows moments of lives we 
live. Nothing more, nothing less. 

TOMAS Our lyrics reflect our points of 
view on the world around us, things 
and people making us angry or 
depressed. 

14 ) Stupid question. Radegast or 
Heineken? INNOXIA CORPORA or 
AUS ROTTEN? Czech fried mush- 
rooms or French nasty cheese? 
Louis de Funes or Jack Black? Vinyl 


or CDs? Mercedes 508 or a Skoda? 
Peace or annihalation? 

BOHDAN Sure Radegast! I don’t like 
Heineken so much, and it’s expen- 
sive as hell. If you go to Czech, sure 
try beers like Radegast, Gambrinus, 
Pilsen Urquel (my fave one, 12°). 
INNOXIA CORPORA - of course (i 
helped release their 2nd LP). But AUS- 
ROTTEN is also cool. Not Czech fried 
mushrooms, no French nasty cheese. 
But Magic mushrooms (sometimes) 
and Tvaruzky. It’s a special Czech 
cheese, it smells like hell, but it’s cool. 
Luis De Funes and Saint Tr. Forever! 
Always vinyl but sometimes CD or 
CDR. But I dont buy so many records 
for my personal collection, I have no 
money for it. Sure Skoda 120 (but if 
somebody gave me Mercedes 508 
for free, sure I won’t admit). Peace 
or annihilation? Peace, but all will be 
annihilated in the name of peace and 
GOD, and by the hand of man. 

JAKUB Radegast, INNOXIA CORPORA 
and of course mushrooms. L.D. Funes 
(you mean old Slovakian band?), vinyl, 
no car and whatever you want. I am 
for the peace if we are qualified for it. 
TOMAS The best beer is the beer you 
get for free, anyway Radegast is good. 
Not AUS-ROTTEN, but DISCLOSE. 
Mushrooms, not very often. And of 
course L. de Funes and vinyls. And 
sure Skoda car, I have one. Peace 
or annihilation - it depends on the 
momentary condition of my brain. 

15 ) Any last words, comments, or 
projects? 

BOHDAN Thanks a lot for your interest 
and intie. Good luck in your life and 
to everybody who reads this and 
especially “Go always strong" to PE 
collective!!! If is somebody interested 
in our records or in some shit from my 
label, feel free to get in touch! Special 
greetings I send to Steve and all the 
VISIONS OF WAR bastards!!!!! 

JAKUB Thanks a lot for the intie and 
place for us, we really think highly of 
this. And I am sorry of short answers 
from me, but I quit on holidays with my 
girl in a few hours, so time is getting 
short... sorry! Any message? Ok - 
Never lie to yourself, never! Good luck, 
Jakob Mass Genocide. 

TOMAS Have a good time, let’s make 
the stupid things and let’s always 
enjoy your beer. © 
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Skuld Releases has been putting out top-quality records since 
the early 1990s and have gone to great lengths to release 
some of the best political punk , hardcore , " crust " of the past 
and present , not only from their native Germany , but from 
all over Europe and the rest of the world. When Skuld was 
still just an upstart label, they extended financial help to 
another label struggling with financial problems — a label 
called Profane Existence, which probably wouldn't have 
made it through 1993 without Skuld’s help. During the mid- 
1990s, Skuld and Profane Existence partnered on all their 
releases, which guaranteed each label's releases would have 
excellent distribution world-wide. This partnership ended 
during PE's brief period of inactivity (1999 and 2000), but 
PE and Skuld continue to cooperate closely with distribution 
of each other’s works. With such a close tie to the history of 
Profane Existence, it is no small wonder that we chose Skuld 
to be our first featured record label and the creators of this 
issue’s compilation CD. Answering Dans questions for Skuld 
is Kleister, the label's co-founder and main shitworker. 


PE Back in the early 1990s, what 
was the German punk movement 
like, and how did this influence 
your decision to start a record 
label? Were there any record labels 
releasing the kind of music you put 
out? What do you think of the labels 
like “anarcho-crust” that developed 
from it? 

K In the early ’90s there was no 
such “punk-movement” in Germany 
anymore. Most of the spikes and studs 
type of punk died out in the late ’80s. 
New York and Straight-Edge Hardcore 
was the dominant musical style of that 
time. When I look back, it was kinda 
funny to get completely wasted while 
listening to SE bands like YOUTH OF 


TODAY or CHAIN OF STRENGTH :). 
Most German bands had little chance 
of playing live other than supporting 
a touring US band. There were not 
a lot of Anarcho-punk bands at that 
time, the bands I became aware of in 
that period were just NAUSEA, ANTI- 
SCHISM and APOCALYPSE (some 
others as well, but my memory’s on 
strike...). As far as I remember, the idea 
to start a label came into our mind (my 
ex-girlfriend Andrea’s and mine) in mid- 
1990, when S.V.D. planned to release 
a 7". In the beginning of the same 
year started “Repro Desaster” where 
we did colour separations for record 
sleeves and other graphic design stuff 
for many German-based Hardcore / 


Punk labels of the time, for a decent 
affordable price. Since we already 
had contacts through this work to a 
lot of labels, distros as well as press- 
ing plants and printers it was kind 
of logical to do records as well. The 
German PUNK scene (or better said, 
the lack of) was no influence in starting 
a label, it was more or less the friend- 
ship with individuals who were playing 
in bands who couldn’t find a label to 
release their stuff. We didn’t even 
know what kind of music ACID RAIN 
DANCE were playing... that the music 
released on SKULD and others got 
filed under anarchopunk or crustcore 
was not intentional. It just happened. 
People need drawers where they 
can file stuff... Since the music we 
put out was not that famous (better 
said not at all & 1000 records were 
a fucking scary amount!), we soon 
got in contact with like-minded labels 
worldwide to trade records with, that 
was most effective and helped both 
sides. Labels of that time we shared 
more or less the same ideals with were 
Tribal War, Nabate, Flat Earth, Active 
Distribution & Profane Existence. 

PE Where did you get the financial 
backing to start? What was Repro 
Desaster and whatever happened 
to this? 

K In the first 4 years doing graphic 
design stuff we made some cash. 
Thanx to Death- and Blackmetal 
we could afford to release records. 
Nuclear Blast Records was among 
our biggest customers, along with 
We Bite Records, X-Mist Records, 
Your Choice Records, Flight 13, Tribal 
Area and lots of others. I’m still doing 
that kind of stuff, but only from time to 
time for others, since all you need to 
do a record cover is a computer and a 
scanning machine... (You might need 
some ideas about scan resolution and 
stuff but a lot of people don’t care...)

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PE Did you think at the time that it 
would be able to support you as a 
job? What do you have to say about 
people who claim that you can’t be 
DIY if you make a living from your 
record label? In as far as jobs go, do 
you think you are paid a fair wage 
for the amount of work you do? 

K I never did and never planned to 
reach that point - it just happened! 
Until 1995 we produced and sold more 
and more records while Repro Desas- 
ter was more and more declining. 
Since then SKULD is fully supporting 
me. If this is D.I.Y. or not, others will 
decide anyway. SKULD is more than 
a full-time job and compared to the 
time and work I spend to keep the 
label, the wholesale distribution and 
the mailorder going, the money I take 
to cover the expenses of my life is mar- 
ginal. Most people out there wouldn’t 
accept this “wage” as fair! 

PE What does the name Skuld 
mean? 

K SKULD is the ancient nordic 
goddess of the curse. She spoke 
the deadly words that sooner or later 
condemned all human beings to death. 
Even after the Christianization, men 
believed that the curse of a woman 
over a man has enough power to kill 
them. It was common, in that case, 
that women got tortured, killed or sent 
to prison. 

PE What do you think about labels 
that get small business start-up 
money from the government? Has 
anyone been able to pull it off or is 
it a recipe for disaster? 

K Nothing against those labels! But 
the idea of this small budget business 
start-up money has a background 
that’s not too cool. Since years 
there are between 4.5 and 5 million 
recorded unemployed in Germany, 
which looks quite bad in the statistics. 
Our government has no power to get 
those people jobs, since the bigger 
businesses rather use their profits 
to make their shareholders happy 
or to buy off their competitors and 
sack even more people, and a lot of 
others are happy to survive. Almost 
3 years ago they started a program 
called “ego corporation” (Ich-AG), 
where the government supports reg- 
istered unemployed financially to get 
self-employed. By knowing that the 
country is in an ongoing financial crisis 


and year by year new record numbers 
of little and medium sized businesses 
bankruptcies are getting published, 
the government must know that this 
program mainly helps their statistics. 
The program lasts for 3 years where 
you get 360 Euro per month in the 
first years and less in the following, if 
you don’t earn more than 25.000 Euro 
a year. If any punk label profiteer- 
ing from this start-up money gonna 
survive is hard to tell since the first 
3 years of this program are not over 
yet, but one thing is certain... that it's 
gonna be hard for any punk label or 
distro at the moment since most D.I.Y. 
projects are experiencing a decline in 
sales in general. 


PE How many people work at Skuld 
and do you all live in one house? 
What influenced the decision to 
live away from the city and so far 
from your base of support? Tell us 
about the cops with submachine 
guns coming to your house. 

K Since ’94 SKULD is a one man 
show, with the frequent help of my 
partner Verena doing the mailorder. At 
the moment there’s Verena, our little 
daughter Analena and me living in the 
house. Over the years others have 
lived here, but nothing permanent, 
since most of them couldn’t handle 
the countryside (or me) for too long. 

I grew up in a little village and after 
spending some time in Bremen, Frank- 
furt and Berlin I was done with cities. I

hate them deeply, the hectic pace, the 
concrete and cars everywhere, the 
alienation and the lack of air - in more 
than one sense. I need nature around 
me and just the fact that there’s forest 
and fields in 5 to 10 minutes walking 
distance is a relief for me. Since ‘91 
I’m living in this tiny little town and I 
thought people should have got used 
to me by now, but one morning around 
noon the doorbell rang. I jumped out of 
bed - expected the postguy - opened 
the door and in ran 5 cops with bul- 
letproof vests... half asleep and half 
blind (hadn’t gotten my glasses on) I 
couldn’t quite understand why. They 
were alleging I had just walked up 
the street, armed? After I insisted 
on the fact several times that they'd 
just gotten me out of bed, they told 
me that they’ve received a phone call 
and that they have to take it as truth. 
Knowing that possession of arms is 
not something minor as an accusa- 
tion in this country I knew that fucking 
cops gonna humiliate my privacy once 
again. (In cases of emergency, there’s 
no search warrant needed...) So they 
followed me into the house, walking up 
the stairs I asked them to specify what 
they mean with arms/ ammunition... 
suddenly it sprang into my mind, they 
were talking about a fucking bullet belt! 

I grabbed the one I own and showed 
it to them with a grin, when I realized 
that the two houseguests I had at that 
time where sitting in my living room. 
Then we got the whole story - it was 
quite hot that day, and this friend of 
mine was walking up the road to get 
to his car with a bullet belt across his 
naked chest - what a picture.... From 
that moment on the cops were really 
friendly, when the doorbell rang again. 
This time, it was the postguy. He looked 
really irritated when he asked me if I 
had something to pick up, I nodded in 
direction of the cops and whispered 
“them”, when I realized that there were 
more cops gathering in the entrance 
with submachine guns! After the cops 
had left, a neighbor told me that the 
road had been blocked on both ends 
by fully armed cops....

PE In the late ’80s and early ’90s 
there was very little in the way of 
European punk being exported to 
the US (aside from the UK grind- 
core thing).

K It was definitely a good start to get 
more european political punkrock to 
the US and on the other hand to import 


DIY political Punk from the US to prove 
that there’s way better stuff out there 
than the stupid SEHC and macho 
bullshit NYHC we got bombarded 
with here. In my opinion this co-oper- 
ation helped a lot in the perspective 
of european D.I.Y. bands touring the 
US and the other way round without 
losing too much, or any, money at all.

Gcrllnfen, Germany 

On the 16th of March. 2000 at around 11 AM Skuld 
Releases (a German punk record label) was raided and 
searched regarding charges of the "use of symbols 
contrary to the German constitution.", the "illegal use of 
protected copyright," and "the suspicion of tax evasion”. 
Prior to this a shipment from Blackened Distribution in 
the USA was searched and the "Police Bastard" T record 
from the band Doom was referred to the special 
German police force for the "protection of the German 
constitution’ by customs authorities. Furthermore, in 
the same shipment, it was charged that the band 
Armistice used a bear in their logo on one of their 
records, which allegedly looks like Winnie the Pooh. 
Walt Disney Germany have since reported Skuld 
Releases to the police claiming violation of the "brand 
law' The charge of tax evasion was based on calcula-

tions by the customs office stating that goods of $19S30 
(US) had not been declared. The import tax on the sales 
of these goods amounts to 30 DM or $18 (US). 

Based on this so-called "evidence" of criminal activity, a 
search order was requested and granted by a judge 
During the search, which last for four hours, every- 
thing that could be brought into association (in the 
broadest sense) with the above charges, was confis 
cated This includes all sales invoices from January 1998 
to February 2000. many other accounting documents, 
plus all records which were decorated with smashed 
swastikas, or swastikas obviously within an anti-fascist 
context, were seized. 

As repeatedly done before against other German punk 
record labels, the state's legal instrument for prose- 
cuting "right wing" or pro-Nazi organizations was used 
against a part of the anti-fascist movement. This 
hypocrisy was even admitted by one of the investi- 
gating officers during the search, but ."Law is law,” and 
one has the ‘German’ duty to act against evil' Nazi 
symbols, never mind the context they are being used in. 
This is an obvious effort to twist the terms of a legal 
document to give the authorities moral Justification to 
proceed against left-wing politics. 

This confiscation and pending charges are aimed only 
at anti-fascist bands, labels, distributors, and 
consumers, with the main goal to monitor and harass 
anti-fascist (punk) organizations and engage in a 
renewed attempt to criminalize the anti-fascist "counter 
culture This is not Skuld Releases alone, but Skuld 
Releases Is at this moment representative for everyone 
who is actively supporting anti-fascist ideals They will 
only get as far as we are willing to let them. 


NO CENSORSHIP, NO CRIAVINAULZATION! 
Skuld Update (April lO, 2000) 

The prosecutors in the case against Skuld Releases have 
indicated that their main charges will revolved around 
the cover of Doom’s "Police Bastard" EP, on which a 
British police officer is depicted with a swastika on his 
helmet By using this avenue, the authorities can skirt 
around the sticky issue of the swastika being used in an 
obviously anti-fascist context (even though the cover 
was made in an obvious attempt by the band to expose 
the fascist tendencies of the police). The prosecution has 
yet to present their case, but the other charges were 
obviously exaggerated to justify the search and 
harassment. 

The legal defense of Skuld Releases against these 
charges are paramount, not only to anti-fascist and 
punk movement in Germany, but the political left at 
large The charges not only present immediate criminal 
penalties for Skuld Releases, but will have long- 
reaching ramifications in an effort to criminalize the 
left. If Skuld Releases are found guilty, a new precedent 
will be set, giving the German authorities (and those 
world wide) another weapon in their arsenal of 
censorship and control. A guilty verdict will also justify 
further raids on other labels and distributors across 
Germany based on seized invoices which document 
where these so called ’ illegal" records have been sent. 
In North America. Blackened Distribution ( formerly 
Profane Existence, a long-running M.tnneapolts-ba$ed 
anarcbo-punk distributor and zine collective with an inter- 
national impact-ed.) is heading up the solidarity 
campaign in support of Skuld Releases Legal defense 
costs are expected to be 
extremely high and 
have already crippled 
this small, home- 
based operation. We 
are asking that people 
around the world unite 
to support Skuld by 
helping spread this 
information, organize benefit concerts, 
or otherwise make a donation to the 
Skuld Defense Fund Updated information

of ideas, discussions about the differ- 
ent background of the punk culture in 
each others’ countries which helped 
in understanding each other much 
better. 

I really can’t think of any negative 
aspects, only accusations of others 
that this co-operation was a kind of 
monopoly. Even after all those years 
I think that this was utter bullshit, 
because I always tried to keep every- 
thing I do on a level that I could deal 
with the work alone. Most of the time 
it worked out, but sometimes I had to 
scale everything down again, because 
I never liked the idea to be enslaved 
by something that you normally love 
to do. There was also always enough 
room for other people to start some- 
thing similar! 

PE After PE’s (short-lived) demise, 
you continued to release European 
versions of American anarcho- 
punk / crust bands. How did these 
records fair compared to the Euro- 
pean ones released during the same 
time? Did it hurt you to not be able 
to export records to the US? 

K If I look at the pressrun I don’t see 
much difference between the Euro- 
pean and US bands that I released 
during that time, really. After the col- 
lapse of PE a few years back [Hey 
now! We were just resting our eyes! 
-ed.], I still had some distros in the US 
like Ebullition, Tribal War and Catch- 
phraze among others who were taking 
care of stuff released on SKULD, but 
they couldn’t really bridge the gap that 
PE left. 

PE How would you describe the 
current state of the DIY punk 
network in Germany vs. how it was 
10 years ago? Do you think the 
movement has reached it’s high 
point and is now shrinking? Is there 
any hope to make it stronger? 

K In my opinion it’s very different! 
While most of the communication was 
done either by phone, fax or letters 
when SKULD started, most of it get’s 
done now by e-mail. It’s definitely less 
expensive, fast and works out perfect 
for rudimentary communication like 
orders and similar stuff. 99% of the 
people getting in contact with me do 
this by e-mail - if I receive more than 5 
letters or 20 phone calls a month than 
that’s a lot! I miss a bit the person- 
alities behind those e-mails though... 


maybe I feel this a bit more since I 
don't go to gigs much anymore in the 
last 2 years, but the internet makes 
everything more detached and imper- 
sonal for sure! I can’t really tell if the 
scene is shrinking in the last couple 
of years, but overall I have the impres- 
sion that people are more and more 
concentrating on the musical aspect 
of punk and a lot of other stuff that 
a subculture needs like arts, books, 
communication, theatre, politics is 
getting more and more ignored. It’s 
also hard nowadays to convince 
people to buy from good but unknown 
bands, but this might have something 
to do with the fact that people have 
less money to spend, that they mostly 
order stuff that they already know and 
“know” that they're not gonna get 
disappointed by. But it transfers the 
distribution of records more and more 
to a plain supply and serve operation 
with no surprises anymore... Labels 
and bands are way more professional 
nowadays, there’s hardly any band 
that you can blame for shitty sound 
quality or records that have badly 
nailed together sleeves. There’s still 
a good number of little DIY labels in 
Germany, most of them join forces to 
put out records. In that way they’re 
able to put out records on a regular 
level with a low financial input and risk 
for the parties involved. Also the dis- 
tribution is more or less guaranteed 
when 5 or more labels joining forces. 
There’s also quite a few bigger labels 
like Twisted Chords, Epistrophy, Unso- 
ciable, Alerta Antifascista & Yellow 
Dog who are putting out records from 
good political bands worldwide on 
a regular basis. Most of the labels 
and distros in Germany are running a 
web site with mailorder service (like 
elsewhere) and with one mouse click 
you’re getting overwhelmed with tons 
of records and gear. It looks good in 
the first place but most of the labels 
and distros have frequent or constant 
financial problems. The effect is that 
there’s an overall lack of solidarity, 
nothing intentional (I hope), but just 
for the fact that if you’re struggling for 
survival you tend to see only your own 
misery. And we shouldn’t forget that 
our little subculture, that manifests 
itself mainly through music, highly 
depends on cash, and with the lack 
of it you can’t help as much as it might 


be needed from time to time. Since 
the punk scene is only a mirror of the 
society surrounding us, and If you look 
at it from that perspective I don’t need 
to wonder why the punk scene is to a 
big extent a-political, event-orientated, 
individualistic, consumerist, irrespon- 
sible and apathetic

PE A few years back Skuld was 
heavily involved in distributing 
anarchist / leftist books and maga- 
zines. Was this very successful? 

K In the beginning it worked out really 
fine because I was able to talk a lot of 
distros into stocking political books 
and magazines. Realising profit was 
never an aspect of it! My main interest 
was that people should educate them- 
selves a bit more. A punk song with 
good lyrix is only a start, but it’s music 
in the first place. Knowledge is power 
and it’s always useful to know how 
the “machinery” that oppresses us 
works, to find ways to resist, to sneak 
around or, much better, to fight back 
more effectively. This is way more than 
fits in a punk song. 

For a while it managed not to lose 
money, but since reading a book is 
much more of an effort than listening 
to a record, books where never a big 
seller. After a while the bigger distros 
either stopped stocking books or were 
dealing directly with the publishers 
and the few remaining individuals and 
distros still ordering books where not 
worth the financial risk of stocking a 
selection of the newest titles anymore. 
The only printed material that people 
tend to buy here at the moment is the 
PE magazine...

K This is something I can’t really tell, 
because every record had it’s time 
and I don’t regret even one of them, 
even if I got disappointed about one 
or the other band after a certain time. 
All the records I did are connected 
to some good memories at least, so 
there are really no regrets! The most 
hassle, hmm... that was definitely the 
Whispers! Do LP + 7" compilation that 
took only 5 years from start to finish.

PE Do you plan to do anymore re-

K There’s actually 2 projects in the 
making. For one a ZYGOTE - Wind 
Of Knives LP/CD re-issue (CD gonna 
contain the 89-91 LP as bonus), as 
co-release with Life Is Abuse and Epi- 
strophy. The other re-release gonna 
be the SAW THROAT - Indestroy LP 
again a coproduction with Epistrophy. 
While the SAW THROAT is scheduled 
for this year, the ZYGOTE stuff needs 
a bit more discussion before sees the 
light of day.

PE The world copyright police 
seem to be targeting small labels 
and pressing plants over copyright 
issues in recent years. Have you 
ever had problems getting records 
pressed or been forced to pay copy- 
right fees other than directly to any 
of the bands on your label? 

K The copyright organisation in 
Germany the GEMA is a very power- 
ful institution. While ten years back it 
was kinda something you could easily 
get away with if you were pressing 
records, they got way more strict in 
the last couple of years. From the 
start, I had to fill out GEMA forms 
for every record I pressed containing 
song titles, playing time, full names 
of the bandmembers responsible for 
the music and the lyrix, that they can 


check if you violate the copyright of 
any registered GEMA member. Even if 
you know you don’t, you’re forced to 
do it plus, on top of that, to pay for this 
procedure. The last couple of years 
they spent a lot of energy and effort 
to control all sectors where music is 
getting played in public to make them 
pay. That affects football stadiums, 
pubs, bars as well as CD - and DVD 
burner and players and also autono- 
mous spaces/squats, youth centers 
and independent radio stations were 
targeted. This went as far that their 
spies “visited” some punk shows at 
various places to find out about room 
capacity, duration of the gig and 
entrance fee. The result was that some 
places got confronted with some 
really nasty bills. Another method to 
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SKULD 029 FLEAS AND LICE / ASSRASH - SPLIT 7"

PE Can you tell us about your 
hassles with customs? Many of our 
readers may not know about the 
DOOM 7" (etc.) incident, so please 
explain it briefly. How close did this 
incident come to killing off Skuld ? 
K On the 16th of March 2000 at around 

II am SKULD RELEASES were raided 
and searched regarding charges of 
the “Use of Symbols contrary to the 
German Constitution” (§86a Abs.1 Nr2 
StGB), the “illegal Use of protected 
Copyright”, and the suspicion of tax- 
evasion (§370 Abs.1 Nr.1 AO). Prior to 
this a shipment coming from the USA 
was searched, and the DOOM - Police 
Bastard 7 inch was referred to the 
special German Police force for the 
“Protection of the German Constitution” 
by customs authorities. Furthermore 
it was objected, that the band ARMI- 
STICE use a bear in their logo, which 
allegedly looks like “Winnie the Pooh”. 
In the meantime Walt Disney Germany 
have reported SKULD RELEASES to 
the police (§143 Brand-law). Lastly, the 
charge of tax evasion is based on cal- 
culations by the customs office stating 
that goods of the value of US $195.30 
had not been declared. The import 
tax on sales for this amount sums 
up to DM 30. Based on this, a search 
order was requested and granted by a 
judge. During the search, which lasted 
for 4 hours, everything that could pos- 
sibly be brought into association (in 
the broadest sense) with the above 
mentioned charges was confiscated. 
So for instance, invoices dating from 
January ’98 till February 2000, parts 
of accounting documents and records, 
which were decorated with smashed 
swastikas, or which used swastikas 
within an obvious anti-fascist context 
were “seized”. 


All in all goods for about 4000 US$. 
On top of that I effectively could not 
export records in non EU countries, 
because of a threat by the customs 
police to check every shipment I sent 
abroad. Even the state attorney left no 
doubt that his mission was to close 
down SKULD for being “radical left 
wing and subversive” as he told this 
openly to my lawyer. For 10 months 
they kept up this threat and caused an 
additional approximate $30,000 (US) 
in damages. Suddenly they offered 
to drop the case in favour of a fine 
of $1500 (US) and no police record 


and they would keep the goods as 
part of the fine (but none of it would 
considered be “illegal”). A court trial 
is very expensive and it was clear that 
I couldn’t fully win the case, since 
the swastika on the DOOM 7" was 
not defendable in the sense of being 
“antifascist” :)- at least, the German 
law doesn’t allow images that asso- 
ciate cops with Nazis, not in western 
societies. I was confronted with easily 
another $10,000 (US) only for the trial 
(not to talk about the expertise I would 
have needed...) I gave in - I couldn’t 
see how I could survive this. I didn’t

want to be a martyr over a 7", and I 
considered it impossible to raise more 
money. Without a doubt this nearly 
killed SKULD and five years later I still 
haven’t managed to recover from this 
bullshit. 

PE At the time you mailed out 
numerous communiques and press 
releases all over the world. Did you 
get any kind of support at all from 
non-punk anarchist, anti-fascist or 
Left organizations? What about the 
media? Do you think you would have 
gotten any more or less support if 
you weren’t a punk label? 

K Let’s put it this way: more than 80% 
of the direct costs like lawyer, fine, 
seized goods and the Walt Disney 
crap got covered thanx to the punk 
scene worldwide. Besides solidar- 
ity notes and some financial support 
from the left wing scene, of course 
it was something minor considering 
other stuff that’s going on around the 
world, but statements like “we're not 
gonna support a capitalist business” 
are still making me fucking angry, but 
I guess this is based on a general 
ignorance of the traditional left wing 
radicals towards the punk scene. But 
this works the other way round the 
same way... The media was in the 
beginning considered as an option, 
but I dropped it, after I talked to 
several friends who had connections 
to TV stations and newspapers. Their 
main concern was that the reporters 
may find what they see, or hear so 
obscure, or more worse “subversive” 
that there’s a good chance that this 
could have gotten counterproductive. 

I think as a non-punk label with an 
openly antifascist attitude you would 
get a lot of positive response in the 
media and public. 

PE I have heard in recent years 
that there have been “anti-fascist” 
protests against various squats in 
Germany (The Flora in Hamburg 
being one), calling them fascist for 
supporting the Palestinians Intifada 
against the state of Israel. What are 
the current thoughts on this subject 
within the anti-fascist movement 
and what are your beliefs? 

K You’re talking about the “Anti 
Germans” - the antithesis of left wing. 
I haven’t heard about those spe- 
cific incidents (maybe I forgot about 
them...) but there’s still enough other 


questionable actions and statements 
e.g. during the pre war period of the 
2nd Iraq war Anti Germans were dem- 
onstrating in favour of a requested 
missile delivery by the Israeli govern- 
ment to protect themselves against 
the threat of Iraqi missiles that could 
possibly reach Israeli territory. (Most 
of it turned out as propaganda tactic 
of the Coalition of the Willing to start 
the war) also fights at demonstrations 
or meetings between Anti Germans 
and traditional left wing/ communist 
activists were taking place. The “anti 
German” ideology has its roots in the 
unfriendly takeover of East Germany 
by the capitalist West. The German 
left wing got overrun by this develop- 
ment and partly disintegrated. A part 
of them tried to define the new Status 
Quo of growing great power ambitions 
of the government of Germany. The 
accompanying growing national pride, 
the lack of reflection of the German 
Nazi history in general, but also in a lot 
of left wing circles lead to the “founda- 
tion” of the “Anti Germans”. Even if I 
see some validity in the initial points of 
the discussion, the conclusions being 
made are sometimes quite ridiculous, 
or worse. The growing power of the 
German state will lead sooner or later 
to a new Auschwitz, the 1000% soli- 
darity with the state of Israel and the 
Sharon government , capitalism as a 
superior form of civilisation, the Koran 
as equivalent of “Mein Kampf”, the 
criticism of the USA and/ or capital- 
ism equals antisemitism, because in 
their opinion the criticism is based on 
antisemitic stereotypes, the misuse of 
the Israeli national flag for their own 
purpose, the racist point of view on 
migrants from “islamic” countries 
and people who believe in islam in 
general (muslims = terrorists) among 
other statements have nothing to do 
with emancipated, antiracist, modern 
left wing politics. In contrast, to me 
that sounds more like a medieval 
crusade. They polarise, divide and 
preach inequality as well as sup- 
porting government led wars like the 
second Iraq war and other dangerous 
nonsense - if you could say the same 
about a government, you would fight 
it wouldn’t you?. One thing must be 
said though the “Anti Germans” are 
not a homogenous group and there’s 
people who would call themselves 


“anti German” but wouldn’t support 
the above mentioned statements. In 
some cities they have a better home 
base than in others, but in general they 
are not representative for the politi- 
cal scene here. What the “antifascist 
movement” thinks about them I’m not 
up to date really, I know that there’s a 
lot of pamphlets and articles against 
the “Anti Germans” coming from that 
end, when I talked recently to some 
activists in Berlin, they told me that 
“hardcore faction” has already lost a 
lot of ground which is good news. But 
even when the spook is over it will take 
a while to deal with the rubble that 
they have left. It’s been a while since I 
decided not to waste my time anymore 
with this marginal group, since there’s 
more important stuff going on that 
needs our attention. 

PE Recently there was an 
announcement floating around 
the internet stating that Skuld was 
on the brink of financial collapse. 
How accurate was this statement 
and did you authorize it? What was 
the outcome from all these emails 
floating around? 

K This was more or less the truth, but 
I didn’t authorize it and I wouldn’t have 
done it if someone would have asked 
me to do so. The positive outcome 
was that I drowned in orders for a bit 
more than a month. I would be a liar 
to I deny that this was a help, but the 
main problem is that there seems to be 
way more stuff getting released than 
any one of us can buy. If there’s not 
enough people out there left to keep 
SKULD alive, then it’s time to stop. 
Sad but true. The negative aspect of 
it was that a hell lot of rumours were 
floating around and still after months, 
I’m receiving emails wondering if 
SKULD still exists, since they’ve heard 
the opposite... 

PE Some people have been saying 
that you have dropped out of the 
punk movement during the last 
couple of years. Can you explain 
why you have withdrawn from being 
seen at festivals and gigs lately? Do 
you think it is selfish to take some 
time off to pursue other interests or 
do punks just need something else 
to do, besides talk trash? 

K This statement may have its origin in 
people who think that music and gigs 
are the only contents of punkrock :). 
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SKULD 041 POST

Over the years, and since I don’t drink 
anymore, it got more and more boring 
for me to watch mediocre bands and 
people drinking themselves into 
oblivion. Often I didn’t see much of a 
difference anymore between “normal” 
males meeting Saturday nights at their 
usual pub getting drunk and talking 
bullshit and (mostly) punk males 
meeting every Saturday night at gigs 
doing the same... I’m kinda fed up 
with the usual annoying gossip about 
bands, labels, records and the “who’s 
who” shittalk. Sometimes though 
I miss watching a good band, but 
the last couple of gigs I went to, the 
testosterone drenched atmosphere 
fucking ruined it for me. I’ve seen tons 
of bands in the last 23 years and even 
if I miss a good show here and there I 
don’t mind. At the moment I see going 
to gigs more or less as a waste of time. 
The ones coming up with stupid state- 
ments about it, don’t know me anyway 
- so fuck it! Punkrock is way more than 
just the music. It offers a lot more than 
that and it’s potential is far broader. 
For me it was empowering to find a 
bunch of like-minded people that were 
equally fed up with society as a whole. 
The combination of practical activism, 
political awareness paired with the 
right amount of snottyness, smarts 
+ the ability to party always did it for 
me. Therefore, it was for a long time 
more attractive than the dead-serious 
left wing scene. The “only” problem 
is that most of the people don’t stick 
with punk for too long, but leave 
again for various reasons. So you 
get confronted with generation after 
generation of punks that are always 
starting from “zero” again. The first 
couple of generations it made me 
laugh to see them having the same 
band logos on their studded jackets 
that I once had. . . some more years on 
top and stuff that made me grin got 
more and more embarrassing. I don’t 
remember how many debates on “vio- 
lence at gigs” or more serious “sexism 
in the punkrockscene” that ended with 
no or only minor consequences for the 
ones causing the trouble. Every now 
and then everything seems to repeat 
itself, musical styles of the past facing 
their revival as well as the uniforms, 
contents and discussions. For people 
experiencing punk as something new 
that’s fine, but for old farts like me and 


others it’s just a “deja-vu”. Over the 
years I pulled myself out more and 
more, because there’s nothing worse 
than being a “professional youngster”, 
talking about the “good old days”... 
Through the label and the distro I still 
have enough contacts to the “outside 
world” to know what’s going on and 
SKULD is nowadays the only thing left, 
but it's a perfect tool for me to speak 
my mind - and for the moment that’s 
enough for me. I don’t think that this 
step is selfish in any way nor do I take 
some time off, because I always con- 
sidered it as my life and I encourage 
everyone to follow their own interests 
and ambitions, if they’re considered to 
be punk or not - there’s more out there 
than collecting records - life is not so 
one-dimensional. 

PE How does it feel to be a part of 
the exclusive “punk parents club?” 
Do you think the punk movement 
lives up to it’s ideals of solidarity 
and cooperation when it comes 
to raising children? How could / 
should things be different? 

K I can’t remember that the punk 
scene was ever an example of a 
subculture that loves kids. Punkrock 
and kids fit as good as a fish and a 
bicycle. More serious :) - the biggest 
part of the punkscene is made up of 
people between the age of let’s say 
13 and 25. In this age and as a dead 
serious punk you don’t want to deal 
with responsibility (mostly not even 
for their own person) & patience that 
a life with a kid requires. Who wants 
to deal with changing nappies, getting 
up early EVERY day and (some) sleep- 
less nights, when there’s a cool band 
rocking out that week or the upcom- 
ing tour with your band? Ok, all that 
is not impossible even with a kid, but 
it needs some serious planning in the 
first couple of years. And to be honest 
in that age I was rather into enjoying my 
life to the full - nothing else! Solidarity 
and cooperation in our little subcul- 
ture doesn’t range as far as kids. The 
little ones are mostly non-existing in 
the punk-scene, neither in the minds 
nor in real life. A big part of it takes 
place at a time where the “very little 
ones” should sleep anyway! There 
are for sure “islands” here and there, 
where a bunch of people are living 
together with kids, but that’s mostly 
in bigger cities, as well as areas where 
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SKULD 049 RE SISTERS - RIOTS NOT DIETS V 
Those anarcha-feminists are known for being a real pain 
in the ass for every macho in the punk scene for years 
now. got finally their shit together by releasing this 20 
minutes 7" with rough, archaic, cutting edge punk with 
a trumpet & manic sometimes disharmonic screaming, 
but it grows on you after a few listenings, it took them 
quite a while to finish the artwork but it was worth the 
wait. The record comes in a CRASS-like sleeve with a 
32 pages booklet filled with lyrics collages & writings 
about beauty ideals, eating disorders / anorexicia. and 
a band history.

But the experience 
Verena and me had (and others we 
talked to who live a bit further outside 
of bigger cities) were that most of our 
social contacts vanished shortly after 
Analena was born. Nothing to blame 
the punk scene for, it was only unfore- 
seeable, since we both believed that 
we still can continue with our political 
projects as well as keeping our life- 
style... 

To have a kid is a “deep cut” in some- 
one’s life / career that brings massive 
changes into your life and doesn’t 
matter if you’re a punk or plain normal. 
Some people (mostly males) might 
continuing being “fully” involved in 
the scene, but mostly at their part- 
ner's expense... From the moment 
of birth our lives got turned upside 
down. To get familiar with the terms 
“mother” and “father” and especially 
what comes with it was definitely not 
easy, mostly for me since my life was 
fully committed to punk rock, quite 
chaotic and unstable until then. After 
2 years we see the changes that have 
happened as something “natural”. In 
our daily life we try to share the “work” 
50/50, so for each of us there is only 
1/2 a day left to get everything else 
done which is sometimes more than 
difficult. I can tell that packing up 
records a full day long is sometimes 
not as exhausting as a full day with our 
little one. Personally I’ve never regret- 
ted it, I’m still fully convinced that 
Analena was one of the best “things” 
that have happened in my life in the 
past couple of years. To have a kid 
is empowering and inspiring, nothing 
that I can possibly explain to people 
that have no kids, they wouldn’t (want 
to) understand anyway :). 

PE What are your future plans with 
Skuld? Will you continue with a 
reduced amount of new releases or 
should we expect you to continue 
with the numbers you have done in 
the past? 

K Future plans? Not really - maybe 
the wish to get back on my feet again. 
Concerning records I hope to find 
enough interesting bands to release 
in the future. But one thing’s for sure, 
there are going to be fewer releases 
than back in the “good old days”. It’s 
not that I have lost interest, but it 
seems to be more and more difficult 


for me to find bands that don’t bore 
me to death after 4-5 songs. The other 
reason is plainly the lack of money. 
And while I spent most of my time in 
the past for the label and distro, for the 
last two and a half years my time now 
belongs to my little daughter Analena. 
The first 2 factors could change - time 
will tell, but since I have a family now, 
I don’t have the time anymore to drive 
SKULD with full force. 

PE Any last thoughts? 

K I think I’ve said enough :). Thanx

%^city to be liberated by the Sandinistas, and the city 
ff I was visiting) it is impossible to look anywhere and 
not see the black and red Sandinista flag, or a monument or 
mural dedicated to the struggle against the dictatorship of 
the US-backed Somoza dynasty. In 1934 the US Marines 
set up the National Guard and left young Anastasio 
Somoza in charge of Nicaragua after the assassination 
of Augusto Sandino, a beloved guerilla leader and anti- 
imperialist. The Somoza family ruled the small nation 
while accumulating vast sums of wealth for 44 years. 

Meanwhile, a group named after Sandino (the FSLN) 
began to gain momentum with guerrilla fighters in 
the mountains and resistance organizing within 
communities.

Years of struggle led ft 
Sandinista victory on Ju 
17, 1979, and the FSLN 
governed for eleven 
years. (The fledgling 
government was 
ridden with flaws 
and inconsistencies, and struggled 
to maintain its ideals. Nonetheless, 
the rights of sovereignty and self- 
determination were utterly violated 
by the US intervention that had 
all too recently been expelled 
from the tiny country. The suc- 
cessful literacy campaign won 
international recognition but, 
along with land reforms, 
improvements in health 
care, emphasis on the arts 
and other pillars of the 
new society, it was cut 
short of its full poten- 
tial by the Reagan 
administration’s 
vicious obsession 
and funding of the 
Contras. 




The backyard mentality was made official with the 
Monroe Doctrine in 1823, and since then there is hardly a 
nation in the Caribbean, Central andSouth America that 
the US has not played a severely destructive role in. There 
are too many examples throughout history of control 
and exploitation to cite one by one, but generally our tax 
dollars contribute to coups, the support of dictators and 
the brutal defense of corporate interests. 

Examples of recent US “activity” include 
two presidential coups in Haiti (the poorest 
country in the hemisphere that has absolutely 
collapsed into chaos and violence) and the 
continued funding of a civil war in Colombia. 
Despite attempted coups and several chal- 
lenged election results, the US has had a 
particularly difficult time controlling Ven- 
ezuelan president Hugo Chavez whose 
land reforms, Bush bashing and oil 
exports have been all over the news. 
(What has not made headlines is the 
literacy campaign that successfully 
taught a million adults last year. ) 

In 1946 the US established the 
School of the Americas which 
was based in Panama until it 
was forced to leave due to 
enormous opposition. The 
training center relocated to

from Monroe to CAFTA 


Fort Benning in Georgia where it continued to produce 
dictators and graduates who massacred civilian popula- 
tions, joined death squads, terrorized liberation-theology 
churches and generally spread blood and fear across 
the continent. Latin American nations send military per- 
sonnel to the school to be trained in counter-insurgency, 
psychological warfare, interrogation, and other military 
operations to keep their populations “in line.” Some 
extent of the brutality taught at the school was uncovered 
when several training manuals were made public in 1996 
causing an enormous scandal and eventually forcing the 
School of the Americas to close in 2001. Oddly enough, 
another school with the same objectives and methods 
reopened in Fort Benning immediately afterwards, and is 
known as the Western Hemispheric Institute for Security 
Cooperation - or, a gigantic bullshit name for the exact 
same institution. 

Every year thousands of people from around the 
country and the hemisphere gather outside the gates 
of Fort Benning for what is essentially a funeral proces- 
sion for those killed by SOA graduates. Names are read, 
coffins are carried, and candles are lit. The demonstra- 
tion also includes speakers and civil disobedience actions 
as people trespass onto Fort Benning property. Trust me 
when I say that it is far more powerful then any more 
“radical” protest I have ever experienced 


keeps that revolution alive every single moment. It seems 
that the every day interactions in Nicaragua are more akin 
to how human beings are meant to be with one another, 
rather then the cold impersonal atmosphere so prevalent 
in the US. Returning home was a very sickening culture 
shock. The complete lack of community and utter waste of 
privilege seemed to be a slap in the face to all my friends 
in Nicaragua who are working so hard to improve the lives 
of their neighbors while confronted with poverty and the 
cruel grimace of Uncle Sam. 

Hugo Chavez has recently begun training civilians in 
military tactics. The Sandinistas took a similar approach to 
confront the US invasion (an incursion which arrived in the 
form of exiled National Guardsmen and desperate youth 
from Honduras) by providing arms to the people. Chavez 
is not paranoid. He knows the history of US ruthlessness 
in the hemisphere the same as the Bush Administration 
knows it, and the same as the CIA knows it. Tragically, it 
is not enough just to know this history. The Central Ameri- 
can Free Trade Agreement (CAFTA), which passed while 
I was visiting, will alter the lives of countless Nicaraguans 
as well as Americans, and the effects of the Free Trade 
Agreement of the Americas would be too devastating to 
even imagine. 

These are not just faceless groups of people, they are. 
friends I painted with, ancUhe kids I played soccer with in 


There exists in the people of Nicaragua a ferocious hope the street. The very least we can do for them is to put up 


and level of conviction that is blindingly intense compared 
to the diluted principles of US liberals. I believe this inten- 
sity, which rears its head in every aspect of the culture, 
stems from the knowledge these people carry with them; 
yes, we did it and yes, we can do it again! One of my 
dearest memories, and a memory that encompasses this 
political energy, is that of hearing my host brother walking 
casually through the house singing “F-S-L-N...” with a 
cheerful tone, full of the ever-present Nicaraguan inten- 
sity that is so bewildering to a foreigner. The same four 
letters my host brother sang can be seen scrawled across 
wails on every nameless street in Nicaragua. The FSLN is 
still an established political party, and this election year it 
is running two presidential candidates. Unfortunately the 
fear of American intervention, the fear of more bloodshed 
and war and oppression, is also tied to those four letters. 
The shadow of los Estados Unidos lingers ominously over 
the tiny Centra! American country that has already suf- 
fered so much. 

Despite this, never for a second during my time in 
Nicaragua was I filled with any sense of hopelessness, 
or plagued with frustration over widespread apathy. The 
hope and passion of the people I met filled me with a 
sense of the possibilities not only for Nicaragua but for the 
world as a whole. Instead of wanting to apologize for the 
injustices done upon the nation before I was even born, I 
instead wanted to thank them over and over for their inspi- 
rational sincerity. The culture of Nicaragua is one that has 
evolved out of a revolution, and has created a reality that

The life story of Maria Eugenia 
Vasquez Perdomo had a similar start 
as otherlp/omen born in Colombia 
Jl sdu ring the 1950s. Her childhood was 
Hves that are unremarkable, when compared to 
|jjgk her accomplishments later in life. The 
interrupted direction of Vasquez Perdomo’s life 
pwas drastically altered with her deci- 
' sion to enroll in university; as a student 
of anthropology she was drawn to the 
student radicalism that was burgeon- 
ing in Colombia in the late 1960s and 
1970s. This was a time of world wide 
social upheaval, and Latin America 
was experiencing tumultuous change 
as well; the successful revolution in 
Cuba permeated the consciousness of 
politicos in Colombia and had a direct 
impact on radical groups in several 
countries in the region. Perhaps the dif- 
ference from other areas of the world, 
was that in many Latin American coun- 
tries, armed insurrection was seen as 
the method by which societal change 
was most likely to occur. Colombia’s 
tragic “culture of violence” in all like- 
lihood influenced the revolutionary 
tactics of armed resistance utilized 
by insurgents. Along with many of her 
politically radical university contempo- 
raries of the time, Vasquez Perdomo 
joined a fledgling revolutionary orga- 
nization that, at the time, had little idea 
of the massive change that it would 
bring about in Colombia’s future. 

This group was the M-19. It was a 
guerilla movement born out of general 
frustration with events in Colombia, 
although its militant activism was 
triggered by electoral fraud which 
enabled a dictator to seize power. Not 
only challenging the very ruling class 
of Colombia, because of Vasquez 
Perdomo’s gender, she also con- 
fronted and profoundly influenced the 
male dominated guerilla world with 
which she had become involved. This 
thoughtful, idealistic, committed and 
compassionate revolutionary (who 
could be hard as nails when neces- 
sary) was to become one of the most 
respected leaders of the M-19 guerilla 
movement. 


Vasquez Perdomo was given the 
task of bringing the already active 
M-19 guerilla warfare of rural Colom- 
bia to urban centers. Analysing the 
Sandinasta movement, the group rec- 
ognized the need for a base of massive 
popular support from the people. La 
Negra’s (her alias while active with the 
M-19) years in Bogota were filled with 
clandestine missions such as: pro- 
tecting hidden safe-houses utilized 
by the guerillas, transporting and 
stealing weapons for armed conflict, 
information gathering and broaden- 
ing the support network necessary 
for the survival of the M-19. The life 
of a female guerilla can potentially 
become more complicated than that of 
a male’s, and as La Negra was leading 
the life of an active urban guerilla, she 
had complex personal issues that 
required more time than she was able 
to give them. She gave birth to her son, 
yet her very identity was putting his life 
in jeopardy. In the battle between her 
personal life and her life as a revolu- 
tionary, the revolutionary in her won, 
and she made the decision to send her 
son to live with her mother. This par- 
ticular instance was indicative of her 
selflessness toward her own life, and 
her dedication to the cause of revolu- 
tionary change in Colombia. 

The M-19 started the 1980s with an 
action that attracted international 
attention. Negra and her commando 
unit stormed the Dominican Embassy 
in Bogota and held ambassadors from 
several nations hostage. They took over 
the Embassy with strict military preci- 
sion, relying on their guerilla training, 
and set up what was to be almost a 
month long hostage situation. The aim 
of the mission was twofold; to negoti- 
ate the release of several imprisoned 
M-19 guerillas, and to gain interna- 
tional exposure for the movement and 
the events which had precipitated the 
armed resistance uprising in the nation. 
With the conclusion of the stand-off, 
La Negra and the M-19 comman- 
dos negotiated (with pressure being 
placed on the Colombian government 
from rural M-19 groups escalating 
their guerilla attacks) their success- 
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ful release to Cuba. The release of 
the M-19 political prisoners was 
never achieved, but the second was 
a success. Shortly after the hostage 
mission was resolved, the UN began 
sending international inspectors to 
monitor the human rights abuses and 
government corruption which plagued 
the nation. By the end of the situation 
at the Dominican Embassy, the M-19 
guerillas had entrenched themselves 
in the consciousness of the Colom- 
bian people. The group somewhat 
successfully avoided (government 
controlled) media demonization, 
and were largely seen as they were; 
a revolutionary group fighting for a 
better country for the people. They 
were a vanguard movement yes, but 
had gained immense support after the 
action at the embassy. 

The guerillas were effectively exiled 
from Colombia, but were welcomed in 
Cuba as revolutionary comrades. After 
spending a year in military training in 
Cuba, Vasquez Perdomo and her group 
of guerillas returned to Colombia. They 
landed in the jungles in the north and 
launched an assault against the army, 
in conjunction with several other M-19 
fronts. This was designed to be a large 
scale military offensive on several criti- 
cal fronts. Unfortunately, however, this 
was not unexpected by the Colombian 
army and the short open insurrec- 
tion was crushed ruthlessly. Vasquez 
Perdomo was wounded in the fight- 
ing, and many of her fellow guerillas 
were killed. She was tried by a military 
court, without human rights observ- 
ers present, and defended by an army 
lawyer who effectively did nothing in 
her defense. Inevitably, the sham trial 
worked and she was found guilty. Sen- 
tenced to prison, she faced a fate that 
many of her fellow guerillas faced ; she 
was tortured and left to rot in prison. 

The effect that prison had on 
Vasquez Perdomo was not as the 
state had hoped. Instead of suc- 
cumbing to their society and breaking 
her spirit, her political and personal 
ideals were reinforced, perhaps due 
to the solidarity and camaraderie of 
fellow political prisoners. Once again, 


the strength of her personality and 
her belief in justice and a vision of a 
better society carried her through 
this tribulation in her (extraordinary) 
life. Upon her release from prison a 
few years later, much to the state’s 
chagrin, Vasquez Perdomo became 
part of the M-19 high command, in 
a display of her unrelenting political 
activism. Soon after, she embarked on 
a new mission. The M-19 had decided 
it was necessary to establish even 
more widespread popular support 
movement which was allied with the 
guerilla movement. This time the M-19 
started to work with the poorest seg- 
ments of Colombian society. Peaceful 
negotiations between the Colombian 
government and the political wing of 
the M-19 had begun, and the M-19 
leadership immediately recognized 
the value in strengthening ties with 
the people of the country. La Negra 
traveled between many cities and 
helped organize the slums and poor 
neighborhoods into M-19 allied groups 
who became more autonomous as 
the support network strengthened. 
With the involvement of the guerillas, 
the communities were able to reduce 
robberies, repair roads, mediate dis- 
putes and form soup kitchens. This 
militarization of the urban poor led to 
violent clashes with (government and 
business funded) right wing militias, 
the police and the army. 

It was during this period that the 
government publicly maintained a 
ceasefire, but led a covert campaign 
of assassinations of M-19 leaders and 
supporters (which included a grenade 
attack on Vasquez Perdomo in a cafe). 
It became necessary for Vasquez 
Perdomo to leave Colombia or eventu- 
ally face a fatal assassination attempt. 
She (as well as other high ranking M-19 
guerillas) spent time in Mexico, Cuba 
and finally in Libya in the late 1980’s. 
It was in Libya that La Negra learned 
of the death of her son, which was a 
pivotal event in her life. After 18 years 
as an armed revolutionary, she would 
return to Colombia and eventually 
leave the M-19 organization to resume 
her studies in anthropology and lead 


a life in which she had control. The 
M-19 eventually established a lasting 
cease-fire with the government and 
entered the legitimate political process 
(although with the backing of the M-19 
guerillas as an underlying threat). 

Although Vasquez Perdomo suc- 
cessfully reintegrated into normal 
Colombian society, she has always 



carried her convictions with her. This 
is evident by her current choice of 
profession; she now coordinates an 
NGO project (in conjunction with the 
UN) that assists women and children 
that have been displaced by armed 
conflict. Whether being known as 
Maria Eugenia Vasquez Perdomo or 
La Negra, anthropologist or armed 
revolutionary, she has lived a life of 
extraordinary accomplishment. Her 
dedication, strength of character and 
belief in a better world for all is an 
inspiration to us all. © 
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The Belfry center for social 
and cultural activities is the new 

collectively-run community center in 
South Minneapolis, located at 3753 
Bloomington. It was started up as a 
collaboration between Daybreak anar- 
chist newspaper, the Bat Annex free 
school, and local radical artists. 

Our mission is to have a community 
space where we can bring together all 
our disparate scenes and cliques in 
a way that makes us realize what we 
have in common. 

We make our decisions through 
a directly democratic consensus 
process and are dedicated to practi- 
cal anti-isms and mutual aid. We’re a 
project that functions anarchistically 
without trumpeting the word. It’s also 
in our founding mission statement to 
try to be really friendly to people we 
don’t know, even to babies and old 
people. 

It took months of constant renovation 
for us to turn what was once a trashy 
neglected little storefront with a refrig- 
erator full of unidentifiable rot to a less 
trashy radical space with very little 
(if any) rotten food. We stripped out 
2 layers of stinky carpet, peeled and 
burned off 2 layers of sticky vinyl tile, 
refinished the wood floors, built walls, 
pulled out the dropped down ceilings, 
and knocked other walls down. We 
actually used alot of trash that we tore 
out of the front rooms to soundproof 
the little showspace. So far our events 
have gone really well and we think the 
space looks damn good. We’ve had a 
lot of different people coming through; 
artists, neighbors, great aunts, and 
toddlers (and very few of them have 
fallen through any holes in our floor). 
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As of now we’ve got a committee that 
puts on art shows in the front rooms, 
a little showspace crew, the Bat Annex 
free school including zine and radical 
book libraries, as well as the Daybreak 
office and personal art studios. We 
have a ton of opportunities for people 
to get involved in the projects that 
interest them from making coffee for 
the cranky Daybreak! people to paint- 
ing murals on the garbage room walls. 
The Bat Annex is always looking for 
wingnuts who want to teach classes 
and the gallery is taking submissions 
for monthly shows. And basically 
we’d love any help to get us up and 
running! 


Okay, so what’s next!? 


Right now we’re open Tuesday through 
Friday from 4-8 pm and Saturday from 
11-5 (although our hours will change 
according to how many people are 
willing to volunteer!).

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THE MENSTRUAL TRAMPS 


We must remind ourselves (and 
others) that, while there’s still plenty 
of work to do, struggles to overcome 
(both internally & externally), and ass- 
loads of patriarchy to smash, shit is 
happening right now that makes a 
difference, drawing us closer to over- 
coming this rampant social disease. A 
major goal of C.L.l.T. Fest is to reinforce 
and showcase the accomplishments 
of women in punk, as well as highlight 
our community’s efforts in exercis- 
ing their resistance to inequality. We 
should give recognition to those that 
carry the flag of feminist ideals, even 
as we forge ahead with our seemingly 
daunting task: raising consciousness, 
connecting the dots, & eradicating 
sexism. 

What started as an intangible 
concept of “combating latent inequal- 
ity” transformed quickly into something 
bigger, more in-depth & involved than 
the first annual CLITfest of 2004. 
Instead of 2 evenings of music, there 
were 3. Instead of 2 afternoons of 
workshops tackling vague issues, there 
were 2 solid days of incredibly focused, 
constructive, and often intense conver- 
sations happening among several dozen 
people. Another revision included the 
decision to donate proceeds to four 
DIY, grassroots organization: Tierra 
Viva (Mexican Punks’ Sustainability 


Project); M.U.S.A.S. (Women United 
for Social Alternatives); P.M.S. Media 
(Feminist indie media organization 
focused on women’s issues); and the 
Women’s Prison Book Project. 

An “Opening Night” bash at Pat- 
rick’s Cabaret (the site for the entire 
’04 fest) kick-started CLITfest ’05 with 
films, food and music - and opened up 
a dialogue that would carry through- 
out the duration of the fest. Food 
Not Bombs served up their amazing 
veggie fare and continued to provide 
sustenance to the weary & famished 
all weekend long. A screening of the 
CLITfest ’04 documentary gave folks 
an idea of what to expect in the days 
to come and 2 films were featured 
by P.M.S. Media: 1) Ni Una Mas, an 
emotional recounting of the V-Day 
demonstrations in Juarez, Mexico and 
2) March for Choice, well-edited docu- 
mentation of the March on Washington 
(in defense of women’s reproductive 
rights) in April 2004. We were lucky 
to have the filmmaker, Skunkrising, in 
attendance (she rolled into town having 
no idea that we intended to show her 
films!). It was an asset to have her there 
- she answered questions, led discus- 
sions and even gave us a sneak-peek 
at her work-in-progress, Red Wings, 
dealing with society’s varying opinions 
on menstruation.

ing, and many of us were drained from 
hours of listening, and brainstorming. 
Complex emotions of excitement, 
hope, anger and inspiration seemed to 
be the common theme of the aftermath. 
If everyone was satisfied & happy, we’d 
failed in our mission. I’d like to believe 
that everyone left the workshops 
empowered in some way - pissed off, 
enlightened, psyched - armed with the 
tools to formulate next steps in their 
fight against sexism. 

Late afternoon Saturday & Sunday, 
kids headed to the Triple Rock for more 
bands and cheap grub (if they weren’t 
already stuffed to the gills from the 
FNB lunch spread). The venue was 
brimming with distro tables, banners, & 
punks ready to bounce and thrash and 
pump their fists to their favorite music. 
For 2 nights, the venue belonged to the 
punks... though the Triple Rock was 
truly invaluable in providing sound, 
space, staffing, and security. 

Despite several last-minute cancel- 
lations, the line-up remained stellar. 
And band after band raged. Saturday 
night featured Kursk, Happy Bastards, 
Disrespect, ASS, Witch Hunt, & The 
Profits, followed by an anarcha-punk 
dance party DJ’d by local lady punk 
Abbi. After-parties ignited across the 
city. A few bands even played encores 
in select basements. Sunday’s show 
put Condenada, Against Empire, Gar- 
monbozia, the Knotwells, & I OBJECT 
on stage. Solid, ear-blasting, aggres-

entire building rumble and hum. This 
was indeed a celebration, but these 
musicians had something to say. They 
were not here by accident. Barb, the 
singer of I OBJECT used the platform 
to talk about DIY politics, the dire need 
for all-ages venues/shows, and the 
importance of festivals like this one.

C.L.l.T. test started out early Friday 
night with a Food Not Bombs feast 
and a screening of the P.M.S. Media 
documentaries at Patrick’s Caberet. 
It was fuckin’ grand to roll up into 
Minneapolis, and walk directly into a 
spacious, softly lit, buzzing, theatre/ 
show space place full of alive, alert, 
spunky and punky new faces, with a 
whole week-end ahead to listen, learn, 
compare notes, make strategies, find 
allies, make friends, and check out a 
lot of bands. 

I left behind the hot sticky highway 
and was greeted by Clitty comrades 
whom I hadn’t met yet in person, but 
with whom I have been familiar with 
their work, and they with ours, and 
actually respect and support one 
another. Hell fuckin yeah. Allies. 

The first night was a hot blur of good 
music, and a friendly, mixed-gendered 
crowd. There was no alchohol served 
inside, but plenty of really really drunk 
punks outside sort of doin their own 
hangin out. I met up with an old friend. 
And met up with some new ones. 
Mostly I couldn’t wait to get some 
sleep. I really wanted to be available 
for the workshops in the morning. I 
hadn’t arranged for a place to stay, but 
found a new friend who offered me her 
place as long as I didn’t mind her cats 
crying and maybe pawing my head, 
(she had an admirable collection of 


female-action figures, I mean, like 
none other.) 

Saturday, there were two work- 
shops offered at a time, there were 3 
rounds a day. Workshops ranged from 
1 to 2 hours. 

The facilitators were extremely 
well prepared with hand-outs, years 
of organizing and/or experience in 
collectives, small group activities that 
were hands on helpful, and strategies 
to offer. The workshops were attended 
by 30-50 people, mixed gendered, 
woman majority. The discussions were 
thoughtful, deep, and ground break- 
ing. 

I was psyched for the workshop dis- 
cussing different tactics we can use to 
maintain access to reproductive health 
by Anti Racist Action. They offered 
solid ideas on what we can do. 

By late Saturday afternoon, it had 
been noted that the workshops were 
well attended and were going deep, 
and were successful. It was aslo noted 
that there was virtually no presence of 
anyone who was playing in any of the 
C.L.l.T test bands. There was some 
neutral discussion of why that might 
be. 

There was a group sentiment that 
would be cool bands supported this 
part of the CLITfest and the scene as 
well as the shows. Band folks do hold 
a certain power within the punk scene,

band members would learn a lot from 
attending the workshops and become 
participants in the ongoing conversa- 
tion of combatting sexism. 

One person from Mexico said that 
when he’s been to “conferences” to 
address serious problems, where he 
is from, the people talk and talk for 
several days. And then, at the end there 
is music, and dance, but the emphasis 
is on the conversation and the prob- 
lems that need to be worked out. 

The show on Saturday night was 
at the Triple Rock. There were a lot 
of toughfemmes with fffucking tall 
mohawks. That was real cool, and 
silly. I saw some stuff I am not all that 
accustomed to anymore, as I’ve been 
rollin’ with a queer/ butchie/ androgy- 
nous, really feminist, flat hair possee 
for a while now. 

I saw a lot of macho sweat... every- 
one in the pit wz male, and couple 
shirtless fellas, except one cool gender- 
fuck. The females were sort of bopping 
around in a semi-circle, up and away 
from the physical action, they were into 
it, but just waist up. 

I saw a lot a lot of bullet belts and 
jackets with the arms cut out covered 
in shiney studlery. It was pretty, Sort 
of oddly uniformish. There was drink- 
ing, and not drinking happening. There 
was beans and rice for a dollar fifty, 
there were definately no children, i 
didn’t see any kids around anywhere 
all week-end. [Note: there were in fact 
some younkers at the gig, even some 
second generation punks attending on 
their own volition! I’d guess mostly the 
10 and up set, though. The first year, 
we offered childcare during workshops 
but had only one [ II] taker, and this year 
no-one registered. Successful or not, 
our intent was to be child- or parent- 
friendly, inasmuch as possible. All 
official events were all-ages. -C4B] 

The Triple Rock was very very high 
energy on Saturday night... the place 
was packed. Profane Existence table 
and band tables were happenin. The 
whole sidewalk outside was filled with 
punkrock people. It was a hetero-set, 
just very very straight and the girls 
seemed really used to it. 



A lot of people were really done 
up. I saw one punk-girls hair that was 
swooped up smooth and flawless like 
a barbie. I really wanted to touch her 
hair, to see if it was soft, or hard like a 
mohawk. I definately stared and hadn’t 
been around a hairstyle like that for a 
long time. It was pretty, and silly. 

I liked the scene, I didn’t like it, it 
didn’t matter if I liked it or not, I appre- 
ciated it, but I had to get out of there 
anyway... The show was proper loud 
and punk and shiney and fashiony and 
I like the fashion and the punk but sort 
of felt uncomfortable. Stiff, and inhib- 
ited. In my head. Perhaps tired out from 
the whole day of sorting through some 
deep shit.

My name is Jim Martin; I am from and still live in New Haven, Connecticut. I am currently the 
vocalist for a band called BROKEN. Those of you who know me have heard these stones hundreds of 
times before. Thanks for listening. It was quite an experience in my life. I was a roadie for Nausea 
and lived to tell about it. I wasn’t with Nausea from start to finish but I did witness a good portion 
of their existence. Over the years I have heard good and bad feedback about Nausea. People are 
entitled to their opinions. As everyone knows Nausea was politically outspoken. I guess when you 
do that people are listening to every word and watching every move you make. But I was there 
and I interacted. And no matter what has been said Nausea has a secure place in being D.I.Y. Punk 
legends. I hope this article will give you some insight on what was going on behind the scenes.

This story starts in 1983. I was already deep in the 
world of hardcore punk for about 4 years and was 
getting more involved in setting up gigs. I found there 
was no mystique in accessing hardcore punk bands. All 
you needed was a telephone number. My friends arid 
I booked AGNOSTIC FRONT at Yale University. When 
they showed up it was like a scene out of the film The 
Warriors. They were in this busted up, burned, graffiti- 
covered van. When they rolled out of the van I knew 
they meant business; some of them had heavy gauge 
chains as belts. They were ready to fight. The gig went 
off even though the cops showed up a couple of times. 
Agnostic Front was very pleasant and fair - they were 
adamant that all the bands that played got a cut of 
the door money. They could easily have gotten all the 
money and left unchallenged. I sure didn’t want a chain 
whipped across my face!

A week later I was in New York City to see G.B.FI. and 
Agnostic Front at The Rock Hotel. Roger from A.F. saw 
us outside and got us in through the back door. After 
that it was like, “Welcome to the New York Hardcore 
scene!!” At the time it was like a big family, and I went to 
New York City a lot. I saw so many great bands and gigs: 
KRAUT, REAGAN YOUTH, THE MOB, URBAN WASTE, 
FALSE PROPHETS, BAD BRAINS, THE ABUSED, 
CAUSE FOR ALARM, MURPHY’S LAW, etc. It was also 
a time when many influential bands from other places 
came through New York, like DISCHARGE, BLACK 
FLAG, CRUCIFIX, BROKEN BONES, U.K. SUBS, DEAD 
KENNEDYS and MOTORHEAD. Tompkins Square Park 
was wall-to-wall skinheads. If you walked down Saint 
Mark’s Place on a Saturday “peace” punks were on one 
side of the street and skinheads on the other. Believe 
it or not, there was coexistence above the usual ‘scene’ 
drama. That was until the second half of the 80s. 

In New York, white supremacy groups were infiltrat- 
ing the skinhead scene. Certain extreme factions of 
skinheads started violently rejecting the punks’ leftist 
views by attacking punks and disrupting punk gigs. The 
burgeoning Straight Edge Hardcore scene did not have 
a hate agenda, but their militant views against drink- 
ing, drugs and smoking caused a lot of friction with the 
punks. It seemed the political punk scene in New York 
City was waning. Then along came NAUSEA. 
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! Around this time I became friends 
with John John (then John Guzman), 
Neil, and Vic of Nausea just hanging 
out and drinking around Avenue A and 
Saint Mark’s Place in the East Village. I 
already kind of knew Vic from his time 
in REAGAN YOUTH. I also kind of knew 
Amy because her boyfriend was Roger 
from Agnostic Front. Their roadie at 
the time was the infamous Ralphy Boy 
of DISASSOCIATE. I still hang out with 
w Ralphy from time to time to this day. I

They had released 
a few groundbreaking N.Y.H.C. EPs 
^ ' and in 1988 were preparing to release 
ijjji their first compilation LP, New York City 
FpM Hardcore, The Way It Is. I was excited 
to hear that Jordan and Ray planned to 
ttggj include Nausea on the straight edge- 
dominant compilation. To my dismay, 
they also included the nationalistic skin- 
head band YOUTH DEFENSE LEAGUE, 
who actually thanked notorious racist 
bands SKREWDRIVER and BRUTAL 
ATTACK in the liner notes. Their singer 
went by the name of “Nazi Nick,” and I 
remember controversy over the matter. 
Looking back it illustrated how the New 
York scene was. The Way It Is was The 
Way It Was right on the mark. I believe it 
was Nausea’s vinyl debut. 

In 1989 Tompkins Square Park was 
rapidly becoming a tent city for home- 
less people and the squatter movement 
was coming to a head on the Lower 
East Side. The yuppies had their greedy 
eyes set on the Lower East Side for 
gentrification. New York mayor, David 
Dinkins, was quoted saying, “Homeless 
people are worse than hardened crimi- 
nals.” Since when is not having a place 
to live a crime? What fucking nerve! 
The homeless renamed Tompkins 
Square Park “Dinkinsville.” There were 
more police in the area. Squatters and 
homeless advocates started to mobi- 
lize. One hot summer night busloads 
of riot police showed up. Hundreds 
of riot cops with their badge numbers 
covered proceeded to “clean” the 
park, then attacked just about every- 
one on the surrounding streets. A lot 
of the riot was captured on video and 
made the national news. Being squat- 
ters themselves, bands like Nausea and 
MISSING FOUNDATION were playing 
many benefits for the squatters and 
raising awareness of the Lower East 
Side situation. Nausea’s reputation was 
growing.

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Nausea ended the 80s with another 
lineup change that ended up being the 
definitive Nausea. Vic, John John, and 
Amy remained in the ranks. Al from the 
Minneapolis proto-crust-punk outfit 
MISERY replaced Neil on vocals. Roy 
Boy was on drums. I had met Roy 
Boy a few years earlier when he was 
in YOUTH QUAKE from Pennsylvania. 
Nausea’s sound got metallic, deep, 
tight, and their attack was relentless. 
They were burning up the New York 
tri-state metro area. Upstart anarcho- 
punk zine Profane Existence released 
the Extinction LP. Then Nausea went off 
on their first European tour. When they 
returned they told me they were going to 
Ottawa, Canada to play with 01 POLLOI 
from Scotland at an Anarchists Gather- 
ing. It was to be Oi Polloi’s first North 
American appearance. I caught a flight 
to Ottawa, but I almost didn’t get into 
Canada because the airport customs 
officer thought I was a nazi. He let me 
in after I pulled my jacket from my bag 
and showed him my Nausea “smash 
racism” patch. It was a great weekend 
of drinking and partying. One night we 
went into this pool hall, and the kid who 
was showing us around came in after 


us, telling us to get out immediately. 
When we got outside he told us the 
pool hall belonged to the Grand Wizard 
of The Canadian Ku Klux Klan. Some 
guys came out after us but didn’t chase 
us. We even went cliff diving in front of 
some Canadian government buildings. 
I was preparing to catch my flight home 
and say my goodbyes when Al and John 
John asked if I wanted to be their roadie 
for an upcoming West Coast tour. YES!! 
I was totally flattered.

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The night before our flight to Los 
Angeles I made my way to Staten Island 
to meet the band. Some were living in 
this kind of run down tenement house 
with members of Agnostic Front. The 
yard had a busted old above-ground 
pool and the yard was dog scratched 
and full of pit bulls. I was shocked to 
see that Amy had shaved off her dread- 
locks. She told me she had had smelly 
mold on her scalp so they had to go. Al 
wanted to go to Manhattan for drinks 
and I went with him. We ended up at the 
Alcatraz Bar. We met up with Dan Lilker 
of NUCLEAR ASSUALT and got pretty 
loaded. Our flight was at 6 a.m. We left 
the bar around 2 a.m. and made our 
way down to the ferry terminal to return 
to Staten Island. It was Thanksgiving 
Day 1990. When we rea ched the termi- 
nal we had to walk through this gauntlet 
of cops at the entrance. While waiting 
for the ferry, we noticed these religious 
types giving clothes to the homeless. Al 
started giving the religious people shit

about why they weren’t around giving 
out clothing the rest of the year. One 
pretty large homeless guy was raging 
pissed, and told Al to shut the fuck up! 
The homeless guy escorted the shaken 
religious people out of the terminal. Al 
and I were in this area with the rest of 
the homeless people waiting for the 
ferry when we heard an angry voice 
echo through the terminal, WHERE 
THE FUCK ARE YOU DREAD?!!! Al 
was sporting the dreadlocks. The guy 
appeared in our terminal with his girl- 
friend at his side and attacked Al. Al 
looked like a rag doll in his hands, but 
got a couple punches in. I tried to jump 
in but the girlfriend held me at bay with 
a broken bottle. I was thinking, “Where 
are all those cops we had to walk 
through?” Nowhere in sight! The guy got 
Al by throat and pushed him down on a 
bench. He was fucking strangling him, 
and his girlfriend went to go to cut Al’s 
throat! When she turned away from me 
I had to deck her. Finally a Coast Guard 




guy came down fast from a ceiling hatch 
and helped me get this guy off Al. The 
Coast Guard guy then radioed for the 
cops, who took the homeless guy and 
his girlfriend. We didn’t press charges 
because we needed to get on the ferry 
and make our California flight. During 
the ferry crossing Al thought the other 
homeless people were going to attack 
us and throw us in New York Harbor. 
Al had nice black eye and bruises all 
over his throat. His throat hurt and he 
thought he might not be able to do the 
tour. We got to Staten Island with about 
an hour to catch the flight. It was 5 am 
and a sleepy Roger from A.F. drove us 
to the airport. It smelled like shit in the 
van. I noticed Roger’s jacket sleeve had 
pit bull shit on it. I didn’t say a word. All 
I could think was what a way to start a 
tour! We made the flight. 

Ah! We arrive in sunny Los Angeles. 
The car rental place rented our reserved 
minivan so we had to squeeze into a 
Ford Explorer for an entire West Coast 
tour. We met up with the band we were 
touring with GLYCINE MAX. Infamous 
L.A. punk Raygunn was the guitar 
player and vocalist, who currently plays 
in SCARRED FOR LIFE. On our first 
night out drinking with Raygunn he was 
climbing onto trucks and hanging from 
power lines. Raygunn would prove a 
very interesting character. They were a 
very friendly and hospitable crew. Now 
we were waiting for the tour manager, 
John Spitball from Minneapolis. None 
of us had met him and he booked the 
whole tour. When Spitball showed up 
we were astonished. He was a small, 
baby-faced kid about 17 or 18 years 
old. Immediately Vic, Amy, and John 
John were concerned about how the 
band was going to get paid at the end 
of gigs. What club owner was going to 
take a baby-faced kid seriously? Club 
owners can be quite dodgy. Since I was 
the biggest person in our crew I volun- 
teered to be in charge of retrieving the 
night’s earnings. Spitball later proved to 
a solid kid. He took all of our ragging on 
him and teasing with a smile. He even 
made us burritos from scratch. 

The first gig was at a place called 
Eugene’s in the Pico Rivera section 
of Los Angeles. It was the first club 
I’d been to where club management 
searches the bands. People told me it 
was a gang-infested neighborhood. I 
sort of understood about the search; 
they didn’t know us at all. I remem- 
ber all the people I met were right-on 
punks but looked like L.A. gang-banger 
types with tattoos of British bands like 
CONFLICT, GBH, DISCHARGE, and 
the SUBHUMANS. Early 1990s Los 
Angeles was violent. My guess was the 
L.A. punks had to subdue their looks 
to survive there. The next gig was in

towards us, and the cops came at us, 
guns drawn. I simply said, “The show is 
over; we’re just loading out.” The cops 
left us and cleared kids out of the sur- 
rounding parking lots, and that was that. 
My guess was the nazi skins called the 
cops on the gig after getting thrown out. 
During all of this I remember meeting 
some members of TOTAL CHAOS. I 
remember getting a cheesy vibe off of 
them even back then. 

On the freeway north there were a 
lot of military convoys. I noticed the 
trucks and gear was freshly painted 
sandy brown, heading out in anticipa- 
tion of the first Gulf War. When we got 
to San Francisco the first gig was at 
The Women’s Building with FILTH and 
BLATZ. Dave Dictor from MILLIONS OF 
DEAD COPS was standing out front, 
wearing a Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles 
jacket. The Women’s Building was a 
cool place, a feminist collective that 
was formerly a ballroom. We had a few 
days off in San Francisco, which meant 
we had a few days to get hammered in 


Orange County with FINAL CONFLICT. 
When we got to the venue it was an 
Italian restaurant. People were still 
eating when we came in with the gear. 
The manager said to wait 30 minutes, 
and sure enough the staff removed the 
tables and chairs and set up a stage 
and P.A. We were pretty stoked about 
playing with Final Conflict. They showed 
up looking like bikers; they even had 
Final Conflict biker gang vests. It was 
a departure from their charged up punk 
look from their record pictures. Another 
change - original singer Ron Marti- 
nez wasn’t in the lineup. Final Conflict 
played an awesome set nonetheless! 
Some nazi skins showed up and started 
trouble, but they were quickly ejected. 
When the gig was over and the crowd 
was dissipating, Vic and I were loading 
gear in the back alley. This police heli- 
copter came overhead and shined 
its search light down on us. A voice 
came over a loud speaker telling us 
to put our hands on our heads. Police 
cars came down each end of the alley

ping this guy driving a pickup truck. 
He jumped in the truck and told the 
driver, “Take us to Berkeley.” Bags gave 
us a look and motioned to Vic and me 
to jump in the back. I asked Bags if 
he knew the driver, and he gave me a 
‘yeah, yeah” in a dismissive tone. In the 
back of this pickup, going over the Bay 
Bridge, Vic and I were pretty stunned to 
be involved in what seemed like a car- 
jacking. We pulled up to Gilman Street, 
but Bags didn’t get out of the truck. I 
asked, if he was coming in and he said, 
“I’m not allowed in there. See you later, 
have a good show!” Off he went still 
in the truck. Vic and I let out a nervous 
chuckle of disbelief. There goes Bags 
the gentleman thug! The Gilman Street 
gig was packed. NEUROSIS was on the 
bill. They were fierce! 

On our way to two gigs in Portland, 
Oregon we stayed with Scott from Neu- 
rosis in Ashland, Oregon, a beautiful 
mountain town. In Portland I found out 
that after the last gig in Seattle, Nausea 
was going return to New York City. I was 
to drive the rental back to Los Angeles. 
Raygunn said he would ride back with 
me to L.A. and I could stay with him 
until my flight back to N.Y.C. I was up 
for it. 

The first Portland gig was at a place 
called Pine Street, and it was a great 
crowd. We stayed with people from 
RESIST in a pretty scary neighborhood. 
A block from their house I saw a police 
crime scene with a dead guy on some- 
body’s lawn. Kelly from Resist went on 
to play in DEFIANCE and SEVERED 
HEAD OF STATE in later years. The 
next gig was at the famous Satyricon 
Club. Before the gig, girls were passing 
out fliers to warn about a “date rapist” 
prowling their local punk scene. The 
guy on the flier was a charged-up, studs 
and leather punk. The flier also listed 
accounts of him attacking local home- 
less people. The girls distributing this 
information were very sincere and pas- 
sionate about this matter. Two of their 
friends had been raped. Amy took keen 
interest and talked with the girls for a 
while. Well about 30 minutes before 
Nausea were due on stage; we heard 
this guy was in the packed crowd, so 
we kept an eye open for this scumbag. 

I wondered why their scene wasn’t 
ostracizing this asshole. I figured I’d 
look out into the crowd and see this guy 
getting his ass kicked; it’s what would 
have happened back out east. Amy was 
freaking out because she didn’t want to 
take the stage with a known rapist in 
the crowd. Al and I promised her that 
right after the set we would I.D. him and 
beat the shit out of him outside. What 
the fuck? Why not kick his ass? We only

His looks were 
a little different than his picture and he 
had a few friends with him. I moved in 
real close to get a good look at him. I 
had the advantage of being a stranger; 
at this point he didn’t feel endangered 
by my presence. Zooty the roadie for 
GLYCINE MAX came up beside me 
while I was sizing up the rapist and his 
crew and told me he was in. NAUSEA’S 
set ended with Al and Roy Boy coming 
right off the stage toward me. All of us 
started crowding around their crew, and 
they picked up on our vibe and headed 
out the door. As we followed them up 
the block, taunting them, they started 
to run. One guy took out a cell phone 
which I grabbed and threw across the 



street. Zooty went after one guy who 
had a cane. Zooty kicked his ass but 
got whacked a few times with that cane. 
The rapist went down after getting his 
face punched. While he was down, all 
of us were kicking him, more or less 
telling him that’s what rapists get. None 
of his friends interfered at this point. 
He got up and staggered off, not even 
trying to deny he was a rapist. We went 
back to the club and reported to Amy, 
then the bloodied and busted up rapist 
came back into the club with the police. 
He hadn’t picked us out of the thin- 
ning crowd. Zooty and I quickly sat at

boxes in a row. We ran and hid in a park 
until the police cars stopped looking for 
us. I was pissed off! I just bailed this guy 
out of jail! Now I had less than 24 hours 
to catch my flight in Los Angeles. 

Somehow I woke up a few hours later 
hung over. But we got the hell out of 
S.F. On the highway leaving San Fran- 
cisco I almost smashed into a police 
car in this weird merge. The cop pulled 
me over, and I’m thinking, here we 
go again! I apologized for my erratic 
driving maneuver; I’m late for a flight, I 
explain. She let us go. I couldn’t believe 
it! She must have thought my flight 
was out of San Francisco. Forward to 
Los Angeles! As we approached Los 
Angeles, Raygunn was still trying to 
determine how to pay me back the bail 
money before my flight the next day. He 
had me pull off the highway in some 
suburb, saying he knew this guy from 
when CONFLICT played in L.A. back in 
the 80s. We pulled up to some house 
and I followed Raygunn in. Nobody was 
home and didn’t look like any punks 
lived there. I got a feeling I just broke 
into this house with Raygunn! I said, 
fuck this! I’m out of here! Let’s go! And 
Raygunn followed me out. I didn’t even 
want to talk about it. As soon as we got 
to Raygunn’s house in L.A. he got on 
the phone, got the money and took me 
out for dinner. I didn’t hold any grudge 
against him. I’m back off to the east 
coast. 


a table, removed our hats and jackets 
and started drinking some unfinished 
drinks left on the table, to make it look 
like we’d been there awhile. The cops 
and rapist walked right by us. Our blind 
luck, it worked ! ! Zooty thought he broke 
his arm, which was definitely swollen. 
But after icing Zooty’s arm all night the 
swelling went down and it was sore but 
ok. Years later I heard the rapist was 
shot and killed while attacking a home- 
less man who had a zip gun. Talk about 
fucking karma! 

Seattle was a cool-looking city. The 
whole “grunge” scene hadn’t broken 
open yet but was about to. The last gig 
on this mini tour was at this place called 
the O.K. Hotel. Seattle locals SUBVERT 
were on the bill. I noticed a lot of junkies 
around the neighborhood. The gig was 
well received. We partied with Subvert 
all night, and at dawn I took the band to 
the airport for their flight to New York. 
Then Raygunn and I started our long 
drive back to L.A. We stopped in Cres- 
cent City, California to eat at a Denny’s 
Restaurant. It was a small town and 
people were put off by our looks (the 
story of my life!). As we left, the cops 
pulled us over because we didn’t look 
like guys who would be driving a new 
Ford Explorer. I explained it was a 
rental. My license had expired and Ron 
“Raygunn” Sweeney had an outstanding 
warrant for arrest out of Los Angeles. 
The Explorer got towed and Raygunn 
was arrested. The cops made me walk 
3 miles at night in a town I didn’t know 
to the Police station. It took two hours, 
but I bailed Raygunn out for $300. Then 
we had to walk 4 miles to pay to get 
the Explorer out of the tow yard. I was 
exhausted. I drove through two more 
towns and got a cheap hotel. 

On our way back to San Francisco, 
Raygunn was trying to figure out how 
to pay me back the bail money before 
I flew home, in less than 2 days. We 
stopped in Areata to look for people he 
knows, but didn’t find anyone. In S.F. 
we stayed with some of my friends, who 
took us to this off-the-wall party. We got 
pretty fucked up and on the way back 
to crash out, Raygunn pulled like 6 fire- 




After a good bitching out and a ticket, 
we got a tow to gas station where they 
fixed the van, which was not pretty but 
drivable. There was no way we’d make 
it to Toronto, so the gig was cancelled. 
I called Roger to apologize for the van 
damage. Roger explained it was okay, 
they had insurance. I still felt like a turd; 
it was my fault. We still had the GRIND 
CRUSHER dates so we headed to New 
England, stopping at my place in New 
Haven on the way to Providence. I 
cooked everybody a meal and got the 
band drunk. It was the least I could for 
fucking up Toronto. 

In Providence we met up with our 
friend Rob Phelps from the band THE 
WURST. Nausea was pretty psyched 
about getting a slot on the GRIND 
CRUSHER tour. The tour consisted of 
NAPALM DEATH, GODFLESH, and 
NOCTURNUS. Nausea was to open on 
the next 2 dates. At the time Napalm 
Death was highly acclaimed in the 
music press and there was much hype 
behind this tour. Because Napalm 
Death and Godflesh had deep roots in 
the U.K. punk scene Nausea trusted 
that everything would go smoothly on 
these dates. When we got to Club Baby 
Head we saw these huge tour buses on 
the street. I had a sense that Nausea 
was heading into uncharted waters. 
This was hardly a D.I.Y. atmosphere. 
The Grind Crusher tour managers were 
these older British fast-talking tour vets 
holding briefcases. They pretty much 
talked down to us the whole time in a 


I came to New York for a gig, after 
which I would drive them 9 to 10 hours 
to Toronto. After that gig, we would 
drive 13 straight hours for 2 dates on 
the EARACHE RECORDS GRIND 
CRUSHER TOUR in Providence and 
Boston. I was up for it and Agnostic 
Front loaned us their van. I didn’t drink 
a drop of alcohol all night in anticipa- 
tion of my long drive to Toronto. The 
sun was coming up when we finally 
left N.Y.C. Later, when everyone was 
sleeping, I was about halfway through 
upstate New York when an ice storm 
struck. The van started sliding down 
this hillside; I had no control. I hit the 
side of another car and came to a stop 
before hitting the guardrail. No one 
was hurt. The van fender was kind of 
fucked up, and I couldn’t drive it, so 
we required a tow. The New York State 
police came, and a trooper had me sit 
in his car and tell my story. My driver’s 
license was still expired from the time 
in California. Yeah, I admit, I was lazy 
and didn’t get around to renewing my 
license. He was pretty angry and made 
me wait outside his car in the ice storm 
while he ran my I.D. I was freezing!

A 
few of them stood up visibly upset and 
pushed their way through us to get 
off the bus. We can hear them mother 
fucking us outside. Whatever! We are 
drinking their beer! On their bus! One 
of the Nocturnus members who stayed 
and hung out with us explained he had 
never seen a band with conviction like 
Nausea. Then he explained Nocturnus 
to us, “What do we know? We’re from 
Florida, we sing about comic book shit 
like aliens attacking the Earth.” That 
was a good laugh! It then comes up in 
conversation that the bands sleep in 
the buses and the road managers get 
to sleep in the hotels. What a bunch of 
big business bullshit! Al and Amy tried 
to get Justin from Godflesh to ride with 
us to Boston the next day. Then a road 
manager told us Justin was not allowed 
to leave the tour group to ride with us.

They were based out of Amster- 
dam. Syd had been Nausea’s tour 
manager on their first European tour a 
year earlier, and I was told everything 
went well. At the time Syd and Lorelei 
were bringing over many American 
hardcore bands like Agnostic Front and 
Youth of Today, setting up their Euro- 
pean tours. I had met Syd many years 
before when I booked The Cheetah 
Chrome Motherfuckers in Connecti- 
cut on their 1986 U.S. tour. I kept in 


set Syd used duct tape to cover all 
brand logos on the back line gear. I 
asked why and he said, “they are filming 
why should we give these companies 
free advertising?” I didn’t disagree, but 
I thought it was a bit excessive. 

The next day we returned to Amster- 
dam, and at Syd’s house heard the 
legendary Johnny Thunders had died 
of an overdose. I mentioned I was a 
fan, and Syd got in my face and went 
on about how Johnny Thunders was 
nothing but a junkie. Meanwhile, Syd’s 
house was a shrine to cult, self-admit- 
ted drug addict author WILLIAM S. 
BURROUGHS. There was even a photo 
of Syd with Burroughs at some seminar 
he paid to attend. What a hypocrite, I 
thought. I told Syd, “Burroughs is 
nothing but a junkie,” and he gave me 
this pissed off look and had nothing to 
more to say. This was the first of many 
stupid arguments Syd initiated with me 
on this tour.

4/29/91 Back to Amsterdam Syd 
picks up THE RADICTS, our friends 
from New York, who arrive, drunk and 
very jet-lagged. Syd has left to tour with 
The Radicts, who we’ll meet up with in 
various spots on the tour. Lorelei travels 
with us to Berlin. Along the ride I get to 
know Lorelei a little bit better; she is not 
a pleasant person. She criticizes every- 
one, and is one of those Americans who 
pretend to be Canadian when the odds 
are against her. I’m no patriotic American 
but I found her attitude gutless. You are 
what you are. Ten hours later we arrived 
in Berlin in the middle of the night with 
nowhere to stay. At 3 a.m. we found a 
friend of Syd’s to let us crash. 


4/26/91 Leiden, Netherlands At the 

Breehuis youth center. I am totally blown 
away by these youth centers. The Dutch 
government allots money for the building, 
sound system, food and beer. This would 
never happen in the States. 

4/27/91 Alkmaar, Netherlands Our 
show took place at the Parkhof, with 
GORILLA BISCUITS. This was a pecu- 
liar gig because both Nausea and Gorilla 
Biscuits are from New York City, but would 
never consider sharing a bill in N.Y.C. They 
appeared together on the aforementioned 
Revelation compilation LP New York City 
Hardcore, The Way It Is, but at this time 
in New York the scene division was huge 
between political punk and straight-edge 
hardcore.

5/1/91 Berlin, Germany I’m stoked 
and excited for May Day. There are thou- 
sands of people in the streets. I go with 
Syd to the demonstration. We didn’t 
feel like waiting for everyone else. The 
Polizei (police) search us entering this 
park that is the rally point for the dem- 
onstration. When we get inside there 
were thousands of representatives of 
every leftist political organization you 
can think of - Maoist Communists, 
Feminist Anarchists, Gays, Palestin- 
ians, etc. There were many banners and 
flags everywhere. The Maoists had this 
huge red balloon with a banner of Mao 
hanging from it. A van was making its 
way through the crowd and these guys 
wearing ski masks jumped out of the 
van with pistols. I was looking for cover 
with everyone else. They weren’t real 
guns they were BB guns and they shot 
down the Mao balloon! At the same 
time everywhere that there were red 
flags were replaced with black flags. 
The Anarchists had arrived. It was a 
stunning transfer of power.

The march 
comes to a halt and the crowd is amass- 
ing in this Polizei-controlled area. For 
a half an hour we were at a stand still. 
Then the Polizei launch tear gas and 
charge in at all of us! Syd yells at me 
“throw bricks!” People are prying up 
bricks from the sidewalks, with which 
they shower the Polizei. Those cops 
were getting fucked up! I never saw 
anything like it. The Polizei launch more 
tear gas at us, and the crowd retreats 
quickly in a panicked state. A guy in 
front of me falls over a garbage can and 
I fall over him hitting the ground. Thank- 
fully strangers assist me to my feet so 
that I don’t get trampled in the stam- 
pede. I lost Syd in the chaos. I run down 
a side street. I see an old man with an 
oven mitt throw a tear gas canister back 
at the Polizei.

5/05/91 Kiel, Germany A small 
harbor city. We play the Alte Meirerei 
with The Radicts. Walking around Kiel 
we realize that is a pretty boring town. 
Infamous Euro Traveler-band 2000 
DIRTY SQUATTERS crashes the gig 
and get on the bill. 2000 D.S. have 
a huge bus and dogs. They are like 


pirates. After the gig we show 2000 D.S. 
how to play poker for beer. 

5/06/91 Travel to Frederickshavn, 
Denmark We leave Kiel, Germany in 
the middle of the night in order to catch 
a ship to Sweden to eventually get to 
our next gig in Oslo, Norway. We get 
into Denmark and we are low on gas 
and nothing is open in the pre-dawn 
hours. I find a gas station and decide 
to wait until it opens. We could have run 
out of gas looking for somewhere else. 
Then Lorelei realizes that we have no 
Danish currency to buy gas. Waiting for 
fuel is making us late for our boat. The 
tension thickens. Syd and Lorelei go out 
of their way to criticize other European 





tour manager’s lack of professionalism. 
Well in our eyes that just blew up in her 
face. It was their responsibility to iron 
out these kinds of details. Amy finds a 
busload of off duty tourist Polish cops 
who exchange currency with us. The 
gas station opens, we fill up, and we 
are off. 

5/7/91 Frederickshavn, Denmark/ 
Gotenburg, Sweden/ Oslo, Norway 

we make it to the rather large ship. 
The ship is full of geriatric Nazis who 
despise the looks of us. Some old guy 
yells at John John and me while we were 
shaving in the men’s room. When we 
arrive in Gotenburg, we are greeted by 
Swedish customs agents who search 
the van for narcotics. They march us 
away from the van into another room. 

I ask Lorelei where the briefcase with 
our money is. She left it in the van! I 
run back to the van and grab the case 
with agent’s right behind me and visibly 
upset. I told them they can look in it but 
it stays with me it has all our money. 
This one agent tells me to relax and that 
no one was going to steal our money. 
“That would never happen in Sweden,” 
the agent explains. “I’ve never been to 
Sweden,” I reply. Then we are marched 
off for a strip search. Males went one 
way and females the other way. They 
lined us up and made us drop our pants 
and lift up our balls. Al was struggling to 


get his pants undone. An agent walks 
over to Al and asks what the problem is? 
Al replies, “I’ve got layers.” The agent 
repels from Al thinking he has got some 
kind of disease. “Vat is dis layers?” the 
agent asks. Al says “I’ve 2 pairs of pants 
on; its fucking cold here.” The rest of us 
who were holding up our balls busted 
up laughing. At the same time we can 
hear the female agents over the parti- 
tion, in astonishment, looking at Amy’s 
genital piercings. You are all free to go. 

Oslo, Norway we arrive at The Blitz, a 
punk club with an international reputa- 
tion. On tonight’s bill is the extremely 
legendary DISORDER. Disorder had 
transplanted here from England years 
before. Taff was the only semi original 
member in the line up. It was still an 
honor for Nausea to play with them. It 
was a fun gig. The Blitz took good care 
of us. 

5/8/91 Oslo, Norway A day off in 

Oslo. Victor and I explore the city all 
day. It is gorgeous. We saw about 25 
uniformed fascists hanging out in a beer 
garden inside of a shopping mall. We 
make faces at them. Back to Sweden 
to catch the boat back to Denmark. We 
went to sleep under tables on the floor 
of a closed cafeteria and woke up to 
terrified families eating above us. 

5/9/91 Copenhagen, Denmark 
The gig is at The Ungdomshuset Squat.

5/10/91 Berlin, Germany Back 
to Berlin.

No one 
wants to be near Lorelei. Lorelei is on 
the defensive without Syd. The gig is 
at The Ex in Berlin. It is packed and I 
sell 47 t-shirts in 20 minutes. After- 
wards we go to this cool club and see 
the band JINGO DE LUNCH and drink 
until dawn. 

5/11/91 Bremen, Germany We 

arrive at The Schlacthof youth Center. 
On the Bill is SEEING RED and a 
band with former members of SO 
MUCH HATE from Norway [STENGT 
D’OR? —Dan]. Nothing really eventful 
happens except that Lorelei is going 
out of her way to make us miser- 
able. She is giving us disinformation 
on such matters as money and travel 
plans. She is a disorganized paranoid. 
It seems like she is on the phone 
with Syd every chance she gets. The 
tension thickens further.

5/12/91 Potsdam, Germany 

This is Nausea’s first gig in the East. 
People have been telling us about Nazi 
Skinhead problems here. So we are 
in a defensive mood. Potsdam is very 
dreary looking. Many buildings are 
still damaged and strafed from World 
War II. Potsdam is a ghost town. When 
The Wall came down everyone from 
here took off to go see The West. The 
only people in the city are a handful 
of cops and a Soviet garrison. The 
Fabrik Squat is in a dusty old factory. 
The room we ate dinner in still had a 
calendar on the wall from 1927 and 
there were gasoline cans with swas- 
tikas on them. This place was like a 
time machine. The hall itself served as 
an air raid shelter during the war. After 
the gig we go back to Berlin to meet 
up with Syd and The Radicts. When 
we meet up with Syd we are left to 
fend for our own accommodations as 
if it was some kind of punishment for 
not getting along with Lorelei. What a 
couple of shitty tour managers. What a 
couple of manipulative snobs!! 

5/13/91 Wroclaw, Poland Off 
to Poland with the Radicts. Lorelei is 
fully aware that we loathe her. Lorelei 
rides with The Radicts and have 
Syd’s brother Stephano driving them 
and Syd rides with us. Syd is raging 
pissed at us and is combative with us. 
As we approach the Polish border we 
can see several fires. Soviet troops are 
burning stuff in the fields. There was 
black smoke billowing into the blue 
sky. The roads are in bad condition 
in Poland. I’m driving the van and Syd 
is being a total backseat driver. He is 
truly getting under my skin. I wanted 
to haul off and punch his face in. But 
then I have the sense that he is baiting 
me. At a truck stop I tell him to get off 
my back, “If you don’t like the way I 
drive then why don’t you drive?” He 
replies in a real smug tone, “I don’t 
know how to drive.” What a fucker. I 
go ride in The Radicts van. 


When we arrive in Wroclaw the city 
is smoky, sooty and blackened from 
coal burning factories. We meet the 
promoter Arek. Arek gets in the van to 
guide us to his house. On the way to 
Arek’s house he tells us to feel sorry for 
the poor Polish people. He also tells us 
to watch out for corrupt police and to 
watch for armed soldiers wandering 
the countryside that haven’t been paid 
in months and who rob people. 

Well wouldn’t you know it? A few 
minutes later we get pulled over by 
a Polish motorcycle cop demanding 
we pay a fine on the spot. Arek told 
him we weren’t going to pay and he 
drove off. Arek’s place is in a decrepit 
tower block. When we get in to his 
apartment it is very modern with a 
better stereo than most people have 
in America. We eat dinner and all of 
the Nausea crew goes outside to the 
van and have a meeting on the Syd 
and Lorelei problem. 

After a long meeting with nothing 
resolved this man who was drunk 
walked up to the van. He wants to 
have a drink with us to celebrate his 
new car. It took him 7 years of saving 
to buy it. We can’t speak each other’s 
languages but we communicate. The 
only catch was that we had to buy the 
vodka. To obtain the vodka it was like 
buying illegal drugs. I had the money 
so I went with the guy. We walk a 
couple of blocks to an apartment 
building and knock on a door. This fat 
lady lets us in and takes 2 bottles of 
vodka out of a cabinet. I give her the 
money and she takes the bottles and

~every time bs^ethem cjet away with this outrageous farce. 
Each- time they <5et away with ‘it, Jt becomes more and 
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more a part of our accepted politi- 
cal language. This is why I think it’s 
so important to expose the charade 
now before it becomes integral with 
the right-wing movement. 

Opposing a women’s right to 
choose does not make a person 
a champion of the “culture of life”, 
as the right-wing would have us all 
believe. This is the biggest claim to 
contributing to a “culture of life” but 
it doesn’t have any validity and it 
sure doesn’t hold any consistency in 
their overall philosophy. If the Chris- 
tian extremist movement, which is 
pulling the strings of the Republican 
party, was really concerned with 
protecting life then they wouldn’t be 
so opposed to sex education; they 
wouldn’t be so opposed to making 
the morning after pill available to rape 
victims; they wouldn’t be so opposed 
to birth control for unmarried women; 
they wouldn’t be so opposed to other 
forms of birth control made available 
to teenagers and young adults; they 
would instead seek out practical and 
effective ways of cutting down on 
the abortion rate instead of enacting 
policies that have caused the abor- 
tion rate to increase. And if their fight 
were really about protecting life then 
they wouldn’t be so intent on stripping 


women of their rights when there are 
all of these worthwhile ways to reduce 
the abortion rate. But again, their aim 
is not to protect the life of a fetus but 
to ultimately keep women subservient 
to men, like the hierarchy in their reli- 
gious dogma demands. 

We see religion trample personal 
rights everyday in our society. One of 
the best examples was the interfer- 
ing in the case of Terri Schiavo, the 
brain-dead woman that was caught 
in between a national debate over the 
“culture of life” and the right to die. Terri 
Schiavo had been artificially kept alive 
for 15 years while she had, according 
to her doctors, no chance of recovery. 
This brain-dead woman was caught 


in the middle of a political circus that 
began because of a dispute between 
her husband, Michael Schiavo, and 
her parents, the Schindlers, over 
whether she would have wanted to be 
kept alive artificially. Terri Schiavo suf- 
fered monumental brain damage back 
in 1990 after her heart temporarily 
stopped beating. Terri apparently suf- 
fered from an eating disorder, bulimia, 
which can cause a sudden dehy- 


dration of the body that causes an 
imbalance in electrolytes, and partic- 
ularly potassium. When that happens, 
it can cause irregularities in the elec- 
trical signal, so it can cause the heart 
to stop beating. This is pretty rare but 
that is reportedly what happened to 
Terri Schiavo. 

The Christian right and the Republi- 
can controlled congress couldn’t wait 
to turn Terri Schiavo into a rallying call 
for the “culture of life” movement. They 
shamelessly exploited this brain dead 
woman to try to further their cause, 
charging liberals with “cold-blooded, 
anti-life, uncompassionate principles” 
as the contrast to their “life-respecting, 
compassionate, loving” principles. 


Tom Delay helped to lead the 
congressional efforts to keep Terri 
Schiavo alive without acknowledg- 
ing the double standard of his own 
family right-to-die experience. In 
1988 Delay’s father, Charles Delay, 
was severely injured in an accident. 
Charles Delay, along with his brother 
and their wives were trying out a tram 
they had built to take them up and 
down a slope from their house to the 
lake. The tram jumped off the tracks 
and Charles Delay was thrown head- 
first into a tree, he suffered multiple 
injuries, including a brain hemorrhage. 
Doctors advised the Delay family that 
Charles would “basically be a veg- 
etable.” Charles’ wife, Maxine Delay 
said, “There was no chance he was 
ever coming back. There was no 
point even really talking about it. Tom 
knew, we all knew, his father wouldn’t 
have wanted to live that way.” So as 
Charles Delay’s vital organs began 
failing, Tom Delay and the rest of his 
family, chose not to connect him to a 
dialysis machine or to take any other 
measures to try and prolong his life. 
Charles died less than a month after 
his accident, showing no signs of 
being conscious. 

Like Schiavo, Charles Delay didn’t 
have a living will but had supposedly 
expressed his wish to others that he 
would not want to be kept alive by arti- 
ficial means. Tom Delay had no problem 
respecting his fathers supposed wishes 
to not be kept alive in a vegetative state 


How is it that the party that has exploited September 11th 
for political gain, invaded two countries and murdered 
more than a hundred thousand civilians can be seen 
as embracing life? ...not even their opposing party, 
the Democrats, will point out their hypocrisy. 
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but in the case of Schiavo, Tom Delay’s 
political agenda outweighed the wishes 
of Schiavo’s husband, her doctors and 
repeated court rulings and most impor- 
tantly, the supposed wishes of Terri 
Schiavo herself. Charles Delay, in Tom 
Delay’s mind, deserved and received 
his wish to not be kept alive, to die 
with dignity. Terri Schiavo on the other 
hand served a political purpose, and 
that purpose was to pander to the so- 
called “pro-life” Christian right. It is this 
same blatant disregard to Terri Schiavos’ 
wishes by the Christian right in order 


to politically gain from her exploitation 
so Schiavo was kept alive, against her 
wishes, and exploited for fifteen years; 
held as a rallying cry for the Christian 
movement. They exploited her tragic 
case to show how much they suppos- 
edly “value life”, any and all life. It was in 
reality a well-planned springboard to the 
anti-abortion argument and they made it 
their top priority to capitalize as much as 
possible on the media feeding frenzy. 

Congress actually reassembled in 
a special session to intervene in the 
Schiavo case, playing up the drama 


of how much the Republican Party 
values life. George W. Bush rushed 
back to Washington, cutting his vaca- 
tion short, to come to Terri Schiavo’s 
aid: to rush back to Washington to sign 
the legislation and come to the aid of a 
defenseless woman that her husband, 
her doctors, liberals and activist judges 
were trying to murder. This is the tone 
that was set in congress and throughout 
the nation by the right wing extremists; 
I’m not exaggerating about this. This 
tone was being set in order for these 
members of the right wing to politi- 
cally profit from one family’s personal 
tragedy. Tom Delay accused Schiavo’s 
husband and the courts of “an act of 
barbarism.” 

Threatening judges was another 
interesting aspect of the Terri Schiavo 
case, and members of the right 
wing Christian movement, including 
members of congress, made these 
threats. Pinellas County Circuit Judge 
George Greer, who ruled over the Terri 
Schiavo case and ordered the feeding 
tubes removed, had to be protected 
by armed guards because of the 
numerous death threats that were 
made against him. 
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Tom Delay said, “The time will come 
for the men responsible for this to 
answer for their behavior.” Tom Delay 
sure has some nerve to indirectly 
threaten Judge Greer and Schiavo’s 
husband while he and his family exer- 
cised the exact same right to allow 
his own father his death. Delay’s 
fellow Republican from Texas, Sen. 
John Cornyn wondered if frustration 
against perceived political decisions 
by judges “builds up and builds up to 
the point where some people engage 
in violence, certainly without any 
justification.” Another veiled threat 
directed at right wing political oppo- 
nents. But is this the case with Judge 
Greer? Is he a liberal Judge? An activ- 
ist Judge? Greer is a conservative 
Christian and a longtime Republican 
and has been a member of a South- 
ern Baptist Church for years. Greer 
was asked to leave his church after 
refusing to bow down to the Christian 
right’s pressure that he rule in favor of 
Schiavo’s parents and not remove her 
feeding tubes. “You must know that 
in all likelihood it is this case which 
will define your career and this case 
that you will remember in the waning 
days of life,” Calvary Baptist Pastor 
William Rice wrote to Greer in a letter 
that later became public. “I hope you 
can find a way to side with the angels 
and become an answer to the prayers 
of thousands.” Rice suggested that 
it would be better if Greer leave the 
church after Greer didn’t heed his 
request. Greer had ordered the 
feeding tubes removed three times, 
ruling that Schiavo was in a persistent 
vegetative state and would not want to 
be kept alive artificially and his ruling 
were consistently upheld in appeals 
filed by Schiavo’s parents. Greer also 
stood up to congressional efforts to 
intervene in the case, rejecting an 
attempt by the House of Representa- 
tives to subpoena Terri Schiavo as a 
means to force the reinsertion of her 
feeding tube. Since then, other judges 
have followed in refusing to act under 
a newly crafted federal law allowing 
them to consider the case. The FBI 
arrested a North Carolina man who 
had placed a $50,000 bounty on 
the head of Judge Greer. No doubt 
the man was another member of 


the love-encompassing movement 
of the “culture of life”. Greer is not a 
liberal, not an activist judge by any 
measure but he suffered the same 
ridicule, slander and threats as any 
other person that doesn’t surrender 
to the right wing Christian agenda.

They assailed that Greer was a part of 
the group of activist judges that are 
supposedly threatening our society 
with their liberal leanings. They suc- 
cessfully glossed over the fact that 
Greer was actually a Republican 
and a Conservative Christian so they 
could further exaggerate and exploit 
the Schiavo story as an ongoing 
war between those that value life 
and those that don’t. The right wing 


quickly lambasted Greer and the court 
system in general for failing to side 
with them and keep Schiavo’s feeding 
tubes in, thinking that they could profit 
politically from another claim that they 
were the champions and guardians of 
life while the left wing liberals and pro- 
gressives were out to kill a defenseless 
woman, who they claimed, wanted 
to live. Governor Jeb Bush tried to 
kidnap Terri Schiavo and claim guard- 
ianship over her but his efforts failed 
when the Sheriff’s marshals he sent 
to the hospital to seize Schiavo were 
turned away by local police. Afraid of 
the bad press that might ensue from 
the attempted kidnapping of Schiavo, 
Jeb Bush retreated. The incident was 
hardly mentioned in the press. Others 
members of congress, including New 
Jersey Representative Chris Smith 
argued that Schiavo be labeled as 
“disabled” rather than brain-damaged, 
trying to invoke the comparison that 
removing Schiavo’s feeding tube 
would be like killing mentally retarded 
persons. The comparison was obvi- 
ously grasping at straws and angered 
many advocates of the disabled. 

Sen. Bill Frist, Senate Majority 
leader, took to the floor of the Senate 
and made an impassioned plea for 
government intervention into reinsert- 
ing Schiavo’s feeding tubes to keep 
her alive. Frist’s pleas drew a lot of

attention since, in addition to being 
the Senate Majority leader is also a 
renowned heart and lung surgeon. 
Debating the emergency legislation 
on the Senate floor, Frist questioned 
the diagnosis of the court-appointed 
doctors, referring to video footage 
provided by her family that they 
claimed showed Schiavo responding 
to people around her. “I question it 
based on a review of the video footage. 
... And that footage, to me, depicted 
something very different than persis- 
tent vegetative state,” Frist said. 

Frist would later claim that he 
never made this diagnosis from video 
footage. This was, of course after 
many doctors questioned Frist’s diag- 
nosis and his motives. The autopsy 
that confirmed that Terri Schiavo had 
suffered such sever brain damage, 
consistent with someone in a vegeta- 
tive state didn’t help Frist’s position 
either; and top that off with public 
opinion polls that showed over- 
whelmingly that Americans opposed 
the federal government intervening 
in personal family business. Frist and 
many other Republican members 
of congress misjudged how the 
public would view their efforts in 
the Schiavo case. Most people saw 
their efforts as an unsympathetic 
intrusion, as a cold and calculated 
political tactic rather than the act of 
compassion that they tried so des- 
perately to project. It was painfully 
clear what the right wing “culture of 
life”-screaming political machine was 
after - and it wasn’t saving the life of 
Terri Schiavo. It was after political gain 


while simultaneously painting liberals 
as anti-Christian, anti-compassion 
and anti-life. For once the Ameri- 
can public saw through the charade. 
Public outcry over the obvious exploi- 
tation had the Republicans running 
for cover and ultimately abandoning 
Schiavo to her long delayed fate. The 
public wasn’t only opposed to the 
right wing intervention in this case but 
was outright resentful towards their 
cold-blooded politicking. Once those 
opinion polls came in and these politi- 
cians saw this kind of resentment and 
public scrutiny, they tucked their tails 
between their legs and called it quits. 
Reassessing the situation and viewing 
the political damage done where they 


had confidently expected a political 
victory they left Terri Schiavo to die. I 
guess it’s easy to abandon a defense- 
less woman that liberals are trying to 
kill. Interesting. Although there were 
the few die-hards (no pun intended) 
that refused to acknowledge their 
insincerity to the bitter end (pun 
intended). Faced with the highly pub- 
licized autopsy report that proved that 
Schiavo was incapable of cognitive 
thought, could not feel pain, and was 
blind (which means that the video clip 
of her eyes supposedly following a 
balloon was just a random, coinciden- 
tal movement edited for video) Jeb 
Bush, refusing to admit any error on his 
own behalf, had to find someone else

to hold accountable, a favorite Bush 
family tactic. Who better to attack 
than Terri’s husband, Michael Schiavo. 
Jeb ordered an investigation into the 
incident that caused Terri Schiavo to 
become brain damaged fifteen years 
before, desperately trying to pin a 
murder rap on Michael Schiavo. Jeb 
howled about how Michael Schiavo 
must be hiding something and didn’t 
call for help quickly enough to save 
Terri from brain damage (the same 
brain damage he insisted all along 
that she didn’t have) and how he’d 
get to the bottom of it and make sure 
that justice is served. Jeb quietly, 
without the same intense publicity 
that underscored his exploitation of 
Terri Schiavo, gave up his bloodthirsty 
inquisition of Michael Schiavo when 
he couldn’t find any evidence that 
Michael had done anything wrong. 

And as far as Jeb’s attempted kid- 
napping to claim guardianship over 
her, this was not the first time that 
Jeb has abused his power as Gover- 
nor in regards of guardianship. Jeb 
ordered the Florida Department of 
Children and Families to step in and 
prevent the thirteen-year-old girl, who 
was in state custody, from having an 
abortion. The agency argued that 
the girl was too young and immature 
to decide whether or not to have the 
baby. Apparently they didn’t think 
she was too young and immature to 
have and raise that baby. A circuit 
court judge in Florida ruled against 
Jeb and the Department of Children 
and Families and said the girl was 
competent to decide for herself and 
that such a decision is protected by 
the Florida constitution, as it should 
also be by Roe v. Wade. Jeb’s anti- 
abortion crusade hit an all time low 
when he ordered the appointment of 
a legal guardian to a fetus to prevent 
a severely mentally disabled rape 
victim from receiving an abortion. The 
twenty-two year old woman, living 
in government run care, functioned 
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at about a four or five year old level, 
could not speak and had no family 
and had lived in the state’s care for 
nineteen years. It was in the state’s 
care that this woman was raped and 
became pregnant. Jeb ordered a 
guardian appointed to the woman as 
well as the fetus. “This is truly a hor- 
rible situation, that a woman in the 
care and custody of the state can be 
raped and become pregnant - and 
then to have the governor suggest 
that anything other than this woman’s 
health and needs be taken care of, is 
truly outrageous,” said Randall Mar- 
shall, the legal director of the Florida 
branch of the American Civil Liberties 
Union. Jeb’s biggest concern was to 
keep this poor woman from having an 
abortion and did not take any steps 
whatsoever to investigate who had 
raped this woman while she was in 
the state’s care nor did he consider 
what was best for the woman herself. 

Another group that could care 
less about what’s best for a woman’s 
health compared to the “interests” of 
a fetus or in their case an unfertilized 
egg is Pharmacists For Life. 

This debate about the “culture of 
life” has enveloped every aspect of 
health care, more specifically women’s 
health care. The moral footing that the 
right wing has claimed in the debate 


over abortion has emboldened some 
professionals to deny women services 
based on their own set of standards. 
Pharmacists For Life is one such 
group. Pharmacists For Life was 
founded by Karen Brauer, who was 
fired by a K-Mart pharmacy in Ohio 
for refusing to fill a prescription for 
birth control. As president of Pharma- 
cists For Life, Brauer, fights for what 
she calls “the human right of medical 
professionals to exclude themselves 
from participating in a procedure 
that can stop human life.” Brauer’s 
sentiment is picking up steam in this 
country. More and more pharmacists 
across America are refusing to fill 
prescriptions for birth control and the 
morning after pill. Some pharmacists, 
in the utmost display of arrogance 
have even refused women their pre- 
scriptions for birth control based on 
their moral objections to dispensing 
birth control to an unwed woman. 
This arrogance goes much further 
than the Christian rights anti-abor- 
tion stance; this is someone actually 
forcing their set of religious stan- 
dards onto someone else. Denying a 
woman a prescription, written by her 
doctor, to birth control simply based 
on whether the woman is married or 
not is appalling and absolutely none 
of the pharmacists business. A phar- 
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Some pharmacists, 
in the utmost display of 
arrogance have even 
refused women their 
prescriptions for birth 
control based on their 
moral objections to 
dispensing birth control 
to an unwed woman. 


macist, like a doctor is supposed to 
care for a patient, should only con- 
sider the patients interests and not 
use their position to force-feed their 
religious beliefs and principles onto 
another person. Imagine what our 
society would be like if doctors sud- 
denly refused to treat anyone that held 
a different set of religious ideals than 
themselves. This is the line of thinking 
that Pharmacists For Life is following. 
These pharmacists are putting their 
own set of religious beliefs ahead of 
their patients’ health and interests. 
They’re morally judging women and 
then condemning them based on their 
own biases and refusing them access 
to their prescriptions. Can we get 
any closer to George Orwell’s vision 
of Big Brother than this? And where 
does legislating morality, their opinion 
of morality, all end? What’s next? 


Censoring books, music, art, televi- 
sion and movies that don’t adhere to 
their specific set of religious ideals? 
Not like they haven’t been trying that 
one for centuries. Such arrogance, 
self-righteousness and moral con- 
demnation have absolutely no place in 
a profession that should be based on 
the welfare of a patient. Pharmacists 
as well as doctors are obligated to 
care for their patients, not just those 
who share their religious beliefs but all 
of those in their care. If a pharmacist 
or a doctor can opt out of performing 
their job when they have a moral objec- 
tion, then where do we draw the line? 
Does a Christian doctor have the right 
to decide to not perform CPR on a gay 
patient because they don’t approve of 
their lifestyle? Does a Christian doctor 
have the right to not revive a Muslim 
patient because of moral objections 
to their faith? Does an Atheist doctor 
have the right to treat another Atheist 
before a Christian patient, figuring 
that if the Christian dies they at least 
have that afterlife ahead of them? 
These examples may be a stretch but 


I would argue that allowing members 
of the medical and health care profes- 
sions to put their own religious biases 
above the interests of the patients 
in their care could pave the way for 
these types of scenarios. Can you 
imagine a vegan taking a job at a fast 
food restaurant and then refusing to 
serve someone a burger because it 
conflicts with their ethical beliefs? 
How long do you think that vegan 
would be employed at that fast food 
restaurant? And that’s dealing with 
feeding someone a meal not health 
care, which is obviously a much more 
serious matter. Anyone that doesn’t 
eat meat knows that if you have a 
moral discrepancy with working with 
meat then you don’t take this type of 
job. If you choose to work at place 
like this then you better be prepared 
to handle meat, you wouldn’t assume 
that it’s your right to take this type of 
job and then refuse to handle meat 
based on your moral objections. So 
why is the issue of pharmacists refus- 
ing to fill prescriptions for women 
being seriously debated?

Lourdes Rivera, director of the 
Los Angeles-based National Health 
Law Program, fears that anti-abor- 
tion health providers are going too far. 
“Yes we need to respect individual 
freedom of religion. But at what point 
does it cross the line of not provid- 
ing essential medical care? At what 
point is it malpractice? If someone’s 
beliefs interfere with practicing their 
profession, perhaps they should do 
something else, Rivera said. How can 
anyone seriously argue that a phar- 
macist, having taken a job to dispense 
medications to a patient as prescribed 
by their doctor, has the right to pick 
and choose which prescriptions to fill 
and which to deny? Especially those 
pharmacists that will fill a prescription 
for birth control if a woman is married 
but refuse to fill it if she’s single. How 
exactly is a woman’s marital status 
a factor in a pharmacist’s moral 
decision of whether or not to fill a 
prescription? This shows that these 
pharmacists that would make this 
decision based on marital status, do 
so not because of a moral objection to 
birth control but out of a moral objec- 
tion to an unmarried woman using 


birth control. The last time I checked, a 
woman having sex outside of marriage 
or anyone having sex outside of mar- 
riage doesn’t break any laws. I could 
be mistaken about that though con- 
sidering all the new restrictions to our 
lives that the Bush administration has 
pushed through congress the last five 
years. The goal of pharmacists denying 
unwed women their birth control is to 
humiliate them, to judge them based 
on their own narrow-minded biases 
and then to punish them by not filling 
their prescriptions. To make the point 
to them that their behavior is wrong 
and therefore they will be punished. 
Their goal is disempowering them and 
pushing them down the hierarchy of 
the Christian faith. 


In some cases, pharmacists are 
actually holding prescriptions “hostage”. 
By this I mean that not only are they 
refusing to fill a prescription but they 
also refuse to give it back to the woman 
so that she can have it filled elsewhere. 


Holding a prescription “hostage” 
can have a devastating impact on a 
woman, especially in cases of emer- 
gency contraceptives, like the morning 
after pill, when a woman only has a 
limited time to take it with it still being 
effective. Women are actually being 
forced to become pregnant based 
on these types of actions by pharma- 
cists. Imagine a rape victim seeking 
an emergency contraceptive to avoid 
a pregnancy and not only having that 
prescription denied but having it “high 
jacked” and held “hostage” so that 
she can’t have it filled at another phar- 
macy, because the pharmacist has a 
moral objection. And in doing so the 
woman becomes pregnant. Who is a 
pharmacist to make this decision for 


a woman by holding her prescription 
“hostage”? It’s bad enough to not fill 
the prescription. How dare they? Not 
only is this absolutely disgusting but 
I would suggest that this constitutes 
criminal negligence. I am amazed, not 
only that this is actually happening 
but that there isn’t more of a public 
outcry over this. Have we become so 
apathetic and complacent that we 
actually allow someone else to make 
life decisions for us? Decisions like 
this about women’s health, decisions 
that are made by religious zealots that 
have infiltrated the health care com- 
munity. Decisions that are made by 
anyone and everyone else except for 
the one person that it actually affects, 
the woman herself. 

There are large pharmacy chains 
like CVS and Walgreen’s that have 
enacted policies that are intended to 
avoid a conflict between a pharmacist 
and a patient. This consists of making 
sure another pharmacist is on duty 
that is willing to fill it, or refer a patient 
to another nearby pharmacy that will 
fill the prescription. This is not prac- 
tical though, especially in situations 
when an emergency contraceptive is 
being sought and must be taken within 
72 hours to be effective, or in circum- 
stances when a poor woman may not 
have the money or resources to travel

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around from pharmacy to pharmacy. 
This is also true for women who live 
in rural American where there may 
not be more than one pharmacy. 
And in encountering a judgmental 
pharmacist some women, especially 
young women, may be frightened and 
unsure of themselves and just give up 
to avoid any further humiliation. There 
are also pharmacies that will not force 
their pharmacies to refer a patient to 
another pharmacy or release their 
prescription back to a patient. Karen 
Brauer doesn’t believe that there is an 
obligation to refer rebuffed patients 
to another pharmacy and defends 
the right of pharmacists not only to 
decline to fill prescriptions but also 
to refuse referrals and “highjack” pre- 
scriptions. “Forced referral is stupid. If 
we’re not going to kill a human being, 
we’re not going to help the customer 
go do it somewhere else,” Brauer 
said. “That’s like saying, ‘I don’t kill 
people myself but let me tell you 
about the guy down the street who 
does.’ What’s that saying? ‘I will not 
off your husband, but I know a buddy 
who will?’ It’s the same thing.” 

No, it’s not the same thing and this 
is exactly where our problem lies. 
We’ve allowed these right wing Chris- 
tian extremists in this country to frame 
the debate over a woman’s right to 
choose in their own context and in their 
own language. Language that states 
that abortion is murder, that a woman 
that chooses to have an abortion is not 
exercising her right but is committing 


using emergency contraceptives is, in 
their view, essentially committing 
murder. But they even go beyond their 
own assertions and try to deny women 
birth control. If their claim is that life 
begins at conception then what is the 
problem with birth control? After all 
birth control prevents conception from 
even taking place. Their stand against 
birth control is more about promiscuity 
and about stripping women of their 
sexual freedom, and I say women 
because I don’t see any Christian 
backed effort that targets men’s pro- 
miscuity. In all seriousness the only 
state sponsored effort taken by my 
home state of Pennsylvania to reduce 
the growing pregnancy rates in teenag- 
ers was to have “chastity awareness 
programs” utilizing the cutting edge 
technology of the middle ages with the 
introduction of the chastity belt. Their 
stand against birth control is about 
adhering to the Christian teachings of 
abstinence until marriage, which is why 
marital status is being considered with 
these pharmacists before filling birth 
control prescriptions. This whole 
debate over pharmacists’ rights to 
refuse to fill prescriptions based on 
moral objections is a part of the larger 
debate over religion in our country and 
the supposed separation of church and 
state. This “culture of life” is at the 
center of this debate. Continuously 
referring to this “culture of life” is again 
framing the debate in terms that are 
favorable to them, for if they’re defend- 
ing this “culture of life” then the rest of

murder. They’ve done this extremist 
rhetoric; they’ve done this through lob- 
bying congress and buying political 
allies; they’ve done this by media satu- 
ration and consolidation; they’ve done 
this by rewriting law and referring to a 
fetus as an “unborn child” and they’ve 
done this by sidestepping science and 
medicine to claim that life begins at 
conception. This is why they claim that 


us are trying to destroy life, as they 
would infer. Not only is this a bogus 
argument that we shouldn’t let them 
get away with, but we need to expose 
the baselessness of their claims. The 
reality is that the Christian right defini- 
tion of the “culture of life” - as 
demonstrated by every tactic, and 
every policy enacted under the most 
supportive administration they have 
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ever had - has moved our society 
further away from a true “culture of life.” 
The claim by Pharmacists For Life is 
that they’re out to protect their right not 
to fill prescriptions that they believe are 
killing a baby. In reality their actions 
have directly contributed to an increase 
in abortions; just like abstinence-only 
education has contributed to an 
increase in abortions; just like all of 
their “family-values”, Christian moralist, 
anti-woman actions have contributed 
to an increase in abortions. Don’t count 
on that fact ever being uttered in the 
framework of their “culture of life” argu- 
ments though, denial and ignorance 
fare far better than facts do for their 
agenda. Of course if statistics were 
referred to that show definitively that 
abortions have increased under the 
Bush administration’s Christian 
restructuring of our society there’s no 
doubt in my mind that the accusations 
would start flying, more than they 
already do that is. The Christian right 
would point the finger at everyone else 
to distract attention away from their 
own miserably failed policies. We 
would see them blaming everything 
from music to Hollywood to feminists 
to a lack of Christian values for the rise 
in abortions, when the truth is that the 
teaching of abstinence-only education 
in place of sex education, denying birth 
control, contraceptives and emergency 
contraceptives have left teenagers and 
young adults with less options and 
more ignorant about how to protect 
themselves. The Christian morality, as 
being forced upon this country, is a 
complete and dismal failure. Exactly 
how many more millenniums does 
humanity have to go through before it 
learns history’s lessons about the ills 
of organized religion? These Christian 
extremists that would rather move us 
backwards towards the Middle Ages 
than to admit that their religious teach- 
ings are destructive are now reversing 
all of the advances that humanity has 
made through science and medicine. 
They are destructive and yet they’ve 
been able to creep into every facet of 
our society. They’ve invaded science, 
medicine, education (in teachings and 
historical interpretation), drug treat- 
ment, and of course-government. 
Sometimes these different areas coin- 


cide, like at the FDA (Food and Drug 
Administration). The FDA has become 
highly politicized in the last five years 
under the Bush administration. Dr. 
David Hager, a Bush appointee to the 
FDA advisory panel, has been an out- 
spoken opponent of birth control and 
reproductive rights. Dr. Hager’s minor- 


ity opinion has led to the FDA’s 
repeated decision to deny Plan B 
emergency contraceptive over-the 
counter- status. In doing so the FDA 
has ignored overwhelming recommen- 
dations by it’s own advisory committees 
and extensive evidence that emer- 
gency contraceptives are safe and 
effective for women of all ages. Only 
one other time in the last fifty years has 
the FDA ignored the recommendation 
of it’s own advisory panels. Dr. Hager, 
who wrote a minority opinion claimed 
to write his opinion not from an “evan- 
gelical Christian perspective” but from 
a scientific one, argued that the panel 
had too little information on how easier 
access to emergency contraceptives, 
would affect girls under the age of 
sixteen. The FDA cited a lack of infor- 
mation as cause to reject the 
over-the-counter availability of emer- 
gency contraceptives. Dr. Hager is a 
highly controversial figure with extrem- 
ist views against abortion and 
emergency contraceptives and favors 
abstinence-only education. Dr. Hager 
has claimed that Christians, such as 
himself, are at “war” with people who 
would take faith and values out of 
medical care. Bush appointed Dr. 
Hager to the FDA’s Reproductive 
Health Drugs Advisory Committee in 
2002. Bragging about how his minority 
opinion led to the FDA’s decision to not 
allow Plan B over-the-counter status 
Dr. Hager said, “I argued from a scien- 


tific perspective, and God took that 
information, and he used it through this 
minority report to influence the deci- 
sion. Once again, what Satan meant 
for evil, God turned into good.” Good 
for who? Good for himself? Good for 
Bush? Certainly not for women, who 
should be the ones taken into account 


when the FDA makes these types of 
decisions regarding women’s health 
care. Plan B has been available since 
1999 with a prescription. The manufac- 
turer, Barr Laboratories, applied to the 
FDA in 2003 for permission to sell Plan 
B without prescription arguing that the 
over-the-counter availability would 
reduce the number of abortions from 
unintended pregnancies. Over-the- 
counter availability would indeed help 
to prevent a lot of unintended pregnan- 
cies since it needs to be taken within 
72 hours. Racing against the clock for 
women to get a doctor’s appointment, 
especially poorer women who may not 
be able to afford a doctor’s appoint- 
ment, is a tough feat in a 72 hour period, 
especially if they have to deal with a 
pharmacist like Karen Brauer. In August 
the FDA again refused over-the-counter 
status for Plan B. Again the FDA has 
overruled their own scientists’ deter- 
mination that Plan B could be sold 
safely without a prescription and 
angered their employees by postpon- 
ing indefinitely a decision on whether 
or not to let that happen. FDA Commis- 
sioner Lester Crawford announced that 
while over-the-counter sales to women 
seventeen and older would be safe, 
younger teens would still need a pre- 
scription because of concern over 
whether they could use the drug prop- 
erly, and that the agency didn’t know 
how to enforce an age limit. So they 
didn’t know how to enforce an age limit 


Their concern is to deny women access to 
emergency contraception because they 
view it as abortion, which of course is 
not the case. But when we let a religious 
agenda outweigh scientific evidence this 
is the kind of absurdity we’re left with.

|n age limit, pointing out that it could be enforced like the 
age lirpits on cigarette Sales, since that is the FDA’s sup- 
posed concern. But as we know the age limit is not really 
the FDA or the Christian right’s concern, their concern is 
to deny women access to emergency, contraception 
because they view it as abortion, which of course is not the 
case. But when we let a rSfigious agenda outweigh scientific 
evidence this is the kind of absurdity we’re left with. Out- 
raged by the FDA’s decision, Assistant Commissioner 
Susan Wood resigned in protest. “Jhere’s fairly widespread 
concern about FDA’s credibility” among agency veterans 
as a result Wood told the press. “I have spent the last fifteen 
years working to insure that science informs good health- 
policy decisions. I can no longer serve as staff when 
scientific and clinical evidence, fully evaluated and recom- 
mended by the professional staff here, has been overruled,” 
Wood said. This unprecedented public show of discord for 
the FDA prompted lawmakers to call for congressional 
hearings whether the nation’s top public health agency is 
trumping science and playing politics. I, for one, don’t put 
too much stock in congressional investigations and hear- 
ings. Whatever came of the congressional hearings on 
“intelligence failures” that led us to war with Iraq? Oh yeah, 

I remember, nothing. Well we now have another “intelligence 
failure”, this time by the FDA for placingChristian lobbyists 
above the health and welfare of women. Wood said that the 
final decision over Plan B was not made in the FDA’s usual 
manner but “at the commissioner level. ..where most if not 
all of the professional staff were excluded.” Wood also 
pointed out that the FDA has never before raised questions 
about teen use of other drugs. Talk about hypocrisy, but 
then again hypocrisy is something that’s been embedded 
in the Christian right’s movement. * , 

Another great example of the hypocrisy of the Christian 
right’s “culture of life” is the recent statement made by the 
founder of the Christian Coalition and religious broadcaster, 
Pat Robertson. On the Christian Broadcast Network’s, The 
700 Club, Robertson suggested that American agents 
assassinate the President of Venezuela; Hugo Chavez. 
Chavez has been one of the most outspoken critics of the 
Bush administration and maintains that the Bush admin- 
istration has conspired to topple his government and has 
backed plots to assassinate him. Although he later denied 
it, Robertson did indeed call for the assassination of Chavez 
on the August 22nd broadcast of The 700 Club. Here’s what 
Robertson actually said on his broadcast: 

Then two days later when Robertson’s guest and 
an outspoken critic of Chavez brought up Robertson’s 
qomment about the assassination of Chavez on the Aug. 
24th broadcast Robertson s&id, “Wait a minute, I didn’t say 
‘assassination.’ I said our special forces should, quote, “take 



him out,” and “take him out” can be a 
number of things including kidnapping. 
There are a number of ways to take out 
a dictator from power besides killing 
him. I was misinterpreted by the AP, 
but that happens all the time.” 

So Robertson claimed that he had 
been “misinterpreted by the Associ- 
ated Press”, is he really this stupid or 
does he just assume that the rest of 
us are really this stupid? He denied 
having advocated the political murder 
of a foreign head of state on his nation- 
ally broadcast television show and he 
really thought that he would be able to 
deny having said it and would get away 
with it. He may well have gotten away 
with it, if it wasn’t for media watchdog 
groups like www.mediamatters.org 
who had posted transcripts and video 
footage of Robertson’s call for murder, 
and pressured the Christian Broad- 
cast Network and Robertson to take 
responsibility for his comments. 

Later the same day Robertson 
issued a press release claiming that 
“in my frustration that the U.S. and 
the world are ignoring this threat” he 
“ad-libbed” his call for Chavez’s assas- 
sination and that this wasn’t really 
representative of his true feelings. 
Robertson went back and forth for a 
few days, denying, rationalizing and 
then finally apologizing (because of 
public scrutiny) and explaining why he, 
one of the self-proclaimed leaders of 
the “moral majority” and architects of a 
“culture of life” had called for the assas- 
sination of a foreign head of state. 

Applying more pressure, Ven- 
ezuela slammed Robertson’s call for 
the murder of their President. Vice 
President Jose Vicente Rangel said 
Venezuela was considering legal action 
against Robertson for his statements, 
arguing, “There is a legal measure in 
the United States that condemns and 
punishes statements of this nature,” 
and “It’s a huge hypocrisy to maintain 
this discourse against terrorism and 
at the same time, in the heart of that 
country, there are entirely terrorist 
statements like those.” 

The White House quickly distanced 
itself from Robertson and his com- 
ments, while at the same time refusing 
to condemn them. Sean McCormack, 
spokesman for the State Department 


said that Robertson’s comment was 
“inappropriate” and that “This is not the 
policy of the United States government. 
We do not share his views.” Reluctant 
or maybe even afraid to criticize one 
of Bush’s strongest political allies, “I 
would like to think that people around 
the world would take the comments for 
what they are,” McCormack continued, 
“they’re the expression of one citizen.” 
Secretary of Defense, Donald Rums- 
feld said that the Pentagon isn’t in the 
business of killing foreign leaders but 


also wouldn’t denounce Robertson or 
his comments. “He’s a private citizen. 
Private citizens say all kinds of things 
all the time,” Rumsfeld said. One thing 
that Rumsfeld was right about when he 
says that “Private citizens say all kinds 
of things all the time,” although it may 
have been more accurate to say how 
right wing extremists, considered to 
be respectable “private citizens” make 
threats all the time. This couldn’t be 
more accurate when it comes to Pat 
Robertson, as this wasn’t the first 
time he’s called for the United States 
to murder. Robertson has said in the 
past that we should send agents to 
assassinate Osama bin Laden, Kim 
Jong II and Saddam Hussein. 

Robertson is certainly not alone 
when it comes to the right wing moral 
crusaders calling for the murder of 
others. Syndicated columnist and right 
wing lunatic, Ann Coulter, argued that 
the Monica Lewinsky scandal shouldn’t 
have distracted the national debate to 
whether President Clinton “did it” from 
the more important issue of “whether 
to impeach or assassinate” him. In a 
separate call for bloodshed Coulter 
said, “When contemplating college 
liberals, you really regret once again 
that [American Taliban supporter] John 
Walker [Lindh] is not getting the death 
penalty. We need to execute people 


like John Walker in order to physically 
intimidate liberals, by making them 
realize that they can be killed too. Oth- 
erwise they will turn out to be outright 
traitors.” 

Glen Beck, Clear Channel radio 
host, bragged about his desire to 
kill Michael Moore. On his broadcast 
of the Glen Beck Program he said, 
“Hang on, let me just tell you what 
I’m thinking. I’m thinking about killing 
Michael Moore, and I’m wondering if I 
could kill him myself, or if I would need 


to hire somebody to do it. No, I think 
I could. I think he could be looking 
me in the eye, you know, and I could 
just be choking the life out- is this 
wrong? I stopped wearing my What 
Would Jesus - band - Do, and I’ve 
lost all sense of right and wrong now. 

I used to be able to say, “Yeah, I’d kill 
Michael Moore,” and then I’d see the 
little band: What Would Jesus Do? 
And then I’d realize, ‘Oh, you wouldn’t 
kill Michael Moore. Or at least you 
wouldn’t choke him to death.’ And you 
know, well, I’m not sure.” 

Fox News host of The O’Reilly 
Factor, Bill O’Reilly while arguing that 
the Los Angeles Times editorial board 
(who O’Reilly had felt were wrong in 
their view that detainees at Guan- 
tanamo bay, Cuba have access to 
legal representation) wouldn’t under- 
stand his view until terrorists killed 
their editor Michael Kinsley. Here’s 
O’Reilly’s rant: “I mean, but this is 
what they’re saying. It is just - you just 
sit there, you go, ‘They’ll never get it 
until they grab Michael Kinsley out of 
his little house and they cut his head 
off.’ And maybe when the blade sinks 
in, he’ll go, ‘Perhaps O’Reilly was 
right’.”

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Nationally Syndicated radio host 
Rush Limbaugh showed a little restraint 
when he said, “I tell people don’t kill 
all the liberals. Leave enough around

- living fossils - so we will never forget 
what these people stood for.” Bless his 
compassionate “culture of life” spread- 
ing heart. It’s like Jesus has come back 
and secured himself his own radio talk

show. Speaking of Jesus, one of the 
“culture of life’s” proudest trophies of 
the last few years was Mel Gibson’s 
blockbuster film “The Passion of the 
Christ” which Gibson hoped would 
bring out the very best in people as 
he told Bill O’Reilly on the O’Reilly 
factor. “But hey, as I said before, it’s 
a film that speaks about faith, hope, 
love and forgiveness. That’s the basic 
message. And that’s what we need to 
get back to, I think. And if everybody 
practiced a little more of that, there 
would be a lot less friction in the world.” 
Wow, what a beautiful thought, if only 
everyone practiced a little more love 
and forgiveness, just like Christ and 
his newly found champion, Mel Gibson. 
Of course that forgiveness doesn’t go 
very far if you criticize Gibson’s film 
as New York Times film critic, Frank 
Rich found out.

Now what exactly is going on here 
when those who are aggressively 
perusing a “culture of life” so callously 
call for the murder of those that don’t 
share their views of differ from their 
political leanings?

This argument 
seems to work for a lot of their brain- 
washed masses those who obediently 
follow them, never thinking for them- 
selves or questioning their leaders. 
But for those of us that see through 
all of their bullshit, that question their 
motives, that refuse to accept their 
oppressive ways or stand up to their 
hypocrisies and stand in the way of 
their right wing agendas, all of us 
must be, by extension, enemies of 
God. How convenient is that? I mean, 
really who are you going to listen to, 
those on the side of God or God’s 
enemies? It definitely benefits those 
who claim to be the spokesmen for 
God. Although how credible is that? 
Have you ever heard a politician, or 
a religious leader or even a political 
talk show host to be on the opposite 
side of God? Of course not, it’s this 
moral high ground that is established 
by recruiting God onto your side of the 
political spectrum. And the right wing 
are definitely not shy about their claim 
of having God on their side nor are they 
shy about pointing out God’s enemies 
or threatening us with everything from 
assassination to political attacks and 
slander to violence in the form of an 
act of God to, of course, an eternity of 
burning in hell; their personal favorite 
threat. Isn’t it nice to have God on your 
side? Fear mongering and threats are 
how these right wing lunatics intimi- 
date the masses and consolidate their 
power. But it really is amazing to me 


how people out there really believethat 
this is a moral movement striving for 
a “culture of life”. How can they make 
this claim with a straight face? Their 
intolerance and hate is so transpar- 
ent to me that I’m always blown away 
when I think that there are those that 
actually fall for their charade. Maybe 
it really is nothing more than fear that 
keeps people in line, fear of what they 
don’t understand or can’t see or can’t 
explain. Religion has done a master- 
ful job of keeping people obedient by 
instilling fear since the dawn of history. 
But are these outrageous threats and 
warnings by these lunatics really that 
credible that they are actually believed 
by millions upon millions of people? 
Is it really that credible for Pat Rob- 
ertson to claim that God will punish 
a city for displaying rainbow colored 
flags in support of sexual diversity 
as Robertson threatened? “I would 
warn Orlando that you’re right in the 
way of some serious hurricanes, and 
I don’t think I’d be waving those flags 
in God’s face if I were you. This is not 
a message of hate; this is a message 
of redemption. But a condition like 
this will bring about the destruction 
of your nation. It’ll bring about ter- 
rorist bombs; it’ll bring earthquakes, 
tornadoes and possibly a meteor,” 
Robertson warned. How can anyone 
take these people seriously? Does this 
sound like a rational person making a 
credible statement that should be lis- 
tened to in a respectable way? Does 
this sound like someone that speaks 
for or strives for a “culture of life”; or 
does this sound like fear mongering? 
If Robertson didn’t have a television 
show he’d be babbling these things 
out on some street corner where 
he’d be ridiculed and laughed at by 
people passing by. But because he 
has a television show and a following 
his views are respected. This is abso- 
lutely absurd, anyone who actually 
listens to what Robertson and the rest 
of these people have to say and has 
half a brain knows how ridiculous and 
hypocritical they really are, that they 
undeserving of respect. They prey 
upon people’s insecurities and fears 
for their own personal gain. These 
people should indeed be held up for 
public scrutiny. Their claim that they 
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speak for God or promote God’s will 
or ideals shouldn’t shield them or their 
absurd or hateful views from this scru- 
tiny. In my opinion those who claim to 
hold such moral superiority should 
be held up to an even greater public 
scrutiny, to an even higher standard. 
Those who claim to be so above 
the rest of us in terms of morality 
shouldn’t be accepted at their word 
or at the fear of God. Just look at lie 
after lie, ridiculous statement after 
ridiculous statement and you’ll get a 
sense of how these people operate, 
where their priorities are and how they 
use fear as a weapon. Again, people 
are kept in line by fear, the media is 
kept in line by fear, even George W. 
Bush (who likes to portray himself 
as a tough guy who lives by what he 
believes whether people like it or not) 
is kept in line by fear. That’s precisely 
why the White House distanced itself 
from Robertson’s comments about 
Chavez without actually condemning 
his comments. Bush is afraid to cross 
this powerful Christian group, that’s 
exactly why he panders to them so 
much. That and the votes they win him 
too, of course, but at this point he’s 
already in office and has the luxury of 
not having to concern himself with any 
election-not that he ever did. Bush is 
afraid of taking on such a powerful 
group of people which also represent 
his base support and his only hard- 
core support that continues to stand 
behind his blundering of the war in 
Iraq and the crumbling economy. 
Bush isn’t about to criticize Robert- 
son and risk more political fallout. 
Robertson can feel confident that he 
can continue to make comment after 
crazy comment and not have the 
administration condemn him. And 
making crazy comments is something 
that Robertson has become very well 
acquainted with over the years. 

Following the September 11th 
attacks Robertson said that “God 
almighty is lifting his protection from 
us” because “we have insulted God at 
the highest level of our government,” 
by allowing things like abortion and 
barring school prayer. And in launch- 
ing a 21 -day “prayer offensive” in 
2003 to pray for the justices to leave 
the U.S. Supreme court after it had 


decriminalized sodomy, Robertson 
said, “We ask for miracles in regard 
to the Supreme Court”. He noted 
that one justice was 83 years old and 
that two others had serious ailments. 
Robertson’s lightly veiled threats, 
with his “prayer offensive” called on 
God to take some action and create a 
few openings on the Supreme Court; 
openings that would be filled by Jus- 
tices that wouldn’t condone these 
types of rulings. And how would God 
create these openings? Presumably 
by striking down a few of these aging 
Justices, that is what Robertson was 
calling for. So threatening the lives of 
members of the U.S. Supreme Court 
is now promoting a “culture of life” I 
guess. Robertson also made the claim 
that the threat posed by liberal judges 
is “probably more serious than a few 
bearded terrorists who fly into build- 
ings.” Robertson believes that these 
judges posed “the most serious threat 
America has faced in nearly 400 years 
of history, more serious than al Qaeda, 
more serious than Nazi Germany and 
Japan, more serious than the Civil 
War.” With statements like this Rob- 
ertson doesn’t even have to threaten 
judges himself, just make his extrem- 


ists rants and let his followers do the 
threatening. 

This is what’s been happening in 
this country, the leaders of the “culture 
of life” use extreme rhetoric to make 
their case and to create a climate 
of urgency and hysteria, preying on 
the greatest fears of their followers, 
encouraging them to act, not out 
of commitment but out of fear and 
desperation. This is why they always 
portray themselves as the victims that 
are under attack, so they can have a 
clear conscience when they assault 
our institutions and govern our lives. 

The Christian right push of religion 
into science, medicine and govern- 
mental policies has become a plague 
in this country, not only because it is 
trampling all other secular areas of our 
society, but also because it’s advo- 
cates have been so hypocritical and 
destructive. 

They don’t believe in a “culture 
of life” they believe in a culture that 
improves their lives at the expense 
of the rest of us. Self-interest isn’t a 
quality often associated with pro- 
moting a movement that embodies 
respect, tolerance and compassion, 
but it is in this case, at least that’s 
what they’d have us believe. ©

The Missouri Prison Labor Union (MPLU) is a non-profit 
organization, which was set up to act as a guardian of pris- 
oners civil and human rights. We clearly understand the 
task before us is huge, and we see prisons as an extension 
of a corrupt system gone bad with its lewd behavior, drug 
abuse, economical and political osteracation. We under- 
stand prison has its own code of conduct, ethics, norms, 
social order, social institutions, laws, which for the most 
part is diametrically opposed to our struggle and concerns. 
However, we refuse to party ourselves to the present day 
slave mentality that exists within these prison slave camps. 
So our concept is: “Comrade hold your head up high as we 
charge hell with a bucket of water!” 

1. The MPLU is a prison-based organization. It is a 

vehicle to bring prisoners together to fight against all forms 
of injustice, oppression, repression, forced slave labor, 
abuse, rape, brutality, torture, murder, racism, sexism and 
exploitation which exist in all prisons throughout the land. 

2. We do not confine ourselves to any particular way 
of thought, theory, or ideology. Yet we are organized 
around and on the principles of Liberty, Equality, and 
Solidarity, which are fortified by mutual aid, free association 
and free cooperation. 

3. We are of the mindset that all prisoners are political 
prisoners, so on principal we support all prisoners, and in 
particular those that are fighting for justice, liberation and 
equality. 

4. We will not tolerate actions by a member or members 
that oppresses, represses, abuses, rapes, exploits, or 
is racist, sexist, predatory, or informants, etc. In truth 
such a person can not be a member of the MPLU in or 
out of prison, for the work we do is extremely important, 
and we will not allow our mission to be compromised by 
those whose interests lay elsewhere... We do not concern 
ourselves with the crimes that landed one in prison but we 
do concern ourselves with member’s actions in or out of 
prison. 

5. We do not tolerate any inhumane behavior from 
MPLU members, but on the other hand we will not 
stand idly by and allow our members to be victimized by 
such, for we should stand in complete solidarity with our 
comrades. 

6. As we understand the environments that hold us 
captive it is becoming of each MPLU prison chapter to 
develop measures for defense within their chapter from 
acts of aggression... 

7. We recognize and support the global struggle and 

other politically active groups who are working toward the 
same goals. 

8. In our revolutionary circle, we are dedicated to 
political and social change. We seek to establish a 
chapter in each state and outside of prison. Each MPLU 
chapter must form their own study groups and find ways to 
further advance the movement as a whole in and outside 
prison because we understand that the revolution and the 
revolutionary is a process, which needs to be developed 
together as one. 

9. We do not support the state system or capitalism 
or social control, for we are anti-fascist and anti- 
authoritarian. We are focused and dedicated to the

abolition of capital punishment, prisons, racism and 
sexism. We are opposed to homophobia and all forms of 
discrimination. 

10. We strive to build solidarity between prisoners and 
the working class in the so-called free world. We strive 
to build solidarity with all class struggle revolutionary 
prisoners and to educate all prisoners on the need to 
achieve working-class revolutionary consciousness. 

11 We are not a religious organization, nor do we 
approach the problem at hand with any such concept 
in mind. We organized ourselves with one basic concept 
in mind and that is what we all have in common, and that 
is that we are all prisoners of the state system of social 
control, and we all have the same enemy, and the solution 
to our problems are based upon true solidarity among 
ourselves. (The word common is defined as “something 
shared by all, mutual, relating to the entire community.”) 
12.lt is becoming for all members to attend all active 
MPLU functions and to participate in the achievement 
of all organizational goals. 

What is meant by “campaign”? 

What we call a campaign is when an abuse of a prisoner 
occurs or a violation of one’s civil and human rights, or 
when a situation arises that calls for public attention. A 
campaign is the action and response of each MPLU 
member by writing letters of protest to the prison officials, 
state officials. At no time will the MPLU promote violence 
or hate.

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So it was me, Chris, Danny 
(I think that was his name) 
and David in a four bunk 
cell in county jail. I was a 
fish, for sure, having only 
spent about three weeks in 
lock-up at that point. Danny 
was the oldest; an aged con 
who'd been in and out of the 
joint for twenty years or 
so. He was solid as a rock 
and was getting a kick out 
of educating the three of us 
youngsters to the ways of a 
convict. Chris was a small 
time car thief, a joy rider. 
David was an abused rich kid 
who'd taken a baseball-bat to 
his dads Jaguar. 

In the cell next to us was 
Bishop. 

Bishop was a sixteen year- 
old rapist. He had a head 
too-large for his slim frame 
and was in the process of 
being remanded to adult 
court due to the severity 
of his crime. Therefore, he 
remained locked-down almost 
twenty-four hours a day, only 
coming out in the evening 
for about an hour after the 
rest of us had been locked 
up. When we found out that 
Bishop was a rapist, the four 
of us immediately made him 
a target of our rage, frus- 
tration and prejudice. 

At first, it was simply name- 
calling. 


“Hey rapist." We'd call out 
late at night, in haunting 
voices. “Fucking sick fuckin' 
rapist freak." You could hear 
him shuffle around a bit like 
he was sitting up in bed. 
“You bitch," We'd whisper. 
“I'm gonna rip your black ass 
wide open, hear me? Can you 
hold your mud, boy?" 

Bishop remained silent the 
first few nights. I heard him 
cry once, too. 

The other black guys on 
the unit didn't say a word. 
Even when the racial slurs 
started. Unusual as it was, 
for some reason, they didn't 
stick up for him. 

“Hey rapo," Danny said one 
night. “I'm gonna bust them 
nice, tight guts of yours 
tonight. Hear me?" 

That was the last straw for 
Bishop, who leapt from his 
bunk and slammed his body 
against his cell door. “FUCK 
YOU WHITE PIG!" He screamed. 
The C.O. on duty came by to 
check but all he found was 
the four of us laughing and 
Bishop standing at his cell 
door crying. 

“Knock it off assholes." The 
C.O. said and walked away, 
smiling. 

Not a minute later our cells 
opened for chow time. Chris 
motioned for us to huddle 
outside the cell and pre- 
sented us with four empty, 
smallish shampoo bottles. 
“Let's get that bitch." He said 
through his teeth. “Let's 


spray that muthafucka with 
some muthafuckin piss!" 

We busted up over that, 
thinking it a joke. But 
Chris was serious. After a 
few minutes of coaxing the 
rest of us, we had filled our 
new bottles with urine and 
taken strategic positions 
outside of Bishops cell door. 
The cell doors in county are 
solid steel with only a tiny 
square window with which to 
look out, so there was no way 
for the occupant to see what 
we had planned. 

David went first. 

He stepped forward to the 
tiny cell window. “Hey Bishop. 
Hey man, come here." 

Bishop sat up in bed but 
didn't stand. “Fuck you, 
bitch." He responded. 

“Oh ya?" David stuck his 
bottle of piss through the 
window. “Well FUCK YOU 
TOO!" The still warm piss 
arced through the air and 
straight onto Bishops pant 
legs. David emptied the 
bottle in one squeeze. You 
could smell its stench imme- 
diately. He stepped back and 
the rest of us took our turns 
next: Danny, Chris, and then 
me. Our aims got better with 
each shot, Chris and mine 
scoring nice long squirts 
right in his hair and face. 

It took him a moment to 
realize what it was that hit 
him. When he finally did, he 
let out a roar and tried to 
cover himself with a blanket. 
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For some reason, however, he 
kept peeking his head out 
over the top, almost as if 
he couldn't believe what was 
happening, allowing our 
piss-shots to strike with 
uncanny accuracy. Giving us 
a carnival-like target to aim 
for. We laughed so hard we 
cried, taking turns watch- 
ing him try to wipe the mess 
from his face and hands and 
neck. A futile gesture, as 
the urine had covered nearly 
everything in the cell. Its 
stink was intense to the 
point of almost tasting it. 
I gagged over the idea that 
my piss was mingling with 
these other men's. I was sure 
I hit Bishop right on the 
mouth. He began yelling 
and screaming at the top of 
his lungs then. We quickly 
stashed our bottles and sat 
around a table, pretending 
to play cards. 

That evening, after Bishop's 
cell had been cleaned, he got 
payback of sorts. He filled 
his own shampoo bottle with 
piss and tried to spray it 
into our cell. But we were 
ready for him. We had a mat- 
tress prepared and braced it 
against our cell door, effec- 
tively blocking the small 
window. He ended up squirt- 
ing it through the crack at 
the bottom of the door. But we 
had a towel there and it just 
soaked right up. He swore at 
us and threatened us and 
vowed that he'd kill us some 
day. Then he went back to his 
cell. I heard him cry again 
later that night. Quietly 
and with those deep, tragic 
breaths, like the wind was 
knocked from him. 


The Piss Wars raged for 
several more days. Each of 
us coming up with new and 
inventive ways to get our 
fluid into the others cell. 
Unfortunately for Bishop, 
the four of us came out on 
top every time. We had four 
times as much piss, more 
bottles and more ideas. He 
slept in it at least one 
night, not even bothering 
to call for the guards. He 
even laughed once, when 
Chris tried rigging up a 
makeshift piss-bomb out of a 
plastic baggy and some tape. 
That concept was a failure as 
the bomb failed to explode on 
impact. Bishop threw it back 
on the tier and Chris moved 
out of the way. It struck a 
far wall and still didn't 
break, putting a premature 
end to that technique. 

Eventually, the war ended. 
I don't even remember how. 
Either Bishop was moved, or 
we went to court and were 
shipped off to prison or 
we just got bored with the 
whole thing. 

Two years ago, I read an 
article in our local paper 
that Bishop was released 
from prison. He spent over 
ten years locked up. When I 
saw the picture I didn't even 
recognize him. He had put 
on a lot of weight. Almost 
muscle-bound. He had a huge 
afro and a beard and a tattoo 
on his neck. The paper was 
warning upright citizens 
about his mental state. Dis- 
turbed was the word they 
used, I believe. 


Disturbed? Over ten years 
in prison. Sixteen when he 
went in. Pissed on. Degraded. 
Beaten. Humiliated. You're 
damn right he's disturbed. 
He should be. He is the 
refuse of America. The one 
the white girls are afraid 
of when they walk alone at 
night. The one the white 
boys want to lynch when 
they've had one too many Bud 
Lights. The one we all wish 
would just go away. 

Well guess what? 

He ain't going away. The 
thousands of others like 
him that are still locked 
up. Not going away. Nope. 
You see, they are all being 
prepped. Prepped for life on 
the outside. Prepped for a 
society that has no place 
for them. That makes off the 
cuff remarks at work about 
how they should be strung 
up in the center of town to 
set an example. These guys 
have learned nothing about 
being a 'productive member 
of society' in those concrete 
rooms. They haven't learned 
how to make positive change 
in the world, or how to help 
prevent others from making 
the wrong choices in life, 
like they did. Nope. Not 
that. But at least now some 
of them know how to fight a 
Piss War.

As the treacherous vice-grip of 
oppression, has systematically siphoned their bodily forms of existence, into the vile pits of the 
belly of the beast for one reason or another. Whether it was for putting forth a means of 
resistance, in order to combat the social ills that continue to plague the oppressed communities 
into the devastating cries of poverty, or for simply refusing to assimilate, and embrace the 
bourgeoisie ethics of corporate Amerikkka that essentially devalues their inherent cultural origins, 
and upbringings. The bottom line is, in this modem era where prison expansion has become more 
prominent, the communities of people of color are being held for ransom, as the U.S. Prison 

Colonies are majority operated, and controlled by Euro-Amerikkkan figure heads non 

people of color. 

So collectively, there shouldn’t be any disputes surrounding the U.S. Prison Colonies being a 
microcosm of society at large. And if so, we can also now collectively agree that racism still does 
exist in society at larage. So it must also equate to, that racism does in fact exist on the inside of 
these walla, within the U.S. Prison colonies of Amerikka. But the relative factor in this obvious 
analytical-feer is that, the same racist legisltive laws that are regulated >.f>~seciety, that gives the 
vigilante (injustice squads the green-light to hold our communities hostage in unabated terror, is 
also eveidnt within these U.S. Prison Colonies. The common denominator being social control. 

Just as the oppressed communities are racially profiled as the garbage pits of society that breeds 
& houses criminals, we prisoner(s) are racially profiled in practically a similar, if not a more 
blatant extreme. The powers that be, which governs, and operates the U.S. Prison Colonies, have 
catapulted measures that are atypically designed to target prisoners, and criminalize their 
behavior in relation to belonging to a disruptive prison gang, in particular, those prisoners whom 
are descendants of Afrikan/Mexican origin. The methods that are generally used, is to target those 
prisoner(s) whom have demonstrated to have the capacity of an independent thought process 
(non-conformity), or those whom are lead to be believed as some kind of shot caller, with a 
certain influence in, or over a particular group of prisoner(s). Or just the independent thought 
process itself that will enable them to become conscious of the abnormalities, and (injustices that 
are protrayed on a regular basis behind these wails. 

The terminology that is often used in this criminalization phase, is called “The Validation 
Process.” Prisoner(s) in the S.H.U. (Security Housing Units) at Pelican Bay State Prison, in 
Kalifomia, have been validated as criminals belonging to a prison gang, for some of the most 
idiotic reasons. From saying good morning to a fellow prisoner, to signing a fellow prisoners get 
well card for a sick relative, or a loved one. But the most ridiculous reason of them all is, the 
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administratives paying three collaborating informatnts to say that you belong to a prison gang!! 
When in essence, you’ve never even met this paid rat, and only may have by chance, have 
possibly shared the same breakfast table with him one morning, or looked at him in a manner that 
he did not appreciate one afternoon. But yet, the burden of reliability is given to the paid rat 
automatically, prior to the actual examination of facts. The courts/society are pratically lulled to 
sleep in the midst of this madness, as the U.S. Prison Colony officials have planted the seed in 
them, that their means of action is just, and required, in the interest of protecting the 
safety/security of the institution. That’s non-sense!! As per Pelican Bay State Prison(s) own 
policies, a gang member is one whom is consciously, and knowningly promoting criminal 
activities for a particular gang. Over 75% of the prisoners housed in the S.H.U. (Security Housing 
Unit) at Pelican Bay State Prison, in Kalifomia, are being housed on an indefinite basis as 
allegedly belonging to a prison gang, but have not committed one rule infraction, with regards to 
the controlling means of being confine on an indefinite basis to the S.H.U. 

You’re probably asking yourself, “Why would some law abiding people go out of their way to 

do all of this? ’ First of all my people, these people are racists criminals and crooks 

not law abiding as the average Joe is lead to believe. One needs to look no further than to the 
medieval ages, to significantly grasp the barbaric, and uncivilized mannerism, of our Euro- 
Amerikkkan kaptors. Just as our Euro-Amerikkkan kaptors realize the economic potential in 
prisons, and subsequently placed our communities under seize, the same realization was also 
stumbled upon , when our Euro-Amerikkkan kaptors started racially profiling prisoner(s), into 
the category of a criminal belonging to a prison gang. Any, and everything since, has become a 
threat to them! ! From a prisoner exercising a certain way, or from a prisoner studying, a nd trying 
to connect with his inherent cultural language. But how is a Euro-Amerikkkan going to have any 
objective analytical insight, to non-Euro-Amerikkkan(s) cultural habits/practices?! Let alone 
define what constitutes gang activity in another culture that is totally alien to him. He just can’t!! 
As it is not a part of his cultural origin/upbringing. So the criminalization process has got to be 
nothing but the acts of a racist, as the majority of us prisoner(s) that is criminalize as gang 
members, is non-Euro-Amerikkkans. Whom also represent the majority in these U.S. Prison 
Colonies. Think about it!!

For many vegand or vegetariand. there are several 
factors to consider. Not consuming animal products, 
not supporting major corporations, and being healthy 
are all reasons people choose to reduce or eliminate 
animal products from their diet. 

So you don’t want to eat meat. Coincidentally, 
there are all sorts of vegetarian and vegan easy meals 
popping up in grocery stores across the country. Many 
of the main grocery stores are carrying these same 
brands. Do you think there is a raising awareness of 
the healthy benefits of eating meat alternatives ? Are 
these stores actually marketing to vegetarians with 
vegetarians in mind? Or is further research needed? 
I decided to start taking a look at the new vegetar- 
ian brands becoming more and more popular in the 
past recent years. I had heard some rumors of Kellogg 
owning Morningstar Farms, and Kraft purchasing 


Boca Burgers. As 1 delved a bit further, 1 was pretty 
disgusted to find out that most of these so-called 
alternatives are actually owned and marketed by the 
same companies I try not to support! Some of them 
are actually completely opposed to my beliefs. 

As I gave this more thought, I started to wonder... 
what is the best way to get this information across 
to people, and what do they do with that informa- 
tion once they have it. It doesn’t leave much options 
to suggest that someone not only not eat meat, but 
also not buy the couple of vegetarian options avail- 
able in some small town with only one grocery store. 
The best I could come up with was to present people 
with the information, let them decide what they want 
to support or not with their money, and list recipes 
for homemade alternatives to these vegan/vegetarian 
convenience foods. So here it goes...

Cuisine, Shari Ann’s, Nile Spice, 
Acirca, Arrowhead Mills / Shansby 
Group, Celestial Seasonings, Linda 
McCartney vegetarian foods. 

These products are all owned by 
Hain-Celestial Group and Heinz. 
Hain-Celestial is controlled by HJ 
Heinz, who has ties to Monsanto 
Corporation. Heinz holdings include 
Boston Market, Kibbles and Bits, 
StarKist tuna and Heinz ketchup. 


Alta Dena, Horizon Organic Dairy, 
Organic Cow of Vermont, Rachel’s 
Organic (UK), Silk/ White Wave 
(who makes soy milk, yogurt, 
tempeh, and tofu). 

These products are all owned by Dean 
Foods, one of the largest dairy manu- 
facturers in the US. Dean Foods went 
from being a minority shareholder of 
White Wave in 1999 to buying it out- 
right in 2002. White Wave produces 
Silk brand soymilk along with tofu and 
other soy products. Dean Foods has 
become the largest dairy processor 
and distributor in the United States 
after its merger with dairy giant Suiza, 
which manufactures Sun Soy brand 
soymilk. 



Boca, Back to Nature, Balance Bars 

I Owned by Kraft (Philip Morris - Altria). 

[ Kraft Foods has bought out Boca 
Burgers. Boca is the largest veggie 
burger producer in the U.S. Kraft is 
home to Oscar Mayer, Breyers Yogurt, 
Cheez Whiz, Jell-0 and Velveeta, 
among other brands. Kraft is owned 
by tobacco giant Phillip Morris. Kraft 
Foods / Philip Morris, New York, NY, 
contributed $100,000 (the maximum 
allowed) to the 2001 Bush inaugu- 
ration. Philip Morris also was the 
number two (2) top contributor in the 
year 2000 to the Republican Party. 

Cascadian Farm / Small Planet 
Foods, Gold Medal Organic Flour, 
Muir Glen are all owned by Small 
Planet Foods (General Mills). Small 
Planet Foods makes Cascadian Farm 
and Muir Glen products; acquired by 
General Mills.

These companies, all of whom make 
meat substitutes and other vegetarian 
products, are owned by the Kellogg 
Company. Kellogg’s produces a variety 
of popular supermarket items, from 
cereals like Rice Krispies and Crispix 
to Eggo Waffles and Pop -Tarts. 

Nature’s Farm Organic 

Owned by Tyson foods. Tyson is con- 
tracted with McDonald’s to make a 
new breed of chickens with “unusu- 
ally large breasts’’. Tyson is one of 
the US’s largest chicken processors. 
“Tyson now manufacturers about half 
of the nations McNuggets and sells 
chicken to ninety of the one hundred 
largest restaurant chains. It is a verti- 
cally integrated company that breeds, 
slaughters and processes chickens." 
(Fast Food Nation, p. 140) 

Seeds of Change 

M&M/Mars has acquired Seeds of 
Change, an organic seed company 
that also sells ready-made products 
like organic pasta sauces and salsas 
as well as grain-based side dishes.

So what do you do with all this 
disturbing information after you’ve 
read it (if you still have any appetite 
left, that id)? Well, mulling over all 
of this I was pissed off. I felt cheated, 
lied to. schemed about... but not 
surprised. I cannot tell people what 
to eat, nor would I want to. But my 
personal opinion is that these corpo- 
rations are pure evil, and that first 
and foremost. I will do what I can 
to reduce any support of these cor- 
porations. So. after some thinking, 
the best alternative I could come up 
with was the following list of recipes 
for how to make viable alternatives 
to these " vegetarian " products that 
you can make easily at home. So you 
know where it came from, and what 
went into it. In addition. I would 
suggest doing your best to support 
smaller, local grocers, independent 
stores, and farmers markets - good 
luck! 


SOLUTION: 
DIY RECIPES 


TEMPEH AND TOFU 
MAKING TEMPEH 

1 Cracking the beans 

The easiest way is to crack the soy- 
beans with a loosely set grain mill. 
Ideally each soybean is cracked in 
half. 

2 Soaking and dehulling soybeans 
Soak the soybeans in 2 liters of water 
for 6 - 18 hours. If you use whole 
soybeans you should split them by 
squeezing them with a kneading 
motion. Stir gently causing the hulls 
to rise to the surface, then pour off 
water and hulls into a strainer. Add 
fresh water and repeat until most 
hulls are removed. Don’t worry if a 
few hulls remain attached. 
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3 Cooking the soybeans 
Put the beans in a cooking pot 
and add water to cover the soybeans. 
Add 3 tablespoon vinegar and cook 
for 30 min. Drain off the water and 
dry the soybeans by heating them 
in the pot on medium heat for a few 
minutes and until the beans are dry. 
Allow the soybeans to cool down to 
below 35° C. 

4 Inoculating the soybeans 
with tempeh starter 

Add 1 tablespoon vinegar and mix 
very well. Sprinkle the soybeans 
with 1 teaspoon of tempeh starter. 
Mix with a clean spoon for about 
| 1 minute to distribute the tempeh 
starter evenly. It’s very important to 
mix the tempeh starter very well: it 
reduces the risk for spoilage and the 
fermentation will be faster. 

5 Incubating the beans 

Take 2 plastic bags 18 x 28 cm and 
perforate them with holes at a dis- 
tance of about 1 cm by a thick but 
sharp needle. A normal needle is too 
thin, you need a fat needle or small 
I nail (about 0.6 mm in diameter). This 
I will allow the mould to breathe. 

Divide the soybeans in the two 
bags and seal them. Press them flat, 
making sure that the total thickness 
of the beans is max 3 cm. Place the 
packed beans in an incubator at 30° 
C or at a warm place for about 36 
- 48 hours during which the tempeh 
fermentation takes place. Then the 
container should be filled completely 
with white mycelium and the entire 
contents can be lifted out as a whole 
piece. 

MAKING TOFU 

1 Clean whole soybeans by remov- 
ing dirt and damaged soybeans. 

2 Soak 400 g of cleaned dry whole 
soybeans in 5 times top quality 
water by weight overnight or at least 
8 hours at room temperature. That’s 
2 1/2 quarts water, and you should 
soak in the refrigerator if it is very hot 
outside. 
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3 Drain and rinse with cold water 
(weight of the soaked beans is about 
800 g). 

4 Grind the soaked soybeans into 
slurry in a glass-topped or stainless 
steel blender in 3000 g (that’s about 
3 quarts and a cup- do it in batches 
in a home blender) soft water for 3 
minutes at high speed. 

5 Filter through 4 layers of cheese- 
cloth to remove fibrous materials/ 
pulp (raw okara). Collect the liquid 
portion. 

6 Simmer the soymilk for 10 minutes, 
stirring vigorously in one direction. 
Weigh out 3000 grams. 

7 Cool the cooked soymilk to 80 
degrees C/ 180 degrees F. Monitor 
the temperature of soymilk closely 
with a thermometer. 

8 Add the preheated coagulant solu- 
tion (15 g or one half ounce) calcium 
sulfate in each 1 00 ml (scant half cup) 
boiled water to the soymilk with agi- 
tation. Make sure to stir coagulating 
tofu gently so as not to break up the 
curds. It ends up soft white clumps 
in a yellow whey. If the coagulant 
is poured in too fast or beaten, the 
curd breaks apart and won’t clump 
well. Too slowly and it starts coagu- 
lating early, creating hard blocks. 

*ln general, the amount of coagulant 
is 0.25 to 0.5% of cooked soymilk 
by weight. 

9 Break/ cut the curd evenly into 
cubes. Transfer coagulated dis- 
persion into a tofu mold lined with 
layers of cheese cloth. The cheese- 
cloth should be long enough to fold 
over the top of the filled block. You 
can rinse and reuse the cheesecloth 
you used for straining out the okara. 
You can make a tofu mold from any 
plastic container with holes punched 
in it. 


10 Fold cloth over curds, cover 
with a lid that fits inside the mold, | 
weighted with a rinsed 2 pound 
can of food, and press for at least 
15 minutes- or use more weight or 
press longer for a very firm tofu. 

11 Remove tofu lid, unfold the cloth 
and remove from the tofu mold. Cut 
tofu into pieces and soak covered 
in cold water 5 minutes before han- 1 
dling, to firm it. 

12 Hold the tofu covered in cold 
water in the refrigerator and change 
soaking water daily. 

MAYGUN’S BAKED TOFU 

You don’t need to pay twice as much 
for those prepackaged baked tofu 
blocks. You can make it at home 
easily - it’s cheaper, and it tastes 
better. This is inspired by a friend’s 
simple baked tofu recipe that works 
well to snack on plain, eat on salad, 
sandwiches, or act as a base for 
another marinade. The tofu soaks in 
the flavor as it cooks in the oven. 

1 block firm tofu 
Soy Sauce 
Balsamic Vinegar 
Salt 
Pepper 

Nutritional Yeast Flakes 
Garlic Powder 
Onion Powder 

Cut tofu into one inch strips. Soak in 
the marinade (just mix all the things 
above together in a bowl) for an hour. | 
Preheat oven to 300 degrees. On a 
nonstick baking sheet, place mari- 
nated slabs o’ tofu, and stick it in the 
oven. Turn and coat with more mari- 1 
nade every twenty minutes. Cook for 
about 40 minutes, depending on the 
desired texture. 
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MILKS 
BASIC NUT OR 
SEED MILK RECIPE 

Use almonds, cashews, coconut, 
sesame, sunflower, etc. or try com- 
binations. 

1/2 cup nuts (if almonds, remove 
skins with boiling water). 

2 teaspoons maple or other syrup 
(optional). 

2 to 2 1/2 cups water, or sufficient to 
produce the required consistency 
and concentration. 

Blend using a little water to produce 
a creamy mix, continue adding the 
remaining water and blend for several 
minutes before straining through a 
thin cloth. The remaining pulp can be 
blended again with a little more water. 
[NB: straining produces a smoother 
texture, but also removes the bulk 
and fibre.] 

GRAIN MILK 

This is less well known, but worth 
trying. Rice milk can be made using 
well cooked rice. For corn milk, 
use cornflour. For oat milk, use 
rolled oats. Use well cooked grain, 
add sweetener and/or flavouring 
if required and sufficient liquid to 
produce the right consistency. Blend 
until smooth. Chill. Try mixing grains 
and nuts: e.g. rice and cashew milk. 

SOY MILK 

There are many good brands avail- 
able, but this can also be made at 
home. Soy milk may be used for hot 
or cold drinks, but tends to curdle if 
added to boiling liquid. 

Soak 1 cup dry beans overnight. 
Drain and blend until very smooth, 
using 2 to 3 cups of water. Add the 
pureed beans to a large pot contain- 
ing V 2 cup of very hot water. 

Cook on medium heat, stirring con- 
stantly to prevent the beans from 
sticking. When foam suddenly 
rises, turn off immediately and pour 
through a thin cloth. Press out the 
milk. 


Bring to a boil, stirring constantly 
to prevent sticking. Reduce heat 
and simmer for 7 to 10 minutes. 
Taste and flavor. Serve hot or cold. 
The pulp remaining after the milk 
is extracted is called okara and is 
highly nutritious. It can be used in 
breads, cakes, veggie burgers, cas- 
seroles, soups and pies.

AND SPREADS: 

SCOTT’S FETA CHEEZE 

3-2-1- 1/4 C Olive Oil 
3-2-1- 2T Minced Garlic 
3-2-1- 2T Minced Onion 
3-2-1- 1/4 1 Salt 
3-2-1- 1/4 t Pepper 
3-2- IT Miso 
3-2- 3T Nutritional yeast 
3-2- IT Salt 
3-2- It Pepper 
3-2- 5T Lemon juice 
3-2- IT Garlic Powder 
3-2- IT Onion Powder 
3- 16oz Firm Tofu 

Items marked 1 should be Simmered 
on super low heat til garlic is tan. 
Blend items marked 2, then use your 
hands or a spoon to mix and mash 
items marked 3. 

SCOTT’S NACHO CHEEZE 

3-1- 1/2 C Nutritional Yeast Flakes 
3-1- 1/4 C Masa 
3-1- 4t Corn Starch 
3-1- It Salt 

3-1- It Agar Flakes (1/3t Powder) 

3-1- It Garlic Powder 
3-1- 1/2 t Ground Cumin 
3-1- It Dill 
3-2- 1C Water 
3-2- IT Olive Oil 
3-2- 2t Dijon Mustard 
3-2- IT Lemon Juice 
3- 4 *Roasted Anaheim chillies 
(Minced) 

3-2- 1/4" SLICES Roasted Yellow 
Onion (Minced) 

Mix items marked 1 and 2. Mix and 
heat items marked 3 while stirring 
until mixture starts thickening. 

* Roast chillies on a cookie sheet on 
broil until charred. Flip and char other 
side. This takes only minutes so don’t 


forget or FIRE! When done, destem, 
deseed, and peel skin off peppers. 

SOY MAYONNAISE 
AND SOUR NOTCREAM 

3/4 lb tofu 
1/4 cup oil 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

3 tablespoons cider vinegar 

1 1/2 tablespoons vegan sugar 
1/2 teaspoon salt 

water as needed for blending 
Put all ingredients into a blender (liquid 
first) and blend until smooth. Refriger- 
ate. The lemon juice, vegan sugar and 
cider vinegar can be adjusted to taste. 
For a sour cream add more lemon 
juice and less vinegar. 

ALMOND MAYONNAISE 

100 gm finely ground almonds; 235 
ml water. 

2 tablespoons cider vinegar 
or fresh lemon juice. 

1 teaspoon mustard powder or 
French mustard. 

1 teaspoon sugar or syrup. 

1/4 to 1/2 teaspoon vegetable 
bouillon powder. 

1/4 teaspoon powdered ginger; 
pinch of salt (optional). 

200 ml sunflower, safflower or other 
light oil (olive oil produces a rather 
strong taste). 

Ingredients should be at room tem- 
perature. Blend all the ingredients 
well, excluding the oil. Slowly trickle 
the oil in through the hole in the top 
of the blender in a continuous stream. 
Adding the oil slowly will make a 
successful mayonnaise. Cool in the 
refrigerator in an airtight jar. The 
flavor may be varied according to the 
mustard, bouillon powder or other 
seasoning used. 
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CASHEW CREAM CHEESE 

Cashews contribute their sweet, 
buttery taste, a flavour often associ- 
ated with dairy cream cheese, while 
tofu provides substance to this rich, 
tempting spread. 

1/4 Cup raw cashew pieces 
3 Tbsp water 
2 Tbsp fresh lemon juice 
1 Tbsp brown rice syrup, or 2 tsp 
pure maple syrup, or 1 T barley 
malt syrup 

1 Cup firm regular tofu, patted dry 
and crumbled 
3/4 tsp salt 
Pinch of garlic powder 
Place the cashew pieces, water, lemon 
juice, and syrup in a blender, and 
process several minutes into a thick, 
smooth cream. Add the salt, crumbled 
tofu, and garlic granules, and process 
until very smooth. 

It is essential to blend the mixture for 
several minutes in order to pulverize 
the tofu and achieve a velvety smooth 
consistency. 

Chill thoroughly before serving. 

YOGURTS 
SOY YOGURT VERSION 1 

Preparation time: matter of minutes 

One package of firm tofu, which 
usually approximately 12 oz. 

3-4 cups of rice or soy milk 
1/4 cup sugar 

Fruit or flavoring of choice, vanilla 
flavoring, cinnamon, strawberries, 
blueberries, raspberries and 
bananas all work well. 

Toss the tofu, rice / soy milk, sugar 
and fruit / flavoring in a blender 
Acidophilus 

Mix on the puree or blend setting until 
smooth. Add more sugar, milk, fruit or 
flavoring until you are pleased with the 
taste. Blend again to mix. 

Chill in the refrigerator or eat as is! 
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SOY YOGURT VERSION 2 

Allow 5 min to prepare; 1-2 days to 
ferment. 

3 1/2 Tb Starter culture (acidophilus) 

1 pt Soya milk 

Divide starter culture equally between 
2 or 3 storage jars (jam jars are ideal) 
then fill each jar with soya milk, seal 
and shake vigorously. Place in the 
refrigerator till fermented (1-2) days. 

SOY YOGURT VERSION 3 

Fill plant based milk into sterile con- 
tainer. Cover with a cloth that allows 
some air but nothing else to pass 
through. Wait 2-4 days. You can keep 
some of the batch for starter in the 
next batch which will make it faster. 
You can thicken it as well by drain- 
ing liquid through the cloth, or adding 
corn starch or arrowroot. 

MEATS 

MAYGUN’S VEGAN CHICKEN 
NUGGETS, PATTIES AND 
SANDWICH SLICES 

This is the best fake meat recipe 
I’ve ever made - you won’t need to 
buy prepackaged veggie chicken 
nuggets again! You can refriger- 
ate the seitan and slice it really thin 
to make sandwich slices, pan fry it 
and let it sit overnight for a less juicy 
lunch meat, or bread and deep fry it 
to make chik nuggets and patties. 

To make the gluten, you’ll need: 

2 cups vital wheat gluten flour 

4 Tablespoons Garbonzo flour 
2 teaspoons nutritional yeast 

1 teaspoon onion powder 
1 teaspoon garlic salt 
1 teaspoon pepper 
1 teaspoon parsley 
1 teaspoon vegetarian chicken broth 
powder 

1 teaspoon sea salt 
1 teaspoon poultry seasoning 
1/2 cup water 
1 Tbsp soy sauce 

Mix the dry ingredients together, and 
then add the water and soy sauce. 


Knead the dough for a couple 
minutes until it has formed together. 
Wait 10 minutes, and knead again for 
a few more minutes. Cut into “cutlet” | 
style pieces about 1/2 inch thick and 
carefully add to a large pot of boiling 
water, soy sauce and veggie chicken 
broth powder. Cook, turning care- 1 
fully, for about 45 minutes to an hour. [ 
Refrigerate overnight, leaving in the 
juice. 

To make sandwich slices, remove from 
the juices and slice really, really thin. 

To make nuggets or patties, batter in 
a mixture of your choice, and deep fry 
until golden brown. Serve with BBQ 
sauce, yellow mustard, soy mayo and 
cock sauce. 

DALEY’S BLACK BEAN BURGERS 

1 15- to 16-ounce can black beans, 
rinsed, drained 

1/3 cup chopped red onion 
1/4 cup dry breadcumbs 

2 tablespoons plus 1/2 cup bottled 
chunky salsa 

1 teaspoon ground cumin 

1/2 teaspoon hot pepper sauce 
(such as Tabasco) 

Vegetable oil 

2 whole wheat hamburger buns 
Using fork, mash beans in medium 
bowl. Mix in onion, breadcrumbs, 2 
tablespoons salsa, cumin and hot 
pepper sauce. Season with salt and 
pepper. Using moistened hands, I 
shape bean mixture into two 3- to 4- j 
inch-diameter patties. 

Prepare barbecue (medium-high 
heat) or preheat broiler. Brush bar- 
becue rack with oil. Grill burgers until 
heated through, about 3 minutes 
per side. Grill cut sides of buns until 
lightly toasted, about 1 minute. Trans- 1 
fer burgers to bottom halves of buns. [ 
Spoon 1/4 cup salsa over each. Cover 
with tops of buns. 
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KRISTIE’S FISH CAKES 

1 lb. tofu 

2 cups brown rice 

1 small onion, minced 

6 tablespoons nutritional yeast 

2 tablespoons minced celery 
Blended Mixture: 

1/4 lb. tofu 

2 1/2 tablespoons tamari 
2 Tbsp water 
1 Tbsp lemon juice 
1 Tbsp herbal salt 
1 tsp kelp powder 
1/2 tsp dry mustard 
1/2 tsp dill weed 
1/4 cup flour 
Coating Mix: 

1 cup finely crumbled whole grain 
cereal 

1/4 cup cornmeal 

2 teaspoons paprika 
1 teaspoon salt 

1/2 tsp pepper 
1/2 tsp ground sage 
1/2 tsp dried thyme 
1/2 tsp dried basil 

In a big bowl, mix up the tofu, rice, 
onion, yeast, and celery. In a food 
processor, combine all the Blended 
mixture ingredients, minus the flour. 
Add all of this to the bowl and then 
add the flour. Mix well. Form into 
patties and coat with the coating mix. 
Place patties on a greased cooking 
sheet and bake for about 15 minutes 
on both sides in a 400 degree oven. 
Serve on bread with melted vegan 
cheese and mock tartar sauce. 

MAYGUN’S TEMPEH SAUSAGE 

1 package tempeh 
1 teaspoon Fennel Seeds 
1 teaspoon Marjoram 

1 teaspoon Parsley 
1/2 teaspoon Salt 

1/2 teaspoon fresh ground pepper 

2 cloves minced garlic 
equivalent amount of minced onion 

1 Tbsp Olive oil 

2 Tbsp water (as needed) 

Crumble tempeh and mix with all dry 
ingredients in a bowl. Add soy sauce 
and olive oil, form into patties and fry 
on each side til golden brown. 


MAYGUN’S COCONUT BACON 

That’s right folks, you can make 
bacon out of fruit. This recipe is 
my version of a bacon recipe from 
a place I ate in Montreal, Quebec 
called Le Vivre. I was skeptical at 
first, but it turns out that the that the 
the texture and taste is perfect! Try it 
and see for yourself... 

2 cups large coconut pieces 
Soy sauce 
Liquid smoke 
Pepper 

Preheat oven to 250 degrees. In a 
shallow glass pan, place coconut 
pieces evenly along the bottom. Mix 
soy sauce, pepper and liquid smoke 
and pour onto coconut. Mix pieces 
until they are all evenly coated. Keep 
extra liquid in the pan and on hand to 
add while baking. Place in oven and 
cook, checking to see how the liquid 
is being absorbed and/or thickening. 
Turn coconut and add additional liquid 
as needed. Cook until all liquid is used 
and coconut pieces have absorbed 
the smokey flavor.

So easy, it hurts. Well not really, but 
it is easy. 

Silken Tofu 
Cocoa Powder 
Turbinado Sugar 
Blend and chill. 


This is a fairly comprehensive 
recipe section, and I had to do a 
good deal of research to find all the 
into listed in the article. Hopefully 
it’s been helpful and informative! 
Many of the basic recipes here were 
found online (making tofu, soymilk. 
tempeh, yogurts from scratch, etc.).

and some of them are listed below.

Please Don’t Feed the Bears line,

Fast Food Nation Book © 
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As I write this column it’s early 
December, which means six months 
have passed since our last issue 
went to press and so much for our 
grand vision of of bi-monthly pub- 
lishing! After such a productive start 
to the year, I’m sure many of our 
readers have been wondering what’s 
been going on at PE and why the 
long pause between issues and 
months of silence with the record 
label. I’m sure it would even lead 
some to believe that PE is having 
problems, we’re losing interest, dis- 
organized, lazy, or even worse. We 
did face some minor difficulties to 
overcome this year, like being short- 
staffed (Maygun moved to So-Cal), 
being totally screwed around by both 
our CD and vinyl pressing plants, 
and ongoing problems getting paid 
from a couple of our biggest (former) 
distributors. Add on top a backlog 
of unfinished work which had piled 
while our attention was diverted to 
help organize C.L.l.T. Fest ’05, and 
the fact that Andre and I would be on 
tour with DISRESPECT for much of 
August, we made a decision in early 
July put the brakes on the PE release 
schedule for a few months. 

However, this does not mean that 
we were taking “time off” by any 
means— in fact we all worked just as 
hard, but not necessarily on things 
that are blatantly obvious to outside 
observers. With the demands of a 
production schedule lifted off our 
shoulders, we not only tackled the 
work that had been piling up, but 
also dove into a long list of projects 
that were long overdue for our atten- 
tion. 

PE has grown and evolved so rap- 
idly in the past few years that much 
of what we’re doing is totally being 
pulled off by the seat of our pants 
and in a totally haphazard fashion. 
We’ve had literally no time to get 
ourselves organized, which is actu- 
ally quite detrimental when you’re 


talking about the success of a col- 
lective environment. Such things as 
delegating responsibilities, making 
decisions, creating working spaces 
for everyone, creating methods of 
operation, and rustling up necessary 
resources are all involved in this pro- 
cess and all of them were in need of 
serious help. With the size of the col- 
lective getting bigger and not smaller, 
keeping organized is a serious issue 
that needs constant attention to, but 
we had been totally neglecting. While 
we are not always the epitome of the 
well-oiled machine, we are working 
towards improved communication, 
more efficient workflow, and main- 
taining inclusivity when it comes to 
direction and decision making for 
the collective. 

There were also some big proj- 
ects that the were in dire need of 
being worked on, but just weren’t 
getting done, due to a serious lack 
of time. One of the biggest projects 
was the overhaul of the PE Message 
Board and creation of the vastly 
improved one we have today. With 
much thanks to Ruhrpott, who put 
together the inner workings, we now 
have a highly functional and totally 
modern message board system, with 
areas viewable by the general public 
and members-only areas with good- 
ies like photo gallery access and a 
growing collection of out-of-print PE 
Records releases available for down- 
load in an MP3 archive area. We 
did initiate a fee system to join the 
message board, but the good news 
is membership is free to subscribers 
and contributors to this magazine. If 
you’re a subscriber and aren’t yet 
signed up, then get online, navi- 
gate to the “Community” link on our 
web site, and follow the instructions 
on how to register. There’s already 
hundreds of DIY punks signed up 
world-wide and this is probably the 
best place to find out the inside 
scoop on what’s happening within 
our movement (lots of stuff that used 
to be in this magazine have migrated 
to the message board, like From the 
Cradle to the Grave section, event 
listings, and news and of course lots 
of photos of our fellow punks doing 
all kinds of silly stuff.) 


Another project way overdue was 
to get our bulk mail permit and mail- 
ing lists back in order (I stupidly let 
our old permit expire during the 
summer of 2002, when I was on 
a hiatus for school). Getting the 
permit was more involved than just 
paying a fee, because using the bulk 
mail privileges requires mailing list 
software for sorting and address 
verification (or paying someone to do 
it for you). From our past experience, 
good mailing list software is worth 
its weight in gold and to get what 
we needed would cost some money. 
Just before PE #49 was shipped out, 
we finally got it all together for our 
bulk mailing of PE magazine. The 
money saved on the first mailing 
paid for half the start-up investment 
of the permit and software, and this 
issue will make up more than the 
rest. Thanks to getting back on track 
with our bulk mail capabilities, we’ve 
been able to drastically lower our 
subscription rates, get more free 
copies sent to prisoners and poor 
punks in the “developing world,” and 
even enabled us to do our first big 
catalog mailings in several years 
(and guess who spent 3 days in a 
row typing in the addresses of all of 
our customers!). 

Not everything that has happened 
in the past six months was even 
intentional. We had some problems 
with both our vinyl and CD pressing 
plants that unfortunately put us on a 
search for new people to work with. 
We’ve found some new partners 
that have been really working out, 
but this has also meant taking time 
to readjust ourselves to new meth- 
ods, new specifications, and new 
relationships. We’ve tried several 
new facilities since the spring and 
so far everyone has done a kick ass 
job, giving us several options when 
it comes to production. As a result, I 
think we’re going to see a torrent of 
high quality music unleashed by PE 
Records for the foreseeable future. 
It’s already started, with three new 
CDs out within the last few weeks, 
6 new LPs by the time you read this, 
and even more great stuff on deck 
for release in the coming months. We 
often talk about PE Records being 
in its “golden age” in 1995 and 1996, 
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but those years have nothing on 
what we’re doing in the present and 
very near future! 

The changes of production meth- 
ods have also forced us into massive 
technological advance, only to be 
further fueled by the demands to 
keep up with resources required by 
the increasing numbers of volun- 
teers and staff. At the start of 2005, 
PE Magazine and our record/ CD 
packaging was being laid out on the 
same computers we used too create 
our “Final Issue” back in 1998. How- 
ever, getting by in the modern world 
of desktop publishing demands 
modern software and modern soft- 
ware demands modern hardware. 
Yet our machines were so slow we 
could barely crank out even the most 
basic materials, and our printers and 
pressing plants kept demanding 
higher and higher standards for the 
materials submitted. Starting in the 
spring of this year, we bought our 
first 21st century computer and have 
been slowly replacing and upgrad- 
ing as funds permit. While we will 
probably never afford the very latest 
machines and software, we are start- 
ing to reap the benefits that faster 
and more capable technology can 
provide. The high quality of produc- 
tion of this very magazine is one of 
those benefits, especially when we 
are fortunate enough to have the 
skilled hands of Chelsea at the helm 
of production design. 

Of course, there is a downside to 
mixing such technologically dispa- 
rate hardware - which has resulted 
in the phase-in approach we have 
been taking: Hardly a week goes by 
where I’m not involved with solving 
some new head-splitting (IbuProfane 
Existence-inducing) riddle about 
computer network protocol, printer 
drivers, font versions, operating 
systems or application versions (or 
why the fuck all this really expensive, 
time-saving equipment doesn’t work 
like it’s supposed to)! The bottom 
line is that the modernization has 
been a necessity, getting it into place 
and working properly has been no 
small feat and we’re all getting a 
crash course in creative problem 
solving and computer-related skills. 
In spite of all the headaches, none us 
want to go back to the days when we 


were constantly throwing away our 
time and money on out of date and 
worn-out technology. We’re living in 
a modern world and that requires 
maintaining a level of technology that 
allows us to most effectively com- 
municate with our friends, allies, and 
supporters. [There’s no way we’d be 
able to accomplish what we do living 
in pine bough lean-to’s in the woods, 
dancing naked around the camp fire, 
like the Green Anarchy collective 
would fantasize about]. 

Replacing some of the old hard- 
ware and software has created some 
opportunities too. Jeremy “Stink- 
bot”, one of our regular volunteers 
and new subscription list keeper, is 
also a professional radio DJ in “real 
life.” Together we came up with the 
idea of reviving the long-defunct 
PE radio show by creating a digi- 
tal recording studio using cast off 
equipment and then broadcast it 
over the internet. While Jeremy put 
together the programming, I pieced 
together the studio using parts of 
two old computers, components 
from PE’s office stereo and our PA 
setup. When I mentioned to Jon 
Misery what we were doing, he 
donated his old mixing board to 
the cause. (Talk inevitably drifted to 
starting up an entire DIY punk radio 
network, to which Jon responded by 
organizing a show with his house- 
mates called The House of Misery 
Radio). When all was said and and 
done, we were able to create an 
entire digital recording studio for 
the total out-of pocket expensive of 
$80 worth of cables and adapters 
plus perhaps 20 hours of our time 
to get it all working properly. Just 
yesterday we posted the first new 
PE Radio show in more than 12 years 
to the internet and the first House 
of Misery - Radio Chaos went up 
this morning. Please go to the host 
site we created for them at http:// 
punk-radio.org and check ’em out. 

So far I’ve done a lot to explain 
what’s been going on in the heart 
of the collective and haven’t said 
anything about the consequences 
of our reorganization and catching 
up have had on our supporters and 
the DIY/@-punk community at large. 
In fact our actions have had some 
pretty far-reaching impact around 


the world and we fully acknowledge 
responsibility for them. It’s obvi- 
ously no good for anyone when ads, 
reviews, and interviews take months 
and months to be published. It’s also 
not exactly a confidence-builder for 
our subscribers when six months 
go by and no sign of a new issue. 
As well, numerous record and CD 
projects have also been delayed 
while we reorganize and deal with 
new pressing plants and working 
conditions. Since much of the record 
label responsibility sits on my shoul- 
ders, I feel especially bad about not 
getting projects out within the time 
frame we had originally aimed for. 
Then of course there is the money 
issue involved with all of this - taking 
a break from new record releases 
and delaying the magazine means 
income is down. Until this month, 
we’ve had virtually nothing new to 
offer distros and trade partners since 
July and therefore orders have been 
trailing off. during this slow period, 
we’ve fallen behind on a few debts 
(MRR is the biggie at the moment), 
but these should be sorted soon, 
with tons of great new releases 
coming out, this issue of PE being 
one of them. Everyone we work with 
has been very patient and under- 
standing of our situation and we all 
appreciate your patience. 

On a brighter note, 2006 looks like 
it’s going to be a very good year and 
we’re already heading into it with a 
bang. By the time you read this, PE’s 
16th anniversary gig / test will have 
already taken place. Andre and I will 
be starting the New Year on tour 
driving IMPERIAL LEATHER while 
bringing PE’s distro with us. The 
record label’s log jam is clearing up 
and the next releases will include a 
double CD compilation in memory of 
ICONS OF FILTH vocalist Stig, which 
everyone involved is anxious to have 
released (I just got the final missing 
parts a few days ago and it’s my next 
project to work on...). PE now has a 
tour van and we’re planning to bring 
more bands and the distro around 
the country with it. I’ve already men- 
tioned the IMPERIAL LEATHER tour 
over New Years (which will probably 
have already happened by the time 
you read this). We’re also working 
on bringing EXTINCTION OF MAN- 
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KIND back over, so watch out for 
them and a new LP in 2006! Now 
the one thing we’re having trouble 
with is filling the role of magazine 
coordinator. Chelsea and I have split 
the responsibilities for the last two 
issues, but neither of us are able to 
take it on fully, due to having other 
responsibilities elsewhere. There- 
fore, I’m sad to say we’re dropping 
our 2006 production schedule back 
to quarterly publishing (see adjusted 
deadlines on page 2). We feel con- 
fident we can keep this up and even 
include a free compilation CD in each 
issue from this point onwards (again, 
see page 2). 

With all the news about PE out 
of the way, I want to spend a few 
paragraphs on my thoughts about 
this strange sense of entitlement that 
some punks have. This started with 
arguments I’ve had with people who 
think it’s OK to bootleg and sell any- 
thing they want, because “copyrights 
aren’t punk!” I usually end up in this 
argument with people when I refuse 
to link their distros from PE’s web site, 
due to the fact they are selling obvi- 
ously bootlegged T-shirts, patches, 
tapes, and/or CD-R’s (sometimes 
even stuff PE released!). When anti- 
copyright is put on a record or CD, 
I’m sure most bands mean tape it for 
all your friends, not re-package and 
resell it for a profit! When a label like 
PE puts out a record, we usually pay 
the studio costs and royalties to the 
bands. We have to sell the records to 
pay the costs and the bands usually 
expect to keep being compensated 
as long as the records are selling. 
When a DIY label works with a band 
to put out a record, then they are 
forming a partnership to get the 
project released and both the label 
and bands are getting screwed when 
people re-package and re-sell their 
works. When you’re making money 
off of other people’s work and not 
paying them their fair share, then 
this is called stealing. Last I checked, 
punks stealing from punks is very 
UNpunk. 

Another very ugly example of the 
attitude of entitlement was seen 
when the new PE message board 
went active. We had long lamented 
over how much of a drain on our 
resources the old message board 


was, both financially and time-wise. 
The solution that was proposed to 
the message board users by PE 
staff was to make the board a mem- 
bers-only area (in several polls, this 
option won out over other proposed 
ideas like selling ads, etc.). However, 
when we actually implemented the 
changes in July, some people really 
freaked out about it, claiming we had 
no right to impose a membership 
fee on a so-called public message 
board (usually these were the same 
people who said we had no right to 
limit hate speech on the board and 
accused us of censorship, called 
us fascists, etc.). To this I have one 
response: The PE Message Board is 
not public property, but the property 
(and responsibility) of the people 
who make up the Profane Existence 
Collective. When we decide that we 
will not tolerate fascists on the mes- 
sage board, or any behavior that 
could have negative impact on the 
collective members, this is not an 
act of censorship but self-preserva- 
tion. Similarly, we can impose any 
condition we see fit to become a 
member of our message board and 
paid membership was the option 
that most appealed to our users. In 
spite of the very vocal opposition 
by a minority of people, the new 
message board has hundreds of 
member signed up and are using it 
every day. It’s also been no surprise 
that problematic behavior has also 
dropped off considerably since the 
free-loaders were booted... 

Speaking of free-loaders, many 
of the people who were so vocal in 
opposition to the message board 
membership fee were quick to 
accuse us of selling out and trying 
to make money off of what we’re 
doing. I guess I’ve always found irony 
in the fact that DIY punks have this 
attitude that getting paid for anything 
means you are a sellout. Why is it 
that people who seem to like what 
we’re doing so much also want us to 
live miserably poor? Why is it it that 
every time we try to be realistic about 
the costs of doing things, there’s 
always some asshole complaining 
about door prices at gigs and the 
prices of records, CDs and even this 
magazine (which is a bargain in my 
opinion)? I don’t have an answer to 


these questions, but I can honestly 
say no one at PE is getting rich doing 
what we’re doing. Most of the col- 
lective members have full time jobs 
and their time at PE is voluntary. The 
two of us who get any compensation 
basically work our asses off and 
make ends meet by eating ramen 
noodles. We have forgone jobs that 
pay 10 times what we make at PE for 
the simple fact that we believe that 
what we’re doing is more important. 
All I ask is that people realize that 
DIY doesn’t mean that everything 
should be so cheap that it under- 
mines the ability of the movement to 
continue on. If you like the DIY punk 
movement, then treat the people 
involved like you would treat a friend. 
Would you deny a friend food to eat 
and a roof over their heads? Then 
don’t do the same to the DIY punk 
movement. 

One common theme you may 
or may not have picked up in this 
column is that the success of the 
collective has been greatly aided 
by the generous people who have 
contributed their time, money, and/or 
materials to help make it so. This is 
so many people that I’m afraid I will 
forget someone if I try to list them 
all individually, like our columnists 
and great review staff (who kicked 
ass this issue by the way), proof- 
readers, message board admins 
and moderators, office volunteers 
and record-stuffers, and Myke from 
Chicago who comes all the way to 
Minneapolis to be the stage hand at 
all of our festivals. There are other 
people who also deserve individual 
thanks for going way above and 
beyond mere generosity with their 
time, efforts, and talents. I’ve already 
mentioned Ruhrpott, who keeps the 
message board up and running, but 
there’s also Marald, whose artwork 
adorns the cover of this issue and 
so many other recent PE projects, 
Stinkbot and Jon Misery (and house- 
mates) for getting PE Radio back 
on the air again, Special K for her 
work with prisoners, and Jang Lee 
for continually sending money from 
benefit gigs to support our prisoner 
subscription program, etc, etc... The 
point is that PE is not just the product 
of a small cadre of insiders, but the 
net result of efforts and dedication 
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from a lot of like-minded people 
around the world. Did you know we 
are distributed by DIY labels and 
distros in over 100 countries - from 
Kenya to the The Philippines and 
Argentina to Alaska? Now that’s 
what I call DIY punk solidarity!!! 



Being on the road for weeks with 
all your possessions attached to the 
hitch of a car can be an interesting 
experience. “Home” becomes a 
transient concept. Public becomes, 
indeed, very private. And vice versa. 
Trailer becomes closet, truck bed 
becomes bedroom, random alley 
ways and behind trees become 
bathrooms, gas stations and other’s 
generosity becomes kitchen. Home 
is where the heart is, home is where 
you lay your head at night, home is 
what has become familiar, home is 
what you make of it, or whatever you 
hope it will be. 

So in the middle of July, as the 
STAR STRANGLED BASTARDS 
and FLEAS AND LICE were heading 
toward Minneapolis, I was saying 
tearful goodbyes and steadily pack- 
ing my belongings into bags and 
boxes. The date was set in my brain 
and I counted down the days before 
I would leave and venture west, 
through the mountains and forests, 
through the deserts and droughts, 
through old familiar faces and new 
friends- each day different than the 
one before it. 

Saying goodbye was easier and 
harder than expected. How does 
one simply leave a place that has 
been home for so many years? The 
answer is, of course, you don’t. A 
lot of preparation and planning 
goes into a move like this. Hours 
spent rifling through drawers, boxes, 
records, books, photographs, and 
the random crap that has accumu- 
lated along the way. What warrants 
being moved across the country?

Add sex 
into the picture, and you might as well 
be communicating via sign language 
with someone who is blind. When it 
comes to sex, I have witnessed mis- 
understandings, mixed signals, and 
hidden agendas which have all led to 
a total break down of communication, 
hurt feelings, and missed opportuni- 
ties.

Part of this inability to openly com- 
municate about casual sex comes 
down to the hunt.

The pursuit of something that you’re 
not sure you’re going to get. Want- 
ing something that you tell yourself 
you can’t have. The desire to be the 
seducer. It’s an intoxicating and 
exhilarating power to feel someone 
falling under the spell of your charms. 
It’s the elaborate dance of being 
enticing. What words to choose, what 
topics of conversation are going to 
pique their interest. Finding the right 
moment to put your hand on their arm 
for just a hint of physical contact. How 
closely do you stand, how to com- 
municate desire with the language of 
your body, when to let the line out a 
little bit only to slowly start reeling it 
back in closer and closer. The art of 
seduction is something that we’re all 
familiar with. I don’t care if you’re the 
most politically aware person on the 
planet. ..there are things that you do 
and say in the hopes that someone 


you find attractive will find you equally 
attractive. There is a certain way that 
people choose to flirt and show desire 
and interest and each person has their 
own particular style and presentation.

Or You’re 
right, we shouldn’t have sex because 
I’m going to get all weird and it’ll effect 
our friendship badly. Seriously. What a 
relief if we could get all of that cleared 
up well before lips even touch. But this 
kind of honesty all ties back in with 
the pursuit and the challenge. Once 
you are truly honest and everything 
is understood, then there is no need 
to continue hunting. At that level 
of honesty, two people have come 
together and reached an understand- 
ing of their mutual needs and desires 
and so the role of hunter and hunted 
becomes obsolete. Being brutally 
honest also reduces your chances of 
getting the sex you’ve been so eagerly 
pursuing. If you walk up to someone 
you’ve been flirting with and say I’d 
like to have sex with you and then 
I’m never going to call or contact you 
and if I see you around I’ll say hi, but 
that’s about it then most likely, you’re 
going to get shot down.

When did 
the need to get off become more vital 
then the need to not potentially hurt 
someone emotionally? 

With a one nite stand or casual sex 
in general, the pursuit beyond sex is 
to have no expectations.

You 
do not expect further sexual contact, 
no expectations of phone calls or 
e-mails, they are not your new best 
friend, this is not the prequel to falling 
in love.

Even in the most 
casual, basic, primal one nite stands, 
there is still the expectation that you 
will be treated with some basic level 
of respect and consideration if your 
paths should ever cross again. Once 
again, we’re back to communication. 
How will someone know what to expect 
if it is not effectively communicated 
to them? Nobody walks into a casual 
sex situation with the expectation 
that they are going to be treated like 
shit afterwards. If people expected 
that to happen after a one nite stand, 
there would be a whole helluva lot 
less casual sex going on! But sadly 
enough, I see it happen to people all 
the time. All of this goes hand in hand 
with the honesty issue. Ask yourself 
something: If some total hottie at a 
party walked up to you and admitted 
that they found you physically attrac- 
tive and wanted to have sex with you 
but did not want anything to do with 
you beyond the sexual encounter for 
just that evening, would you go for 
it?

I’m crossing my fingers 
and hoping that most people are able 
to express their needs and desires 
whether they’re fooling around with 
someone they’ve just met or getting 
it on with someone they’ve known for 
years. I mean truly communicate. To 
be able to call up the next day and 
say I feel great or I feel weird and 
have the openness and the honesty 
and trust that an understanding will 
be reached. That the act of sex can 
be a way of creating more love and 
connection with someone that you 
already hold dear in your heart. That 
it’s okay to have certain expectations 
of friendship. To have a level of comfort 
to be yourself in all of your wonder- 
ful, fucked up glory. And of course, 
nothing compares to making love 
when both people are totally, utterly, 
and completely head over heels in 
love. But until that rolls into your life, 
then having sex and including healthy 
doses of honesty, communication, 
respect, and consideration can go a 
long, long way.

We could see it coming from thou- 
sands of miles away. But no one was 
really prepared for the destruction of 
Hurricane Katrina. 

At 6:00pm Monday, August 30th, 

I was still at work, thirty miles away 


from home. We had to work late 
because the boss didn’t expect that 
there would be any power after the 
storm. Hurricane Katrina was starting 
to bear down on north Mississippi as 
a category one hurricane, just a few 
hours after making landfall further 
south as a category four. As I left in 
my van to make the long trek home, 

I knew I was going to have to be 
careful. I was tired from working ten 
hours and the weather was steadily 
getting worse. 

Most people don’t think of hurri- 
canes traveling so far inland, but they 
do. Even though I was three hundred 
miles from the coast the wind was 
furious, literally howling, and slam- 
ming into the side of my van, jarring 
me hard. The rain moved across the 
road like sheets of bullets, blanketing 
and pelleting everything. Trees were 
swaying and bending like rubber. 
The old two lane country road back 
to Oxford was littered with leaves, 
branches, and even some downed 
trees. I couldn’t go very fast at all, and 
I certainly had to watch out. On a road 
that was usually fairly well-traveled 
this time of day, I was just about the 
only vehicle out there. 

By seven o’clock I finally made it 
home. The trip usually takes about 
thirty minutes. This time it took an 
hour and the storm was still getting 
worse. I was surprised to see that 
my house had power, but then again, 
living only four doors down from the 
power company does have some 
perks. While much of the area had 
already lost electricity, not only did I 
still have it, my bandmates were there 
and wanted to play. 

We’ve never much shied away from 
playing in hurricanes, I suppose. The 
first time we braved it was in 1994, 
our very first gig out of town. It just 
happened to be in Pensacola, Florida 
and it just so happened that we were 
going down to the Panhandle area at 
a time when Hurricane Alberto was 
about to make landfall there. I sup- 
pose we should have turned back 
and abandoned the gig when we saw 
all the lanes out of Pensacola filled 
with people leaving the city and our 
vehicle being just about the only one 
going into the city. But we were too 
excited to turn back and we really 
thought we could play the show and 


leave before it hit. Almost nobody was 
at the Handlebar that night, and later 
we were literally forced to evacuate 
by the authorities. 

But we still had power as Hurricane 
Katrina reigned down. For a while 
anyway. We were about three songs 
into practice when, ZAP! Power surge! 
The lights flashed and our guitar- 
ist exclaimed, “I got shocked!” Ok, 
practice over. The lights came back 
on but we decided not to continue. 
The wind had become even stronger 
and for the next six or seven hours, I 
kept wondering if one of the tall oak 
trees around our house was going to 
come down crashing down. If it was 
this bad here, three hundred miles 
from the Gulf coast, how bad was in 
further south? 

The next day the sun was shining 
and the scorching heat was back. A 
first look out my bathroom window 
revealed one of the tall oaks did fall, 
but it wasn’t close enough to hit our 
house. Other trees in my yard were 
missing their tops. We still had power, 
but it would go on and off randomly. 
The cable and internet were out cold. 
There was no way to get news, so I 
decided to make a trip around town 
to survey the damage. Noticeably off 
the bat, none of the traffic lights were 
working. Everywhere was littered with 
debris mostly in the form of leaves, 
branches, and various garbage. Huge 
trees were down on houses, churches, 
fences, cars and roads. No one was 
hurt as far as I could tell, but there 
was still no news to be found. 

Finally I found a restaurant with 
power and television and it wasn’t 
pretty. New Orleans was flooding. 
Fast. People were on rooftops all 
over the city begging for assistance. 
There were just a few Coast Guard 
helicopters trying to help. I wondered 
how all those news copters could 
stand to just fly around and film. If 
I was in one of those, I’d would be 
inclined to put the camera down and 
do something. 

I couldn’t believe what I was seeing. 
New Orleans was probably my favorite 
city. I love the Mississippi country- 
side and prefer to live in the country 
next to nature, but as far as cities 
go, New Orleans was one kick ass 
place. I almost moved there a few 
years ago. That could have been me 
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on one of those rooftops. Every time 
they showed images of the city on 
TV, I thought of all the times I spent 
there, playing music, enjoying life and 
meeting people. Now it looks like the 
lost city of Atlantis. I wondered what 
happened to my friends there. 

I went back home and still no cable, 
no internet. I continued to call my family 
and friends in the affected areas, with- 
out any luck. Finally, late that Tuesday 
night, my mom got through to me. She 
was obviously shaken by the storm. 
They spent most of the time during 
the storm in the basement scared to 
death that their house was going to 
be destroyed. After the storm, they 
realized how lucky they were. Her 
house was nearly smashed by an old 
oak tree (came within inches). Luck- 
ily, the fallen tree merely (but totally) 
destroyed the fence around her yard. 
She said it was the scariest storm 
she’s ever witnessed. She felt guilty 
because many of her friends’ houses 
were destroyed. The tone in her voice 
was shocking. Yeah, we were scared 
here in Oxford, but down near the 
coast, it was obviously much, much 
worse. She told me she was going 
to travel an hour and a half north to 
West Point were my Grandma lives. 
Meridian was predicted not to have 
power for weeks. 

I finally got my internet and cable 
back and just couldn’t believe the 
vast amount of destruction in south- 
ern Mississippi, and the situation in 
New Orleans was horrifying. And still 
where was our so-called President? 
CNN reported he flew over the area 
in his swank airplane and viewed the 
destruction from the air. He was quoted 
as saying, “Wow, it looks devastating. 
Must be doubly devastating on the 
ground.” Is “doubly” even a word? 
What a guy. 

It was disgusting to see the poor 
people of New Orleans suffering like 
they were, live on TV. They were dying 
right there on TV. The news corps 
had no trouble getting in there and 
covering the situation; and the New 
Orleans authorities were just beg- 
ging for help to stop the rapes, the 
hunger and the violence. All the so 
called “news analysts” focused only 
on stopping looters. They cared more 
about property than the suffering of 


the victims. I felt so terrible. It was 
too much. 

You guys probably know the rest 
as I’m sure the nation (and world) was 
glued to the coverage. For days on end 
New Orleans flooded and the people 
who were too poor to get out of New 
Orleans suffered and died. It was not 
surprising to me that George Bush 
did nothing for days. He’s never done 
anything but serve his own needs, the 
needs of the mega-corporations, and 
the needs of the upper elite. That’s 
always been obvious to me. When 
he finally decided to step foot in the 
area (and only because of the public 
outrage), all he did was find photo ops 
with the victims and hold meaning- 
less press conferences. No, he didn’t 
grab a bullhorn and start directing the 
recovery effort like you would think 
a real commander-in-chief would do. 
He kissed a couple of crying black 
girls who lost everything and said, 
“Hang in there.” 

In the days that followed, our town 
filled up with evacuees or refugees or 
whatever you want to call them. They 
are everywhere, looking for housing 
and work. I’ve met so many people, 
and some of my friends I wondered 
what happened to, finally showed 
up. They all had a story to tell about 
how they escaped and they all said 
pretty much the same thing: “The 
news media is exploiting the situa- 
tion and the Federal government has 
failed to help.” 

Its a terrible time for Mississippi, 
Louisiana, and Alabama right now. 
The destruction goes well beyond 
just the Gulf Coast. There is a trail of 
destruction in Mississippi from the 
Gulf Coast all the way due north to 
Tennessee. I understand Alabama is 
in real bad shape, especially Mobile. 
Let’s not forget Florida either. Hurri- 
cane Katrina hit Miami first, and then 
areas west of Pensacola. Those in the 
Pensacola area never fully recovered 
from Hurricane Ivan (another category 
four), less than a year ago. 

Lots of people are expecting things 
to get much worse as gas prices 
continue to rise (if you can find gas) 
and ALL towns are filling up with 
evacuees. Gas prices are rising daily. 
Several stations don’t have any gas at 
all. Seeing long lines at pumps with 
officers guarding them with weapons 


drawn is not something I’m likely to 
forget anytime soon. I really wonder 
what this is going to mean for me 
and my job, thirty miles away. As 
gas prices approach $3.25, I’m now 
working several hours each day for 
enough gas to travel 60 miles to my 
job and back. Don’t know if I can 
keep this job or not. While $3.25 may 
seem cheap to some, remember that 
Mississippi was already the poorest 
state in the nation, we make the lowest 
wages, and this kind of destruction 
and these new gas prices are going 
to really hurt us hard. 

I have lived in Mississippi most of 
my life and I can tell you that people 
here (both Mississippians and the 
displaced refugees) are pretty much 
feeling either total desperation, extreme 
anger or complete confusion, and 
most of it is directed at the gov- 
ernment. I have not seen so much 
anti-government feeling from such 
regular people in this area in all my 
life. People are wondering why we 
even have a government if they aren’t 
going to help. Its unfortunate that a 
major disaster like Hurricane Katrina 
had to happen in order for people to 
see the government for what it really 
is, but it is occurring. And even as I 
write this, there are still people wait- 
ing to be rescued, people begging for 
help, and people dying because they 
have been forgotten or overlooked by 
our so called “protectors”. The truth 
is, they are learning what I’ve known 
all along: if you rely on government 
for anything at all, you are doomed 
to be disappointed. 

As a final note to this column, I want 
to mention the passing of two very 
important musicians who’s deaths 
largely went unnoticed to the world 
this week. 

Denis “Piggy” D’Amour, guitarist 
of Voivod passed away on August 
26, 2005. I could have written an 
entire column on the greatness of 
Voivod, and the genius of Piggy, but 
it was not meant to be. I personally 
consider Voivod one of the top five 
metal bands of all time and they are 
certainly, single-handedly, the most 
underrated. Piggy’s death at 45 years 
old from advanced colon cancer 
is terribly sad. While most crust- 
ies recognize “Killing Technology,” 
Voivod’s great 1986 album, as their 
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best, in my mind Voivod’s masterpiece 
is their 1989 album, “Nothingface.” 
But that’s neither here nor there, as 
unlike any band in any genre, Voivod 
produced 13 great albums in twenty 
years, and every single one of them 
are un-fucking-believable. There is 
not a single bad album in the bunch 
and I cannot say that about any other 
metal, punk, orrocknroll band. I saw 
Voivod in 1996 as a three piece and 
it only reaffirmed their greatness. In 
recent years, Voivod had found a third 
wind with Jason Newsted and original 
vocalist Snake back in the band. But 
despite that, they still didn’t sell very 
many albums, and even 18 years into 
their “career” they couldn’t do any 
better than second stage at Ozzfest. 
It sucks that they never got the suc- 
cess they really deserved, but they 
will always have my respect. 

The other death I would like to 
recognized is R.L. Burnside. Judging 
by the lack of response on Profane 
Existence’s message board, not 
many people know who R.L. was, 
but to me, and to many other blues 
enthusiasts, R.L. Burnside was “The 
Last of The Great Bluesmen.” R.L., 
who redefined the blues genre by 
incorporating indie rock acts and 
hip-hop production, died September 
1, 2005, at St. Francis Hospital in 
Memphis, Tennessee. He was born 
November 21, 1926, in Harmontown, 
Mississippi, and spent most of his life 
in the north Mississippi hill country, 
where he worked as a sharecropper 
and a commercial fisherman and 
played guitar at weekend house par- 
ties, hanging out with the likes of the 
great Mississippi Fred McDowell. R.L. 
became fed up with the hopelessness 
of sharecropping, and migrated with 
his family to Chicago in hopes of find- 
ing economic opportunity. Chicago 
did not work out. In the span of one 
month, R.L.’s father, brother, and 
uncle were all murdered. R.L. eventu- 
ally came back to Mississippi and in 
1968, noted folklorist George Mitchell 
recorded Burnside for the first time. 
In 1991 Burnside was the first artist 
signed Fat Possum Records in Oxford, 
Mississippi. His debut, “Too Bad Jim,” 
was produced by former New York 
Times rock critic Robert Palmer. Along 
with his friend, neighbor, and fellow 
great bluesman Junior Kimbrough, 


R.L. Burnside was one of the most 
popular and important blues musicians 
to emerge in the last two decades. He 
recorded the crossover collaboration 
“A Ass Pocket of Whiskey” with the 
Jon Spencer Blues Explosion in 1996 
and that really elevated his status to 
“cult hero” and pretty soon you could 
hear his music in all kinds of movies 
and television shows, including The 
Sopranos. Despite his success late in 
life, R.L. really didn’t think much of it, 
he refused to practice, and distrusted 
all white men, including his record 
label, Fat Possum. He lived a full life 
and I urge you all to diversify your 
album collection and check out R.L 
Burnside. He really was one of the 
greats, and I feel fortunate to have 
met him and jammed with him on 
several occasions. 

Rest in peace Denis D ’Amour, R.L 
Burnside and all the victims of Hur- 
ricane Katrina.

I’m 
bummed that they won’t let me in but, 
whatever, it sure as hell wasn’t the 
first time, and certainly won’t be the 
last. I have no money and I haven’t 
had money but if I did I would hand 
it to the bands myself. I don’t work. 
Think what you will but work isn’t for 
me. I have to live life another way. Sure, 
some people might call me a bum, a 
bottom-feeder, a low-bagger; I’ve 
heard them all. I prefer “scavenger”. 
The word itself sounds uglier than the 
act, but I digress. 

So Fleas and Lice sound awe- 
some, not a surprise. The turn-out 
looks good and Portland seems like 
an all-right place to me. 

Yep, just got off the train today. 
I’ve been doing it for years and it’s 
not what it used to be. Doesn’t seem 


as tight anymore and the meaning 
has spread thin. Maybe the rails age 
one’s soul, I don’t know, but it’s good 
to be out of the train car and on solid 
land (even if I can’t get into the show 
tonight). 

Right now my friends are spare- 
changing so they can buy more drink 
this evening. It seems they can never 
have enough drink. I call them my 
“friends” but sometimes I think they 
just keep me around cause I’m cute. 
They get more donations because 
of me. They don’t know that I know 
this, but I do, and I put up with it. You 
know it works for the time being and 
we function like a pack, but someday, 
I’ll ditch them.

Her best friend pretty 
much takes care of her and gives 
her anything she needs. She’s lucky 
and some might say spoiled but I’ve 
always liked her just the same. She’s 
always there to listen to record after 
record after record and she’ll even 
listen to your drunken banter for hours. 
Emma Fossey; she’s named after two 
incredibly monumental women that 
single-handedly changed history. I 
wonder if she realizes the weight of 
her labels, I wonder if this casts a 
permanent shadow on her unwrit- 
ten destiny. Hmph, maybe someday 
I’ll ask her about it, yep, next time I 
see her.... 

Last time we visited she kept bitch- 
ing about the all-ages venue she runs. 

I guess no one really helps her and 
many just take it for granted. I think 
she’s disappointed more than angry. 
Emma has made booking shows her 
life. She helps her best friend research 
bands, send out tons of emails, and 
makes flyers. She feels really bad 
when they have to turn a band away. 
If more people cared about the bigger 
picture, she probably wouldn’t feel so 
burned out. Ah, such is her life and 
I just tell her, “hard work never goes 
unnoticed, and acknowledgement is 
fleeting.” I love Emma. 
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Then there’s Sasha. She’s old 
school. We’ve been friends for three 
years now and it’s always a party 
going to her house. Sasha could care 
less about the daily hub-bub and little 
life dramas. Sasha is o ne of those 
genuine beings that has a simple but 
right-on view of life. Once she leaned 
over and whispered to me, “Make 
yourself happy, love those around 
you, and live to be free.” Those simple 
words branded my soul. It’s not every 
day that you meet someone so easy 
going. Her days usually consist of 
waking up, napping, eating, maybe 
napping again, and hanging out lis- 
tening to music. One time we were 
walking on this path and suddenly she 
ran at full speed towards the river. I 
thought, “What the hell are you doing 
woman? You’re not seriously going 
for the river.” Next thing I know she’s 
splashing through the water scaring 
ducks and tripping over rocks. In the 
blink of an eye she siezed the spirit 
of freedom and didn’t give one damn 
thought about the world around her. 

I think it brought a sparkle to my eye. 
To live without chains, to breath in 
the wild, to go with the moment and 
succumb to no hesitations, that is 
truly living. 

Fleas and Lice just finished their 
last song and sweaty bodies are 
filing out of the venue. I study each 
person like a form of art. Some are 
pink-faced. Some are half naked. 
Others are lighting up cigarettes and 
looking for familiar faces. Some guy 
comes out in a huff. He yells at the 
whole crowd spouting curses to the 
fool that stole his train hat. I wonder if 
his hat is on the venue floor, you know, 
kicked behind an amp or something. 
Watching this man act very dramatic 
holds my interest for a moment. Did 
his hat have some sentimental value 
to allow him to get so upset over its 
loss? I don’t have a hat so I don’t 
pretend to understand. My needs are 
minimal. If I get sleep, have food and 
something to drink, and have good 
people around me, then I’m happy. 
Sure, a bath would be nice from time 
to time. And, if I’m lucky I’ll enjoy a 
hike or a day at the lake. I could do 
without these fleas but they’re always 
the worst in the summertime. At this 
point I’m pretty content. The air is 
warm, the stars glisten in the sky and 


I’m in a new city. Yeah, a dog’s life 
ain’t so bad after all. 



Be warned! The nature of your 
oppression is the aesthetic of our 
anger- CRASS 

I can remember when I first picked 
up CRASS’s “Yes sir, I will” and read 
that bold type perfectly aligned to the 
artists’ eye across the back of the 
record. There is something in that 
quote that runs through my veins. The 
beauty of our anger. For me that is 
the definition of punk rock and who I 
am. As a teenager I was drawn to the 
music, art, and words of anarcho-punk 
records. The lyrics, written as a book 
of our lives put into song form. Intel- 
lectual words of thought and anger at 
the status quo which I’ve never read 
before ran deep inside me. Songs 
about war, anarchism, existentialism, 
animal rights, vegetarianism, religion, 
environment, and the atrocities of 
human nature filled my mind. My 
thirst for knowledge on these ideas 
led me to reading books that weren’t 
taught within school. Sometimes the 
words were neatly typed upon poster 
sleeves as if they came from old 
typewriters and other times they were 
scrawled by hand upon photocopied 
paper sleeves. All of it, no matter the 
appearance, was written with heart 
and conviction in hopes of living in 
a better world which I could relate 
to. I have punk rock lyrics to thank 
in helping me form my own beliefs, 
opinions, and dreams which I still 
hold today. The art on the records 
inspired me the most. I can stare at 
Nick Blinko’s art for hours. Zoning 
in on every cross hatch of line work 
that dropped from his pen to paper 
screaming of angst. So much of the 
art that filled these records inside 
and out would keep me up at night 
trying to emulate it with my own pen. 
Whether it was the intricate line work 
of Blinko or the flawless collages of 
Ge.Sus.J wanted to create art. Not 
just any art, but art that had meaning 
and made people think socially with 
a thick political edge. It was the first 
time that I could see how powerful 


art could be sitting in front of me as 
a record cover, or as an insert shoved 
within the sleeve. I began to draw 
and started to get involved within 
the punk community doing art in 
small zines. After high school I went 
on to art school to learn more about 
art and even more about myself. I 
have all of these punk rock records 
with brilliant art from cover to label to 
thank for inspiring me to pick up a pen 
and let my thoughts bleed upon the 
paper. The music is something that I 
can’t really put into words. Whether 
it be the intricacy of ZOUNDS to the 
infectious guitar riffs of ANTISECT it is 
something that is just felt deep inside. 
Punk rock is music that defines the 
beauty of anger. Punk rock records 
are more to me than just records 
sitting on a shelf. Records are more 
than collectibles that can be sold off 
to the highest bidder on Ebay. They 
are the building blocks to the founda- 
tion of who I am. The words, art, and 
music continues to flow through my 
veins and inspires me to create. To 
all of those who play music, make 
art, put out records, make zines, and 
write words... I say thank you. For all 
of you have influenced me more than 
you could imagine. I hope punk rock 
records continue to influence me and 
the world. I hope bands keep making 
vinyl records and not CDs for there 
is so much history and craft behind 
vinyl that CDs could never achieve. In 
this day and age I see more and more 
bands putting out CDs and not vinyl 
because they are cheaper to make. 
They key word is cheaper in what it 
is and how it feels. I hope to keep 
on reading social political lyrics that 
make me think and seek knowledge. 
Society has been dumbing down 
the populace enough with its reality 
tv and bubblegum pop to keep our 
minds and anger subdued. I hope to 
keep staring at your art within your 
records and within your zines. Push 
your pen deeper into the paper and 
shove your brush through the canvas 
for they are the sharpest weapons of 
the mind. For all of you and the things 
you create define and illustrate the 
beauty of our anger. Cheers to you 
all. -alextoon.

“Bang my head against a wall /Back 
myself into a corner/ Close my eyes 
and make a wish /Cross my heart and 
hope to die....” 

To say I had had a complete shit 
piss week would have been a crass 
understatement. By the time Friday 
rolled around, I was just about at criti- 
cal mass when it came to dealing with 
situations as well as people. For start- 
ers, I had not had a genuine day off in 
almost a month. Every night had been 
spoken for, either with work or shows. 
I’ll be the first one to say that being in 
a band that plays out of town is one of 
the most rewarding things that anyone 
into music can do, but it must also 
be said that trying to swing that and 
work full time sucks hard. Ordinarily, 

I would have just taken a week or two 
off and been done with it, but my work 
has been so shortstaffed lately and 
there isn’t an abundance of people 
who want to work the hours that I do 
(9pm - 7am, four days a week). What 
taking off work to play these shows 
entailed was a lot of fancy footwork 
on my part-a lot of bargaining, a lot 
of working insane shifts to make up 
for the time I was gone, and a good 
amount of ass-kissing to convince the 
higher-ups at work that I could swing 
the schedule around and not have it 
affect the quality of my work. 

In addition, one of the shows we 
played was one that I booked that 
ended up going completely sour. I’ll 
spare you the details, mainly because 
it was a fucked-up situation that 
wasn’t even really anyone’s fault, 
but also because I just don’t feel like 
going over it all again. To make a long 
bullshit story short, I got caught in the 
middle of a huge misunderstanding 
that essentially destroyed any future 


chances of booking shows in a bar 
that I had such a good relationship 
with, back in those golden days when 
the ownership was different and 
everybody got along. Because of 
the naivete of some and the straight- 
up hawkishness of others, I ended 
up getting stuck in the middle and 
catching shit from both sides. I think 
the punk scene is notorious for set- 
ting people up like that. You try to do 
something good, bring people together 
and have a gig that goes off well, but 
sometimes things go amiss and you 
get caught in the middle for having 
the audacity to try and organize such 
a thing; you go through this a couple 
of times and people treat you like a 
fucking punching bag; eventually all 
of us get tired of being yelled at and 
then you get criticized for leaving all 
this behind and trying to do something 
else with your life. 

But once this past Friday came, 
none of it mattered anymore because 
CAUSTIC CHRIST were finally play- 
ing Cincinnati. I had been thinking 
about a column Mollie Hatchet wrote 
for this zine a while back about the 
power of music, as well as any ten 
conversations we’ve had over the 
past eight years about how the right 
music at the right time can fill you up 
like nothing else can. And, after the 
events of the week, I couldn’t think of 
any other band besides POISON IDEA 
or “Damaged”-era BLACK FLAG that 
could fit the bill as well as CAUSTIC 
CHRIST. It would mark about the sixth 
or seventh time I had seen them live, 
but this time was especially impor- 
tant because it was in my town, and 
around the corner from our house. 
Plus, everything had seemed kind 
of far away every time before. I saw 
them at Chicago Fest and it was far 
away. I saw them at the Rally Alley in 
Latrobe, PA and they were far away 
then, too. And at Thrash Fest in Min- 
neapolis. ..well, you get it. This time, 
they were playing at the new Warner 
House (which is the best basement 
gig in Cincinnati, hands down), with 
the extremely rocking SKITKIDS and 
RED MENACE, and my band was on 
the show too. Things were starting 
to look up. 

And it should go without saying that 
all the opening bands tore it up, but I 
was waiting to unleash all the bullshit 


and rage that had been building up 
inside of me all week. I know there 
are good times and bad times and all 
that, but I was honestly worried about 
getting too into the music. I don’t like 
people that act like tough guys and try 
to lord it in “the pit,” and I’ve been to 
many shows where the actions of a 
few people who went a little too hard 
ruined the whole thing for everybody. 
I’ve physically removed people from 
shows for acting this way. However, I 
felt like I was ready to fucking explode, 
and I was going to tear shit up, even 
if I was the only one in the basement. 
Fortunately, that wasn’t true, as there 
were quite a few of my favorite people 
in attendance who had seen what I 
had been through that week and were 
there to make it right again. More 
about them in a minute. 

Quite honestly, I can’t imagine ever 
having raged a show that hard since 
I saw the RAMONES at this honky 
tonk in Lexington back in ’89. I’m 
sure CAUSTIC CHRIST have many 
equally dedicated and manic people 
that show up at their shows, but this 
one felt like it belonged to me and 
my friends. Not only that, they didn’t 
even seem to have a set list. Rather, 
they just played the songs we were 
yelling at them to play. One of us 
would yell “No Love!” They’d look 
at each other and say “Alright. .’No 
Love,”’ and completely rip it out. 
And on it went, through “Frat Boy,” 
“Burned,” “False Alarm,” and then 
they upped the ante with a version 
of “Just to Get Away”. My friend Keith 
and I heard that opening drum beat 
and looked at each other in shock 
- “Dude! POISON IDEA!” was all that 
was said, and then we were off, being 
careful not to smash into anyone, but 
generally riding high and feeling all of 
the anger and frustration coming off 
of us like sweat. It was an experience, 
and after Caustic finished with a ver- 
sion of “Dicks Hate the Police,” I fell 
to my knees out of sheer exhaustion, 
feeling like I could die right then and 
be all right with it, so long as my life 
ended on such a moment. 

I listen to a lot of music and like a 
lot of different bands, but I’ve always 
tried not to let myself be defined by 
the music I listen to. I’m not one to 
take an extreme amount of inspiration 
from a band’s lyrics, but there comes 
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a time when the music fits the mood 
so perfectly that one would be a fool 
to try and deny its overall power. This 
was one of those times, where you’ve 
been pushed to the point of no return 
and back, when you’ve felt the wrath 
from the assholes of this world and 
done nothing to deserve it, or when 
you’ve been crucified with your own 
good intentions and expected to 
just fucking take it. Something has 
to give eventually, and sometimes a 
band or even a song can pull you in 
the direction you need to go and clear 
you out. I owe CAUSTIC CHRIST at 
least as much as the material in this 
column, for no other reason that I was 
almost ready to ditch this punk rock 
life and do who-knows-what. Thanks 
to Corey, Eric, and Co. for bringing 
me back.

When the song 
Murdelizer by Superconductor came 
on the radio, the hair raised on the back 
of my neck; the music that blasted out 
of my speakers had an intensity that I 
hadn’t found in music until that point, 
and I felt compelled to search for any 


Superconductor records I could get 
my hands on. Looking back, that was 
a pivotal point in my life, and yet as is 
pretty common, I didn’t realize it at the 
time. Punk, vegetarianism, anarcho/ 
socialist politics, the DIY movement, 
etc, all those things that developed 
over the years could really be traced 
back to that time when I heard that 
raging song 15 or so years ago. I 
guess there isn’t really a point to this 
rambling, except that time flies so we 
had better make the best of it.

Nothing He Does Ever Makes Sense: 
The Slits and the “Feminine” Beat 

To be a woman is to be torn between 
the fact of biology and the fiction 
of femininity. This tension reflects 
the unresolvability of the nature vs. 
culture debate. 

- Joy Press and Simon Reynolds, 
The Sex Revolts 

From the beginning, punk rock 
was all about liberation. Liberation 
from the corporate-rock mainstream, 
musical convention, class and sexual 
roles, governmental oppression. ..the 
list goes on. But was gender liberation 
a part of the first wave of punk? The 
first generation of 1977 punks paid 
lip-service to feminism, and indeed 
part of the novelty of punk lay in its 
disgust with society’s sexual con- 
ventions. Witness the SEX PISTOLS’ 
“Bodies” or the CLASH’ “Protex Blue” 
for the new take punk took on sex in 
the if-it-feels-good-do-it ’70s. But 
lyrics only tell part of the story, and 
musically punk was perhaps the most 
quintessential^ male form of rock ‘n’ 
roll. Hyperspeed guitars, pile-driver per- 
cussion and the short, sharp screams 
of a (righteously) angry, but most of all 
angsty male singer was the sound of 
a thousand bands that spawned in the 
wake of THE RAMONES and the SEX 
PISTOLS. This was fundamentally a 
return of cock-rock: i.e. music as an 
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expression of male angst and outrage. 
It must be remembered that punk 
was partially a reaction to disco, the 
most “gay” of musical styles. Were 
the first generation boy punks really 
just scared of losing center stage to 
fags and women (DONNA SUMMER 
and co.)? If so, they responded with 
a stripped down, macho form of 
music that would soon morph into 
that most chest-thumping of styles, 
hardcore-where males beat each 
other up in slam-pits, re-enacting that 
most ancient form of male coming- 
of-age, warfare. One first-gen punk 
band transcended this, and that is the 
all-female Slits. In so short a space it’s 
hard to emphasize the radical break 
they made with traditional rock forms, 
and thus rock as a male music, but I’ll 
focus on the Slits’ anthem, “Typical 
Girls,” as the best example of the Slits’ 
attempt to reclaim rock’s musical 
territory from the boys. 

From the beginning, the Slits embod- 
ied the punk ideal of ‘do-it-yourself’, 
DIY: anybody can play music, anybody 
can start a label, etc., so just DO IT! 
Their early shows were notorious for 
the squalling atrocity they inflicted 
on their audiences. As the band 
apparently played three different 
songs, Ari Up howled, screeched, 
and cackled like one of MacBeth’s 
Weird Sisters on speed. Beneath the 
racket, though, are traces of the new 
style they would develop: stripped 
of forward momentum, lacking the 
verse-chorus-solo format that most 
rock bands had been doing since the 
Beatles. Their atrocious noise was the 
work of novices struggling towards a 
new, de-natured female sensibility. 
Many wrote them off as charmingly 
inept girls best applauded and ignored, 
but they soldiered on. The result was 
their manifesto for self-empowered 
girl-rock, the 1979 album Cut. 

Here the Slits refined their racket 
into a subtle, more tune-attuned sound 
somewhere between punk and reggae. 
“Typical Girls” is a sort of anthem for 
the Slits and anti-girly girls everywhere. 
Opening with muttered exhortations 
to “don’t rebel” (reminiscent of soft- 
speakers in malls urging shoppers 
to spend spend spend), Palmolive 
breaks in with an off-kilter, shuffle beat 
that is accentuated by a syncopated 


piano note. This is then subverted by 
a fluid, on-rushing bassline that is a 
total break with the idea of bass and 
drums as supporting the guitar: here, 
the rhythm section is front and fore, 
and thus crafts a more tribal, “earthy” 
sound. The guitar itself is always in the 
background on “Typical Girls,” playing 
the role usually relegated to the bass 
or horns: supporting the main idea, 
in this case the simple beat pattern. 
The opening pattern of a shuffle beat 
and piano riff repeatedly alternates 
with an even more laid-back, lilting 
sub-reggae beat and arcing bass-line. 
The decidedly un-male bass-drum 
lead subverts the frantic, hysterical 
denunciation of subject matter so 
typical in rock and especially punk. 
Instead the casual, expansive sound 
of reggae is utilized to denounce the 
Slits’ nemesis, “typical” girls. Ari’s 
lyrics are vituperative, spiteful and 
would be sexist coming from a guy: 
“typical girls don’t think too clearly... 
hate their own smell. ..buy magazines...” 
The ultimate pay-off, musically and 
lyrically, comes toward the song’s end 
as Ari’s question-“who invented the 
typical girl?” (pointing to the capitalist 
ideal of the good-natured, obedient 
and consuming girl as a marketing 
ploy)- is offset by her ultimate insult: 
“typical girls get typical boys!” Musically 
another shift occurs: the lazy, shuffling 
beat remains but is now offset by a 
twirling, dizzy piano riff that seems 
to circle around itself. Then the other 
instruments drop out, leaving only the 
drums and bass to emphasize the 
message that typical girls get typical 
boys... and who wants that?!? 

This sound was a radical departure 
in pop, even punk, music. Punk was 
rock stripped to its essence: wounded 
male pride embodied in fast guitar 
licks, whiny but macho singing and 
lyrics about getting jilted by some evil, 
domineering girl or being controlled/ 
repressed by an abusive “System”. Even 
when girls were in command (BLONDIE, 
the AVENGERS), the music was still 
decidedly macho, as if the females in 
the group were striving to prove that 
they could kick ass with the hardest 
males, as opposed to crafting their 
own conception of punk/rock, on their 
own musical terms. The Slits threw this 
whole sensibility out the window; their 


suppression of the guitar, emphasis 
on the beat and rhythm, and brutally 
honest lyrics kicked a hole in the idea 
that rock ‘n’ roll was the privileged 
domain of teenage boys. They threw 
down a gauntlet that few groups 
(except, perhaps, contemporaries 
THE RAINCOATS and X-RAY-SPEX) 
have followed. Few songs or groups 
have done a better job of illustrating 
a feminine take on, or subversion of, 
rock ‘n’ roll. Perhaps there are too 
many typical girls, indeed. 



We almost got killed. We almost got 
arrested. We almost didn’t get to play 
the show. Not exactly in that order, 
but still... we had a lot of fun. 

I remember looking in the rear view 
mirror on the way back from San 
Francisco, I was searching for the 
two cars that were caravaning with us 
and I couldn’t see either one of them. 
I called Eric from NO NOISE! on his 
cell phone but no answer. I couldn’t 
call Brandon because I didn’t have his 
number, so I called the other car. 

“Hey Becky, were the hell are you 
guys???”, I said, slightly pissed and 
slightly concerned. 

I say that I was slightly pissed off 
because less than ten minutes ago, 
just after all fifteen of us had woken 
up and left the two hotel rooms that 
we shared that night after playing with 
GODSTOMPER, Becky had gotten 
pulled over for running a red light. 
Now that’s not a really big reason to 
get peeved but when you consider 
that my car was in the front of the 
caravan and we took a yellow that had 
been so for a good couple of seconds 
(immediately pulling over to wait for 
the rest of the group), and the second 
car for some reason amazingly took 
the yellow as well (fairly stupid move 
since it turned red just as they were 
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entering the intersection) and THEN 
she takes the red when its been red 
for a good couple of seconds... get 
this... cutting off an ambulance!!! 
Still. . . that’s not that bad. . . unless you 
consider yet more information. 

First off she’s driving a van rented 
under Alex’s (BASTARDASS) sister’s 
name, under a contractual agreement 
stating no one other than his sister can 
drive it. The only reason his sister got 
the van in the first place was because 
you have to be 21 to rent one (Becky 
was 18). 

She called me up scared as shit 
asking what to do - as if I wasn’t 
panicking too! 

Honestly, I didn’t know what to tell 
her or what to do. I mean, here she 
was driving a van under someone 
else’s name, under age, transport- 
ing six other friends and she had just 
crossed a red light.

What if the van gets taken away and 
we have to take seven people in our 
two other packed cars? What if we 
can’t get everyone back home and their 
families have to get involved?” 

I just told her to calm down and be 
nice to the officer. “Tell him you were 
following us and you didn’t want to 
get lost.” 

Its a good thing I didn’t find out 
there were drugs in the car until after 
the day we came back! Fuck I would 
have REALLY freaked out! Its even 
better that Seriously.. .that would have 
sucked if everyone in that van got 
arrested on drug charges when half 
of them were straightedge! 

So there we were, waiting for the 
cop to pull her and all of our friends 
away, but after about 25 minutes, 
she gets off easy with a ticket (which 
unfortunately cost her around $300)! 
All those bad thoughts and fucked up 
feelings just for a ticket! Goddammit 
were we relieved. 

So again we’re off to go home. 
We’re exhausted from the trip the day 
before, from staying up late hanging 
out, from playing the show in some 
cool little shack right off the bay and 
from general good times. So we hit 
the freeway and everyone is just 
sort of contemplative, minding our 
own business, reliving our personal 
experiences on such an awesome 


road trip. After a while, we realized 
nobody was following us. 

“Becky, where the hell are you guys?” 

I asked. In a shaky disconcerted 
voice she says, “Eric’s car freaked 
the fuck out so we all slammed on 
our brakes and pulled to the side of 
the road. We just saw a car sliding 
on its hood pass us on the left side. I 
think we’re responsible for it! I don’t 
know, we’re freaking out. We’re just 
gonna meet up with you guys at the 
next food stop!” 

So not only did we just get out 
of getting arrested, but now we 
escaped narrowly with our lives 
intact. FUCK!!! 

Eric and Brandon met up with 
our car at the next food stop, while 
Becky and the rest just continued 
driving because they had to get home 
sooner than us. When Becky said it 
freaked the fuck out, she wasnt kid- 
ding. It had started shaking violently 
as if the tires had been loosened. We 
looked at the car and figured it was 
the tires that were all jacked up, so 
we decided to drive slow all the way 
home with us following behind Eric 
to ensure we didn’t lose him if his car 
broke down. 

Eventually after dropping everyone 
and everything off, we got home. 
Tired and laying down on my bed I run 
through the events of the past two days. 
I ask myself, was it worth it? Did we 
do what we had set out to do? 

Originally the idea was to do a week 
long tour on the west coast. We had 
planned to go down to San Diego and 
all the way up to San Francisco with 
stops in between; but thanks to our 
conflicting schedules and the inability 
to secure shows on the days we could 
tour we decided to just go for the road 
trip and play with GODSTOMPER. Even 
that didn’t go as planned because the 
show got moved to a new location 
where it had to end at a certain time. 
Essentially GODSTOMPER got to 
play a total of three songs. ..about a 
minutes worth! 

It was hella fun though, making 
preparations like sandwiches and 
drinks for everyone beforehand. It was 
stressful getting the eight members of 
ACxDC and NO NOISE! informed and 
on schedule, and seven other people 
on time and ready to go. At one point 


after we all met up an hour late at JC’s 
house (ACxDC’s drummer) and gave our 
hello hugs, we had problems figuring 
out who went in what car. We got so 
frustrated we just said “Everyone get 
in a car and lets go!” This was a bad 
idea because we ended up leaving 
JC there! HA! 

But all in all we did have an amaz- 
ing time. We came down with fifteen 
people and played good sets. We 
hung out with the GODSTOMPER 
dudes and got to talk to them a lot. 
Paul even gave us some free merch! 
We had some funny ass moments in 
the hotels that I won’t divulge in this 
here public forum. We chilled a lot 
with each other and became closer. 
We have these memories that we 
share now. Along with them we have 
the video of the show, pictures and 
our stories. Yeah we lost money, but 
we gained a lot more. 

I guess if you’re looking for fame, 
stardom, and / or money, then DIY 
isn’t exactly for that. If youre looking 
for some friends, some good times 
and some fond memories... then DIY 
OR DIE!!!

I woke up covered in a thick sheen 
of sweat, a morning without a clock, 
a haze of humidity on the windows. 

I opened the back door to a gust of 
cool, clean air. It turned my perspira- 
tion into a fine mist of relief. The air 
was thin and weightless and could 
make one forget about a sleepless 
night in a vehicle with only a couple 
intake breaths. I guess traveling has 
that natural effect regardless and my 
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reintroduction to it had been a long 
time coming. 

We only allotted ourselves a week 
to travel parts of Canada. With jobs, 
bills, plants, and band, a week is all 
we could afford. “Vacation” is a word 
I cringe to hear as I’ve always drawn 
the thickest line between traveler and 
tourist. In a book I’m reading the author 
goes further to say there are three 
types of travelers: the wanderers, the 
seekers, and the lost. Matt had asked 
which one I thought I was. “A seeker,” 
I had answered confidently, inspired 
by movement and landscape. 

The Seekers and the Wanderers 
move through this life fluidly, timelessly, 
accepting fate and choosing paths. 
We had only one week to cram in an 
idea of freedom and I had my stifling 
managerial job waving its sickle to 
greet me at the finish (dead) line. “Vaca- 
tion” they hissed through their teeth. 
And Matt’s question rang in my head, 
“which one are you?” If I was truthful, 

I would have whispered “lost”... 

So packed in with a couple changes 
of clothes and a bit of food was also 
the extra baggage of the times we’ve 
done this before, our attempts to find 
balance in the past, and our hasty, 
desperate decision to get far from 
the depressing ways our lives had 
been led recently. “Led” being the 
operative word and “lost” quite an 
understatement. I couldn’t help but 
imagine a trailer hitched to the back 
carrying all the vampiric people and 
their bullshit obligations that had 
chased us to this point. 

We pulled out of the parking lot, 
kicking some of the demons off our 
trail to lighten the load as highway 
miles turned to back roads. Some 
stragglers still held on for those first 
few days, finding ways to sink into 
our thoughts, but they soon faded 
out when we dipped our bare feet in 
the Ottawa River. I watched schools 
of midsized bass swim a few feet from 
mine in that clear river water. I thought 
about how growing up next to a river 
I could never step a toe in was just a 
normal thing in my life. The phrase “I’ve 
never seen this in real life” became a 
recurring theme and the differences 
were immense and welcoming. Coal 
powered U$A gave way to hydrogen 
powered Canada and it was obvious 
with every breath you took. 


We made a home in a cottage 
with Matt’s friend Laura by the river 
those first few days. We ate light , 
talked heavy, and drank somewhere 
in between. I awoke those nights to 
the sounds Laura warned us about. 
Bombs were going off in the distance, 
linking the army boys we always saw 
at the Beer store to the icy sounds 
of war. It gave the sleepy beach town 
that impending reminder, a “paradise 
at a price” reality. And in the morn- 
ing life resumed as usual, as if it was 
just a thud from the town’s collective 
dream. 

We left Pembroke for Montreal and 
Matt’s family there. Food and booze 
were endlessly supplied along with 
broken conversation until our bellies 
were round and our heads filled with 
the buzz of French conversation. I did 
a lot of intent listening, pulling words 
out of the air that I could grasp with 
my elementary understanding of the 
language. It was refreshing to give 
overused English a rest and embrace 
our subtle differences. They were 
surprised that we try to live simply 


and yet weren’t so shocked to hear 
of our embarrassment and disgust 
for our so called “culture”. 

The Gagnon’s sent us off with a 
case of spruce beer and a handful of 
poutin packets and we headed south 
for a last night in Toronto. We slept 
in the car and awoke covered in that 
familiar sweat again. I dreamt of rivers 
of clean water as my mouth was a 
desert of evaporated beer from the 
show the night before. It was our last 
day in a city, a concrete segue into 
the dirty, crass place we call home. I 
could feel that familiar panic setting in 
again, the clench of the vice that my 
job had me in, and the bullshit routine 
that I had succumbed to. 

And so Matt and I had agreed to 
look at the world with new eyes after 
this experience. Though only a small, 
timed jaunt, something sparked the 
need for change. I had to preserve 
the last thread of sanity I had left. It 
became a natural transition once put 
into play and the first decision was 
made: I quit that fucking job. ©

the Spanish Civil War 1936-1939. For 
those not up on their world history, the 
author begins by prefacing the politi- 
cal climate and various anarchist and 
anarchist-syndicalist unions prior to 
the outbreak of the Civil War. There 
were many women who were active 
within the anarchist movement and 
members of its many unions. However 
their voices were not always heard, their 
needs not met nor were their contribu- 
tions taken seriously. These women 
talked about fighting “the revolution 
within the revolution” - women fought 
alongside their male counterparts for 
the liberation of the Spanish Republic, 
and they were also fighting for their 
own rights as women and as human 
beings within a sexist society. It was 
out of this struggle that Mujeres Libres 
was formed. Mujeres Libres was a non- 
feminist libertarian organization that 
strived to empower women through 
education while building strong ties 
within the anarchist community. The 
women of Mujeres Libres had to fight 
to be recognized as a legitimate and 
formal organization which would not 
be construed by their male counter- 
parts as separatist and/or threatening. 
Although the organization was relatively 
short lived, ended in 1939, it effected 
the lives of many men, women and 
children and helped bring about much 
needed positive social change.

Navigating the Space... is a 
compilation of studies, personal and 
communal, on mania by the Icarus 
Project. The Icarus Project is a website 
and community space for those in 
the grips and/or wishing to learn and 
understand from firsthand, non-MD 
accounts. There are four parts to this 
book creating the theme of “road map”, 
appealing to the traveler’s mind men- 
tally as we collectively pass through 
time in various states of mental 
illness. Through firsthand accounts 
from Sascha and Ashley (editors) as 
well as contributors, we swing on the 
pendulum of euphoria, utter depres- 
sion, manic episodes, healing, and 
back again. Each account varies in 
degrees but follows a similar pattern, 
something they are trying to suss out. 
We learn about the medication debate, 
diet, media and daily societal junk food, 
and the beautiful minds who oppose it. 
There is advice on pulling out of bad 
times, warning signs, a psychiatric 
rundown, and so much other info, I 
can’t even imagine I could cram it all in 
one review. I believe this to be a bible 
of sorts for the “unquiet mind” and 
those wishing to grasp an understand- 
ing of the ones they love.

A swarm of controversy surrounded 
Ward Churchill recently concerning 
his essay “Some People Push Back”, 
featured in this book. There were 
several parts of the essay that caused 
the dispute, specifically Churchill’s 
comparison of American citizens to 
the civilians in Nazi Germany and his 
reference to those who died in the 
attacks on the World Trade Center as 
“little Eichmanns”. The former state- 
ment is hardly worth the sensation it 
provoked; the comparison is used so 
commonly by leftist political writers 
it borders on cliche. It is also a safe 
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parallel, in my opinion, considering the 
death toll of sanctions and US foreign 
intervention and the American public s 
claim of ignorance. Decide for yourself 
your sentiments over the Eichmann 
comment; while I disagree with many 
parts of the comparison, I think it hardly 
warranted the ridiculous frenzy that 
took place. When reading the essay, it 
honestly blends in so much with the rest 
of the fierce and accusatory writing that 
is hardly noticeable. Overall, Churchill 
presents an irate critique of American 
apathy that is lacking in today’s political 
writing. It is a completely necessary 
slap in the face. The book also includes 
an extensive and thorough timeline of 
U.S. military actions and atrocities as 
well as another chronology charting 
U.S. perversions of international law, 
both of which are a great resource to 
have.
